City  of  London  Court,  where  "  on  principle  "  he  fought  an 
action  brought  against  him  in  respect  to  the  sale  of  a  rat 
"bis-kit"  (p.  47). 

Our  Obituary  Section  is  heavy  this  week-,  among  the 
names  occurring  being  Mr.  W.  K.  Hopkin,  one  of  tho 
founders  of  Hopkin  &  Williams'  business,  Mr.  W.  Oppen- 
heimer,  Mr.  A.  Strachan  (of  Aberdeen),  and  Mr.  W.  Wyles 
(of  Folkestone)  (p.  60). 

The  Failures  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Examinations  in  Edin- 
burgh and  London  this  month  have  been  heavy.  Fifty  per 
cent,  of  the  Major  candidates  passed,  but  72  per  cent,  failed 
in  the  London  Minor,  and  69  per  cent,  in  Edinburgh  (p.  42). 
The  names  of  successful  candidates  are  on  p.  43. 

Business  in  drugs  and  chemicals  is  developing  favourably 
as  the  year  opens.  Price-alterations  are  mostly  minor,  and 
include  higher  prices  for  castor  oil,  most  varieties  of  ginger, 
linaloo  oil,  petit-grain  oil,  and  pimento.  Ferri  ct  ammon. 
cit.,  potash  citrate,  cocoa  butter,  and  vanilla  arc  lower  (p.  65). 
Tho  drug  auctions  to  bo  held  next  week  promise  to  be  large. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Councils'  January  meetings  are  re- 
ported in  this  issue.  Tho  one  in  London  was  short  and 
routinic  (p.  42) ;  nor  was  more  business  transacted  in  Dublin, 
but  Mr.  W.  F.  Wells,  asked  to  retract  his  statement  at  tho 
last  annual  meeting  that  the  Apothecaries'  assistants'  certi- 
ficate has  no  legal  standing,  made  a  lengthy  and  interesting 
speech  in  substantiation  of  his  statement,  and  his  Council 
by  resolution  supported  him  (p.  44).    Litigation  may  follow. 

At  Blackburn  recently  tho  unqualified  assistant  of  a  local 
limited  company  was  fined  for  selling  poison.  The  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  cannot  get  the  money,  and  has  sued  for  it. 
The  County  Court  Judge,  on  the  ground  that  the  assistant, 
is  a  minor,  has  ordered  pavmcnt  at  the  rate  of  1.5.  everv 
two  months,  but  he  said  tho  Society  might  apply  again 
when  it  gets  the  Act  amended.  The  youn<r  man  has  thus 
eot  thirty-five  years  to  pay  off  his  indebtedness.  All 
chemists  should  read  the  report  on  p.  47.  It  is  a  striking 
commentary  on  the  arguments  advanced  for  the  Drug  Com- 
panies' Association  by  Mr.  Jesse  Boot.

A  Highbury  dentist  who  pulled  the  wrong  tooth  has  had 
to  pay  101.  10s.  damages,  and  costs,  to  the  patient. 

Considerable  damage  was  done  by  fire  last  week  at  the 
establishment  of  Mr.  J.  Punch,  chemist  and  druggist,  of 
Micklegate,  Selby. 

At  the  Manchester  County  Police  Court  on  January  10. 
Ernest  Harold  Aves,  chemist  and  druggist,  Chester  Road, 
Old  Trafford,  was  fined  5s.  and  costs  for  assaulting  a  boy 
whom  he  caught  in  his  garden. 

The  West  Ham  Corporation  on  January  9  sanctioned 
iplans  for  the  erection  of  a  new  warehouse  and  cooper's 
.shop  for  Messrs.  Boake,  Roberts  &  Co.,  manufacturing 
■chemists,  Carpenter's  Road,  Stratford. 

Calling  at  the  Mitre.  Hotel,  Manchester,  on  Tuesday,  our 
representative  was  informed  that  the  meeting  of  the  Patent- 
medicine  Vendors  and  Drug-stores'  Association  fixed  for 
Wednesday  of  this  week  had  been  abandoned. 

The  Parliamentary  deputation  of  the  Dover  Chemists' 
Association  is  still  on  the  war-path.  There  are  deep-laid 
plans.  I  hear  (writes  a  South  Coast  correspondent),  to  way- 
lay "  C.-B."  on  the  pier  and  to  convince  him. 

At  Oxford  last  week,  a  carpenter,  named  Edward  Golder. 
was  committed  for  trial  on  a  charge  of  breaking  into  the 
shop  of  Mr.  George  James  Walklett,  chemist  and  druggist, 
of  36  Park  End  Street,  Oxford,  on  December  18.  and 
.  stealing  1/.  19s. 

At  the  West  Kent  Quarter  Sessions  on  January  4,  Arthur 
Macpherson,  who  on  December  14  broke  into  the  premises 
of  Messrs.  H.  Cook  &  Co..  chemists.  High  Street,  Chatham, 
and  stole  goods  to  the  value  of  201.  13s.,  was  sentenced  to 
one  month's  imprisonment. 

Sir  Thomas  Brooke-Hitching  has  this  week  been  inter- 
viewed by  Mr.  W.  E.  Smithers,  President  of  the  Halifax  and 
District  Chemists'  Association,  on  the  subject  of  the  Phar- 
macy Bill.  He  has  promised  that,  if  elected,  that  measure 
shall  have  his  full  and  hearty  support. 

A  course  of  eight  lectures  on  "  Physiological  Optics  "  will 
the  given  in  the  Physiological  Department  of  the  University 
■College,  London,  by  Dr.  J.  Herbert  Parsons,  F.R.C.S.,  on 
Fridays,  at  5  p.m..  commencing  Friday,  January  26. 
The  syllabus  shows  that  the  course  is  one  suited  for  the 
requirements  of  chemist-opticians. 

A  deputation  of  the  "Assistants  Licentiates  of  the 
Apothecaries'  Association  of  London  and  Dublin  "  waited 
upon  Sir  G.  Scott-Robertson,  the  Liberal  candidate  for 
Bradford,  on  January  8.  and  he  assured  them  that  if  the 
Society  of  Apothecaries  of  London  supported  him  in  a 
Bill  to  include  the  "certified  apothecaries'  assistant"  in 
Section  16  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  he  was  in  favour  of 
presenting  such  a  Bill  in  Parliament. 

At  the  Scarborough  Special  Transfer  Sessions  on 
January  9,  application  was  made  for  the  transfer  of  the 
wine  licence  attached  to  the  chemist's  shop.  No.  3  West- 
borough,  from  Mr.  Halmshaw  to  Mr.  Thomas  Milburn. 
The  Justices  intimated  that  their  assent  would  be  condi- 
tional upon  an  undertaking  to  sell  only  medicated  wines, 
but  counsel  for  the  applicant  protested  that  the  Magistrates 
had  no  power  to  impose  a  restriction.  The  application  was 
adjourned  to  the  Brewster  Sessions. 

The  report  of  the  West  Riding  county  analyst,  Mr.  F.  W. 
Richardson,  for  the  last  quarter  states  that  83  samples  of 
drugs  have  been  examined,  and  of  these  20  per  cent,  were 
found  to  be  defective  or  contaminated.  Six  samples  of 
sweet  nitre  were  deficient  in  nitrous  ether.  Four  samples 
of  glycerin  were  not  B.P.,  having  ^  grain  of  arsenic  per 
pound  in  them.  Three  samples  of  milk  of  sulphur  contained 
arsenic  up  to  ^  gr.  per  pound.  One  sample  of  compound 
liquorice-powder  contained  ground  olive  stones.  One 
sample  of  copaiba  contained  African  balsam.  One  sample 
of  Friar's  balsam  contained  10  per  cent,  excess  of  water  and 
only  60  per  cent,  of  the  proper  proportion  of  balsamic  resins. 


The  Salt  Union. 
A  recent  issue  of  the  "Chester  Chronicle"  briefly  sum- 
marises the  history  of  the  Salt  Union.  Ten  or  fifteen  years 
ago,  it  states,  the  salt-fields  of  Cheshire  were  converted 
into  a  trust,  prices  were  raised  by  200  or  300  per  cent.,  and 
the  financiers  looked  for  gigantic  profits.  "  If  you  want 
a  ton  of  salt,"  said  the  promoters  of  the  Union,  in  effect, 
"  you  must  come  to  the  Salt  Union,  and  when  you  come  to 
us — well,  you  must  pay  our  price."  It  looked  about  the 
smartest  thing  in  corners  which  could  be  conceived,  and  in 
order  to  effect  it  they  paid  fancy  prices  for  individual  pro- 
perties. .  .  .  But  to-day  the  prospect  of  an  ordinary  divi- 
dend on  the  4/.  shares  is  so  remote  that  they  can  be  obtained 
for  12.s.  6d.  The  Salt  Union  has  failed,  because  it  lost  a 
large  part  of  its  foreign  trade  immediately  it  raised  prices. 
That  (adds  the  "Chester  Chronicle")  is  precisely  what 
will  happen  to  the  nation  under  a  protective  tariff.

Grantham  Town  Council  have  accepted  the  tender  of 
Mr.  J.  Fillingham,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  for  the  supply 
of  disinfectants  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Messrs.  Thomas  G.  Stonham  &  Son,  wholesale  druggists. 
Maidstone,  have  obtained  the  contract  for  the  supply  of 
drugs  to  the  Maidstone  Union  for  the  year. 

The  Wirral  Joint  Hospital  Board  have  accepted  the 
tender  of  Mr.  J.  Fawcett,  chemist  and  druggist,  Bebing- 
ton,  for  the  supply  of  drugs  and  medical  appliances. 

The  Victoria  Hospital  authorities,  Frome,  have  accepted 
the  tender  of  Mr.  C.  J.  Sage,  Central  Pharmacy,  Frome, 
for  the  supply  of  drugs  for  the  half-year  ending  June  30. 

The  Spennymoor  Urban  District  Council  have  accepted 
the  following  tenders  :  Messrs.  Davis,  Goodall  &  Co.,  New- 
castle-on-Tyne,  for  15-per-cent.  carbolic  powder ;  the 
Camphylene  Co.,  carbolic  powder,  9.?.  per  gross  I-lb. 
packets;  the  Killgerm  Co.,  Ltd.,  sulphur  candles,  18s.  per 
gross. 

Poor-law  Notes. 

The  Guardians  of  the  City  of  London  Union  have  re- 
ceived with  regret  an  intimation  of  the  breakdown  in  health 
of  their  dispenser,  Mr.  C.  T.  Rutter,  chemist  and  druggist, 
and,  it  being  necessary  that  he  should  take  a  long  sea  voyage, 
the  Guardians  have  readily  granted  Mr.  Rutter  leave  of 
absence  for  four  months. 

With  reference  to  an  application  of  certain  district 
medical  officers  that  the  Glutton  Guardians  should  pay  for 
expensive  medicines  and  antitoxins,  the  Clerk  (Mr.  J. 
Sumner  Dury)  reported  that  the  surrounding  Unions,  except 
Bristol,  paid  only  for  cod-liver  oil  and  quinine.  Chard  did 
not  pay  for  antitoxins,  and  Frome  had  done  so  upon  one 
occasion,  but  it  was  not  the  custom  for  the  Boards  to  pay  for 
them.    The  Guardians  therefore  refused  the  application. 

A  report  was  presented  to  the  Reading  Guardians,  at 
their  last  monthly  meeting,  from  the  Dispensary  Committee, 
stating  that 

In  accordance  with  the  suggestion  made  by  the  Local 
Government  Board  with  reference  to  the  new  arrangements 
for  dispensing  medicines  at  the  Workhouse  Infirmary,  the 
committee  decided  to  recommend  that  the  dispenser  should 
be  separately  appointed  for  the  workhouse  and  infirmary 
as  an  assistant  to  the  medical  officer  of  the  workhouse,  in 
which  capacity  ho  would  be  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the 
Workhouse  Visiting  Committee ;  the  committee  further 
decided  to  recommend  that  one-fourth  of  the  dispenser's 
present  salary  bo  assigned  to  that  portion  of  his  duties  which 
relates  to  the  workhouse,  and  the  remainder  to  the  dis- 
pensary in  Friar  Street  as  hitherto. 

Mr.  Aston,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report,  said  that  the 
new  arrangement  would  mean  an  increase  in  the  dispenser's 
salary,  as  Mr.  Jones  would  now  have  to  attend  two  places 
instead  of  one,  as  before,  and  would  have  two  separate  lots 
of  books.    The  Local  Government  Board  under  such  cir-

cumstances  would  insist  on  a  minimum  salary  of  £104  per 
annum  being  given  to  Mr.  Jones.  It  was  decided  to  refer 
the  report  back  for  further  consideration. 

Have  you  Seen  this  P 
Charles  Percy  White,  who  describes  himself  as  an 
American  doctor,  again  appeared  at  Bow  Street  Police 
Court  on  January  10,  on  a  charge  of  stealing  two  half- 
sovereigns  from  the  shop  of  Mr.  Richard  Stringer  Starkie 
pharmaceutical  chemist.  Charing  Cross  (see  C.  db  D., 
January  6,  p.  20).  Prisoner  was  again  remanded.  We 
understand  that  another  chemist  has  come  forward,  and  has 
stated  that  prisoner  presented  to  him  an  identical  prescrip- 
tion to  that  given  to  Mr.  Starkie's  assistant,  but  signed  in 
another  name.

East  Anglian  Notes. 
The  old  folk  of  Burnham  Market  who  are  not  blessed 
with  very  many  of  this  world's  goods  partake  once  a  year 
of  the  hospitality  of  their  better-off  neighbours.  This  year 
the  wife  of  Mr.  J.  Scholey,  chemist,  was  one  of  the  presiding 
ladies.  ° 

At  Stoke  Ferry  on  January  3,  Mrs.  Hinde,  wife  of  Mr. 
E.  L.  Hmde,  chemist  and  druggist,  was  presented  with  a 
massive  silver  rose-bowl,  the  gift  of  the  congregation  and 
choir  of  the  parish  church.  The  gift  was  a  recognition  of 
the  keenness  and  ability  with  which  Mrs.  Hinde  has  per- 
formed the  duties  of  organist  and  choir-mistress. 

Throughout  this  district  chemists  are  not  numerously 
taking  active  parts  in  matters  political.  Last  week  Mr.  J.  de 
Carle  Smith  took  the  chair  at  one  of  the  meetings  of  the 
Norwich  Liberal  candidate,  whilst  Mr.  E.  J.  Caley.  Ph.Ch. 
J. P.,  is  actively  engaged  on  the  other  side.  Mr.  D\  Davison! 
Ph.Ch.,  Cromer,  the  other  night  spoke  in  support  of  Sir 
Brampton  Gurdon,  the  late  member  for  North  Norfolk. 

An  outbreak  of  an  obscure  kind  of  typhoid  at  Fincham, 
Norfolk,  was  originally  diagnosed  as  spotted  fever,  and  has 
given  much  alarm.  Disinfectants  are  in  great  demand  there. 
So  real  are  the  fears  of  contagion  that  at  the  approaching 
election  a  polling-booth  is  to  be  reserved  for  the  voters  living 
in  the  village,  a  special  second  one  for  inhabitants  of  the 
surrounding  district  being  placed  on  the  extreme  confines  of 
the  parish. 

Blaud's  Pills. 

In  the  City  Coroner's  Court  on  January  5.  Dr.  F.  J. 
Waldo,  the  City  Coroner,  held  an  inquest  with  reference  to 
the  death  of  Amy  Beatrice  Hills  (27).  a  domestic  servant 
lately  employed  at  the  Woodin  Shades,  53  Bishopsaate 
Street,  E.C. 

Grace  Brown,  housekeeper  at  the  Woodin  Shades,  said 
deceased  had  complained  of  feeling  sick  and  vomited  a  great 
deal.  Witness  knew  she  took  some  Blaud's  pills  the  day 
before  her  death.  She  identified  the  bottle  produced  as  the 
one  which  deceased  had  shown  her  some  months  previously 
as  containing  iron  pills  which  she  was  going  to  take.  She 
said  she  got  them  at  Boots  Cash  Chemists.  Deceased  told 
her  she  had  had  three  doses  each  of  three  pills. 

The  Coroner  :  I  see  they  are  called  Blaud's  tonic  pills, 
Dr.  Bland  s  formula,  but  not  guaranteed  to  be  up  to  B  P' 
strength.  They  look  very  big  and  hard,  and  I  wonder  she 
could  take  them  as  she  did.  They  appear  to  me  to  be  more 
like  bullets  than  pills;  the  coating  seems  very  hard. 

Dr.  A.  C.  Jordan,  of  Norton  Folgate,  who  was  called  in 
before  deceased  died,  said  Dr.  Blaud's  iron  pills  were  not  a 
quack  medicine.  They  were  made  from  a  well-known  for- 
mula, but  not  to  B.P.  strength,  he  believed.  He  should 
consider  iron  pills  to  be  harmful  in  such  a  case  as  that  of 
deceased,  they  being  so  indigestible.    He  had  known  them 


to  go  right  through  the  stomach  without  dissolving.  He 
found  that  death  was  due  to  bleeding  into  the  cavity  of  the 
stomach  caused  by  the  perforation  of  an  ulcer  in  the  intes- 
tine. He  thought  it  very  likely  that  the  action  of  the  pills 
might  have  caused  the  perforation.  In  summing  up  to  the 
jury,  the  Coroner  said  they  could  see  what  harm  might  be 
done  by  taking  such  pills,  and  it  was  for  this  reason  that 
the  doctor  had  deprecated  the  sale  of  them.  A  good  many 
nostrums  were  put  upon  the  market  in  the  shape  of  pills, 
powders,  and  such-like,  which  it  would  be  infinitely  better 
if  the  Legislature  put  a  stop  to  the  sale  of,  as  they  did 
incalculable  harm  in  many  cases.  The  jury  returned  a 
verdict  in  accordance  with  the  medical  evidence. 

Sheffield  Notes. 

Mr.  J.  H.  B.  Wright,  chemist  and  druggist,  has  taken 
over  the  business  formerly  carried  on  by  Mr.  J.  A.  George 
at  Crookes.  Mr.  Wright  served  his  apprenticeship  with 
Mr.  John  Dale,  of  Upperthorpe. 

Mr.  Bertram  Simpson,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Meers- 
brook,  has  broken  fresh  ground  by  opening  a  new  pharmacy 
at  355  Abbeydale  Road.  Mr.  Simpson  will  in  future  carry 
on  his  business  at  Meersbrook  as  a  branch. 

Councillor  A.  Russell  Fox,  F.L.S.,  chemist  and  druggist, 
has  resigned  his  seat  on  the  West  Riding  Asylums  Com- 
mittee of  the  City  Council  in  consequence  of  his  appointment 
to  the  Higher  Education  Sub-committee  of  the  Education 
Committee. 

Mr.  R.  Bennett,  who  a  short  time  ago  took  over  the' 
branch  pharmacy  of  Mr.  J.  Dale,  at  South  Road,  Walkley, 
has  been  ill  for  some  little  time,  and  unfortunately  his  in- 
disposition has  taken  a  serious  turn,  his  condition  giving 
his  friends  much  anxiety. 

Following  the  example  of  other  historic  newspapers,  the 
"Sheffield  Daily  Telegraph"  is  publishing  extracts  from 
issues  of  fifty  years  ago,  and  on  January  5  gave  the 
names  of  the  grand  jury  serving  at  the  Quarter  Sessions  on 
January  5,  1856,  among  whom  appears  "  John  M.  Salisbury, 
chemist,"  a  name  universally  respected  in  the  annals  of 
Sheffield  pharmacy. 

Business  in  pharmaceutical  circles  in  Sheffield  has  not 
picked  up  as  well  as  expected  since  Christmas.  Complaints 
are  pretty  general  of  the  poor  turnover  in  perfumery  during 
the  Christmas  season.  The  competition  of  the  drapers  and 
others  who  push  this  branch  as  a  side-line  does  not  appear 
wholly  to  account  for  this  falling-off  of  business,  which 
seems  to  be  partly  attributable  to  a  decrease  in  the  use  of 
perfumes. 

In  no  part  of  the  country  is  the  fight  Free  Trade  v.  Tariff 
Reform  being  carried  on  more  vigorously  than  in  Sheffield. 
Attention  has  been  called  to  the  fact  that  in  the  early 
'eighties  a  Fair  Trade  Committee  was  formed,  and  it  is- 
interesting  to  note  that  a  prominent  member  of  that  com- 
mittee was  Mr.  J.  T.  Dobb,  chemist  and  druggist,  who  is. 
prevented  by  his  advancing  years -from  taking  an  active  part 
in  furthering  the  cause  he  championed  so  many  years  ago. 
The  Free  Trade  candidate  for-the  Ecclesall  division  is  using 
facts  from  the  book  entitled  "Fifty  Years'  Municipal  Re- 
cord," written  by  Mr.  J.  M.  Furness,  chemist  and  druggist, 
as  powder  and  shot  in  his  campaign.  Mr.  Furness  is  de- 
scribed as  "the  Tory  ex-Councillor,"  to  add  point  to  the 
facts ! 

Football. 

Newcastle  Pharmacy  v.  Newton  F.C. — This  match, 
played  on  the  latter's  ground  on  New  Year's  morning,  ended 
in  a  win  for  Newton  by  5  goals  to  3. 

Newcastle  Pharmacy  r.  Jesmcnd. — Played  on  the  latter's 
ground  on  January  10.  Coble  and  Nelson  were  absentees 
from  Pharmacy,  while  their  opponents  were  at  full  strength. 
A  stiff  breeze  greatly  interfered  with  the  game,  which  re- 
sulted in  a  draw  of  two  goals  each. 

The  Southwark  Fire. 

On  January  9,  Dr.  F.  J.  Waldo,  the  Southwark  Coroner, 
concluded  the  inquiry  into  the  death  of  George  Harwood, 
who  died  from  burns  received  at  the  fire  on  the  premises  in 
Southwark  Bridge  Road,  S.E.,  occupied  by-  Messrs. 
Erhardt  &  Co.  and  by  the  Odol  Chemical  Co.  The  Coroner 
said  he  had  personally  visited  the  premises,  and  had  re- 
ceived the  greatest  courtesy  from  the  Odol  Co.  He  had 
been  to  the  Home  Office  and  consulted  with  the  explosive 
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experts,  and  from  what  he  gathered,  the  building  in  question 
was  neither  a  factory  nor  a  building  which  could  come  under 
the  London  Building  Act.  The  evidence  given  was  to  the 
effect  that  ,  although  there  was  electric  light  in  the  basement, 
a  candle  was  being  used  by  the  deceased,  and  it  was  sup- 
posed that  he  had  set  fire  to  the  celluloid.  Deceased  tried 
to  beat  the  flames  out  with  his  hands,  with  the  result  that 
he  was  overpowered.  There  were  about  150  rolls  of  cellu- 
loid and  50  lb.  weight  of  celluloid  umbrella-rings  in  the 
basement  near  to  the  carboys  and  Winchester  quarts  of 
fluid  belonging  to  the  Odol  Co.  A  representative  of  the 
Odol  Co.  who  was  present  asked  whether  there  was  anything 
he  might  be  wanted  for. — Mr.  Yelverton,  who  appeared  for 
the  widow,  said  he  would  like  the  Odol  representative  to  be 
sworn  to  say  if  the  mixing  of  odol  is  done  on  the  premises 
or  not. — The  Coroner  pointed  out  that  he  could  not  compel 
him  to  be  sworn,  but  if  he  cared  to  answer  the  question 
voluntarily  he  might.  The  fire,  he  pointed  out,  did  not 
occur  among  the  goods  of  the  Odol  Co.  The  Odol  repre- 
sentative said  he  did  not  see  that  he  had  anything  to  answer, 
seeing  the  company  were  not  concerned.  If  at  any  later  stage 
of  the  proceedings  it  was  found  necessary  to  swear  him  he 
was  willing,  but  he  did  not  desire  to  do  anything  premature. 
Second  Officer  S.  Gompertz  Gamble,  of  the  London  Fire 
Brigade,  said  the  storing  of  the  celluloid  was  highly  dan- 
gerous. The  fumes  from  the  burning  celluloid  were  speci- 
ally noxious,  having  a  strong  camphory  smell.  Colonel 
Fox,  chief  of  the  London  Salvage  Corps,  said  he  had 
examined  the  premises,  and  considered  it  iniquitous  that 
celluloid  should  have  been  stored  in  such  a  way,  and  it  was 
criminal  to  take  a  light  near  it.  He  found  in  the  basement 
3,500  gallons  of  odol,  which  was  h:"ghly  inflammable.  The 
quantity  was  given  him  by  the  company.  If  the  Fire 
Brigade  had  not  been  promptly  on  the  spot  there  would 
have  been  only  a  few  blackened  bricks  left  of  the  premises, 
and  a  good  deal  of  the  surrounding  area  would  have 
vanished.  The  odol  was  separated  from  the  celluloid  by 
only  a  thin  partition.  Besides  the  large  stock  in  the  base- 
ment there  was  also  a  considerable  quantity  on  the  upper 
floors,  and  the  danger  to  life  was  very  great,  as  a  number  of 
girls  were  employed  there.  The  jury,  in  returning  a  verdict 
that  deceased  died  from  shock  from  burns  accidentally 
caused  through  the  ignition  of  a  roll  of  celluloid,  added  a 
rider  to  the  effect  that  in  their  opinion  the  storage  of  in- 
flammable material,  either  liquid  or  dry,  on  such  premises 
was  highly  improper.

A  Pharmaceutical  Camerist. 

The  gold  medal  presented  by  the  Lord  Mayor  of  Belfast 
to  the  member  of  the  Ulster  Amateur  Photographic  Society 
submitting  the  best  photograph  in  the  annual  competition 
has  been  won  by  Mr.  D.  W.  Elliott,  pharmaceutical  chemist, 
Change  of  Address. 

Mr.  S.  Dale,  L.P.S.I.,  Ebrington  Pharmacy,  Waterside, 
Londonderry,  has  removed  to  new  premises  at  42  Clooney 
Terrace,  opposite  All  Saints'  Church.  The  new  business 
will  be  known  as  the  Clooney  Pharmacy. 


Chloral  for  Neuralgia. 

At  Belfast  Guardians'  meeting,  the  medical  officer  pre- 
sented a  requisition  for  chloral,  which  he  desires  to 
administer  in  neuralgia.  Mr.  Wm.  Walker  raised  a  ques- 
tion as  to  the  efficacy  of  the  drug  in  neuralgia ;  but  the  Clerk 
said  the  only  point  was  that  chloral  is  not  on  the  prescribed 
list,  and  he  required  the  Board's  instructions  before  order- 
ing.   The  requisition  was  passed. 

Chemistry  Classes  in  Belfast. 

The  Inspector  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and 
Technical  Instruction,  Dublin,  reporting  on  the  chemistry 
classes  at  Belfast  Municipal  Technical  Institute  for  1905, 
says  that  "  chemistry  has  been  carefully  taught."  He  sug- 
gests that  in  advanced  practical  work  it  would  be  advan- 
tageous to  group  the  pupils  so  that  each  class  should  contain 
those  of  the  same  or  allied  trades.  In  this  way  the  instruc- 
tion could  be  more  specialised. 

The  "Lowest  Tender"  Question. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Downpatrick  Board  of 
Guardians,  a  long  discussion  took  place  upon  what  was  said 
to  be  the  injustice  of  the  L.G.B.  Order  insisting  on  the 
lowest  tender  being  accepted  when  medicine-contracts  are 
being  decided.  The  Irish  firms  could  not  supply  medicines 
as  cheaply  as  the  English  wholesale  firms,  and  hence  the 
Order  practically  debarred  Irish  firms  from  being  patronised. 

The  Chairman,  who  led  off  the  discussion,  said  the  Local 
Government  Board  seemed  to  be  manipulating  matters  in 
such  a  way  that  English  contractors,  who  from  local  con- 
tracts could  supply  large  quantities  at  a  cheap  rate,  might 
oust  the  Irish  contractors.  It  seemed  to  him  that  such  a 
state  of  affairs  is  extremely  bad.  There  could  be  no  doubt 
at  all  that  the  money  is  all  Irish  :  even  the  recoupment. 
There  was  no  doubt  about  that,  and  that  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  should  manipulate  affairs  in  such  a  manner  that 
English  contractors  and  the  English  treasury  should  re- 
ceive the  whole  benefit  of  Irish  medicine-contracts  is  most 
unfair  and  unjust.  Mr.  Perceval  Maxwell,  D.L.,  asked  if  the 
Chairman  suggested  that  the  Guardians  should  take  a 
higher-priced  article  that  is  no  better,  simply  because  it 
comes  from  an  Irish  contractor  ?  The  Chairman  :  Cer- 
tainly. Mr.  Perceval-Maxwell  :  That  is  robbing  the  Irish 
taxpayer  to  put  the  money  into  the  pockets  of  the  Irish 
contractor.  The  Clerk  was  accordingly  instructed  to  record 
the  discussion  on  the  minutes.

(From  our  Paris  Correspondent.) 

A  Flattering  Initiative. — A  scheme  was  set  on  foot 
among  the  students  of  the  Paris  School  of  Pharmacy  for 
raising  a  subscription  and  presenting  a  bronze  or  other 
object  to  Professor  Guignarcl,  director  of  the  school,  as  a 
souvenir  of  his  recent  promotion  as  Officer  of  the  Legion  of 
Honour.  The  director,  hearing  of  the  project,  expressed 
his  desire  that  it  should  not  be  carried  out. 

La  Pharmacie  Beral. — How  many  generations  of  British 
chemists  have  known  the  sign  "Beral,  Pharmacien "  and 
underneath  "  English  Chemist"  at  14  rue  de  la  Paix,  Paris, 
six  or  seven  houses  down  on  the  left  going  from  the  Place 
•de  1'Opera  ?  On  Monday  next,  January  15,  the  key  will  be 
turned  in  the  door  of  this  historic  pharmacy  for  the  last 
time  as  such,  and  the  premises  will  speedily  be  in  the  hands 
•of  the  builders.  This  will  be  quite  an  historic  date  in  Anglo- 
French  pharmacy  annals,  for  Beral's  has  been  a  home  of 
British  pharmacy  in  Paris  for  ninety  years  past,  and  has 
always  been  considered  one  of  the  fashionable  business- 
houses  of  Paris.  But  it  gives  way  before  the  march  of 
time,  and  to  make  room  for  a  trade  that  leaves  a  more  lucra- 
tive profit.  The  Pharmacie  Beral  does  not,  however,  dis- 
appear. The  present  owner,  M.  Georges  Dethan,  who  took 
the  business  over  prior  to  the  Paris  Exhibition  of  1900,  has 
secured  premises  for  the  business  at  194  rue  de  Rivoli,  a 
few  minutes'  walk  east  of  the  rue  Castiglione.  He  will 
•certainly  have  the  good  wishes  of  his  many  friends,  and  I 
•doubt  not  also  of  those  pharmacists,  now  for  the  most  part 
"dispersed  and  wandered,"  who  have  gained  their  Conti- 
nental experience  in  the  good  old  Pharmacie  Beral  ! 

The  Pharmacy  Outlook  for  1906. — It  would  appear  at 
least  possible  that  the  strained  relations  of  opposing  factions 
which  have  so  long  paralysed  the  really  effectual  action  of 
the  General  Association  of  French  Pharmacists  will  give 
place  to  a  more  satisfactory  state  of  things  during  the 
.present  year.  The  last  election  resulted  in  the  choice  of 
what  would  be  termed  in  Parliament  a  Coalition  Ministry. 
M.  Vaudin,  a  prominent  Parisian  pharmacist,  has  replaced 
M.  Weil  as  Chairman.  The  Vice-President  (M.  Gamel,  of 
Nimes)  and  the  Assistant-Secretary  (M.  Collard)  represent 
the  anti-patent  medicine  (speciality)  element  of  the  com- 
bative South.  But  while  M.  Crinon  retains  the  secretary- 
ship one  feels  there  is  a  cool  head  and  steady  hand  at  the 
helm ;  and  M.  Coquet,  the  Treasurer,  is  likewise  a  Parisian, 
and  may  be  said  to  represent  the  Conservative  element. 
A  description  given  by  M.  Langrand  of  MM.  Vaudin  and 
Collard  as  the  engine-drivers  and  MM.  Crinon  and  Coquet 
as  the  guards  in  the  brake-van  of  the  French  pharmaceutical 
train  perhaps  hits  off  rather  happily  the  general  character- 
istics of  the  1906  office-holders  of  the  national  and  repre- 
sentative body  of  French  pharmacists  engaged  in  active 
'business.  It  includes  in  its  ranks  about  half  the  qualified 
men  of  France,  and  is  of  course  quite  independent  of  any 
purely  learned  body,  such  as  the  Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy 
■or  the  Paris  School  of  Pharmacy,  which  are  essentially 
scientific  in  their  attributes.

The  Publication  of  the  Austrian  Pharmacopoeia  (edi- 
tion viii.)  is  expected  this  month. 

Brazilian  Import-duties. — The  Brazilian  Senate  has 
finally  passed  an  amendment  to  the  Budget  excluding  from 
the  50  per  cent,  supplementary  duty,  payable  in  gold,  acids, 
disinfectants,  and  other  articles. 

Suggested  Opium  Boycott  in  China. — Renter's  Peking 
correspondent  states  that  anti- foreign  feeling  in  China  has 
considerably  extended  of  late,  being  encouraged  by  educated 
Chinese,  and  the  newspapers  advocate  a  boycott  of  Indian 
opium,  on  account  of  the  action  of  British  officers  in  the 
Shanghai  Court. 

Antwerp  Exhibition. — An  International  Exhibition  of 
foods,  drinks,  and  allied  industries  is  to  be  held  in  Antwerp 
during  April  and  May.  A  section  devoted  to  pharmacy  and 
chemistry  is,  we  are  informed,  to  be  an  important  part  of 
the  exhibition.  The  Countess  of  Flanders  is  the  patroness, 
and  those  firms  who  desire  particulars  of  space  to  let  should 
apply  to  the  Secretary,  26  Rue  D'Arenberg,  Antwerp. 

Italian  Olive  Oil. — An  association  has  been  formed  at 
Rome  for  the  protection  of  the  interests  of  producers  and 
dealers  in  olive  oil.  In  view  of  the  competition  suffered 
from  other  oils,  and  the  growing  practice  of  mixing  these 
with  inferior  qualities  of  olive  oil,  the  association  is  urging 
upon  the  Italian  Minister  of  Agriculture  the  expediency  of 
introducing  legislation  for  suppressing  fraudulent  practices. 

Scarcity  of  Assistants  in  Germany. — Consequent  upon 
the  new  German  regulations  for  qualification  in  pharmacy, 
under  which  candidates  for  the  diploma  commence  their 
academic  studies  after  a  year's  service  in  a  shop,  a  scarcity 
of  assistants  is  arising.  Thus  there  were  1,542  at  the  Uni- 
versities last  winter  and  1,561  during  the  summer  session, 
compared  with  1.284  and  1,121  in  the  previous  year.  This 
means  fewer  in  pharmacies. 

Spanish  Economic  Pharmacies. — In  "  El  Jurado  Medico- 
Farmaceutico,"  of  Madrid,  there  is  an  appeal  to  Spanish 
pharmacists  to  join  in  an  effort  to  suppress  the  so-called 
"economic  pharmacies"  by  raising  a  fund  with  which  to 
open  competing  institutions  "  to  sell  goods  at  reduced  prices 
till  they  are  run  off  the  face  of  the  earth."  "  El  Memoran- 
dum "  thinks  the  idea,  which  is  not  new,  a  good  one,  want- 
ing only  sufficient  solidarity  among  the  regular  pharmacists, 
which,  however,  it  believes  does  not  exist. 

Alleged  Attempted  Poisoning.— A  mysterious  attempt 
to  poison  the  wife  and  family  of  an  official  of  the  audit  office 
in  the  Island  of  Trinidad  is  reported.  A  small  parcel  ad- 
dressed to  Mrs.  E.  Fitzgerald,  the  wife  of  the  official 
referred  to,  when  opened  was  found  to  contain  a  box  of 
chocolates.  On  the  box  was  written  "Chocolate  samples; 
illustrated  list  to  follow  to-morrow."  A  few  minutes  after 
Mrs.  Fitzgerald  had  eaten  the  chocolates  she  was  seized  with 
violent  internal  pa:ns  accompanied  by  rigidity  of  the 
muscles.  Her  relatives,  immediately  concluding  that  the 
sweets  had  been  poisoned,  administered  an  emetic,  and  to 
this  prompt  treatment  the  lady  probably  owes  her  life.  Dr. 
Kenny  found  on  examining  the  sweets  that  they  contained 
strychnine,  and  there  and  then  forwarded  them  to  Professor 
Carmody,  the  Government  analyst. 

— The  Department  of  Russian 
Customs  notifies  that  the  following  preparations  have  been 
permitted  by  the  Medical  Council  to  enter  Russia  : 

Viferral,  made  by  Dr.  Simon  Gertner ;  Prevalidin  and 
Szillain,  made  by  the  firm  Loss;  and  the  following  veter- 
inary hypodermic  tablets  manufactured  by  Parke,  Davis  & 
Co.  :  Aconitine  ;'s  grain,  atropir.o_  sulphate  3  grain  and 
5  grain,  cocaine  hydrochloride  1  grain,  colchicine  3  grain  and 
2  grain,  coniine  hydrobromide  1  grain,  digitalin  (pure) 

1  grain,  hyoscyamino  g  grain,  morphine  sulphate  1  grain  and 

2  grains,  morphine  and  atropine,  physqstigmine  salicylate 
i  grain,  pilocarpine  hydrochloride  2  grain,  sodium  arsenate 
1  grain,  strychnine  sulphate  5  grain  and  1  grain,  vcratrine 
hydrochloride  5  grain,  and  physostisrminc  sulphate  1  grain. 
By  a  later  order  the  same  firm's  "  Krcso  "  disinfectant  has 
been  placed  on  the  permitted  list.

COUNCIL 

A THIRTY-FIVE  MINUTE  Council-meeting  is  a  record 
even  in  the  modern  practice  of  accelerating  business, 
but  the  deliberations  were  on  this  occasion  about  purely 
routine  matters.  The  Benevolent  Fund  has  benefited  by  a 
legacy  of  100  guineas,  and  nine  applicants  for  relief  have 
been  aided  at  a  total  cost  of  80/.  The  death  of  Mr.  Alexan- 
der Strachan,  of  Aberdeen,  was  referred  to,  the  Council 
recording  its  sympathy  with  the  family.  The  statistics  of 
the  recent  Major  and  Minor  examinations  show  a  large  pro- 
portion of  failures,  which  the  President  attributes  to  defec- 
tive education  and  the  lack  of  pharmacy  training  of  the 
candidates.  Mr.  Flux,  who  has  retired,  has  been  created 
"  Emeritus  Solicitor."  and  the  firm  with  which  he  is  con- 
nected are  to  be  solicitors.  The  effect  of  the  Rankin-oint- 
ment  case  is  to  be  considered  by  the  Law  Committee,  as  well 
as  the  steps  that  should  be  taken  to  render  uniform  the 
practice  of  chemists  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  poisons. 

The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  on  January  10. 
There  were  present  Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson  (President),  Mr. 
J.  R.  Young  (Vice-President),  Mr.  Walter  Hills  (Trea- 
surer), and  Messrs.  S.  R.  Atkins,  M.  Carteighe,  A.  Cooper, 
W.  G.  Cross,  W.  L.  Currie.  R.  L.  Gifford,  A.  Hagon,  J.  F. 
Harrington,  J.  Harrison,  A.  E.  Hobbs,  C.  J.  Park,  A. 
Southall,  and  C.  Symes. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  taken  as  read, 
and  approved  of. 

T*ie  late  Mr.  Strachan. 

The  President  then  referred  to  the  death  of  Mr.  Alexan- 
der Strachan,  138  Rosemount  Place,  Aberdeen,  Vice-Chair- 
man of  the  North  British  Branch,  and  for  the  last  twenty- 
four  years  a  member  of  the  Executive.  Mr.  Strachan  was, 
he  said,  one  of  the  best  divisional  secretaries  the  Society  has 
ever  had,  and  he  desired  the  Council  to  place  on  record  the 
loss  sustained  through  Mr.  Strachan's  death. 

Mr.  Currie  said  the  news  of  Mr.  Strachan's  death  came 
as  a  surprise  to  his  friends,  as,  although  he  had  lately  been 
ailing,  he  had  been  at  his  duties  until  the  last.  Mr. 
Strachan  served  the  Society  well  in  Scotland,  and  those 
who  were  at  the  Aberdeen  Conference  would  remember  the 
very  active  part  he  took  in  promoting  the  comfort  of  the 
visitors.  He  was  of  a  kindly  and  open  disposition,  and 
never  said  anything  behind  a  man's  back  that  he  could  not 
say  to  his  face. 

Mr.  Carteighe  said  that  he  had  several  times  had  ex- 
perience of  Mr.  Strachan's  zeal  and  courtesy  when  he  (the 
speaker)  was  President  of  the  Society.  Mr.  Strachan  was 
deeply  interested  in  the  welfare  and  progress  of  the  Society 
on  the  other  side  of  the  Tweed. 

Mr.  Atkins  added  that  some  time  ago,  when  passing 
through  Aberdeen,  Mr.  Strachan  proffered  him  such  liberal 
hospitality  that  he  has  still  a  warm  recollection  of  the  recep- 
tion he  received.  Mr.  Strachan  was  in  the  prime  of  life 
when  he  died  ;  he  (the  speaker)  had  no  idea  that  he  was  ill. 

Elections  and  Restorations. 
A  number  of  chemists  were  elected  as  members,  and  some 
were  restored  to  membership.    Four  chemists'  names  were 
restored  to  the  register,  the  declaration  and  fee  being  in 
order. 

Finance. 

Mr.  Harrington,  as  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
presented  the  committee's  report.  This  showed  that  of  the 
2.000/.  borrowed  from  the  bank  in  November  1,000/.  has 
been  repaid  (the  interest  paid  to  the  bank  was  12/.  Is.  8d.), 
leaving  a  balance  of  369/.  0s.  4rf.  with  which  to  pay  the 
following  items  :

Mr.  Harrington  said  that  the  Benevolent  Fund  has  benefited 
by  a  contribution  of  five  guineas,  the  proceeds  of  the 
smoking-concert  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Football  and  Athletic 
Club,  and  one  guinea  from  the  Chemists'  Assistants'  Asso- 
ciation. The  Pharmaceutical  Football  and  Athletic  Club 
also  contributed  two  guineas  to  the  Orphan  Fund.  It  was 
also  announced  that  a  legacy  of  100  guineas  has  been  left  to 
the  Benevolent  Fund  by  the  late  Mr.  Horace  Thomas, 
who  was  formerly  an  assistant  with  Mr.  Turner,  of  Bury 
Street,  W.C. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Benevolence. 

The  report  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  was  con- 
sidered in  committee,  after  which 

Mr.  Atkins,  the  Chairman  of  the  committee,  in  moving 
the  adoption  of  the  report,  said  nine  cases  were  considered, 
six  relieved,  one  deferred,  and  two  not  entertained.  Alto- 
gether 80/.  was  granted.  Mr.  Atkins  went  on  to  ask  that 
members  who  desire  to  place  New  Year's  gifts  would  re- 
member the  claims  of  the  Orphan  Fund.  At  present  the 
fund  is  10/.  short  of  the  sum  required  to  be  paid  out.  It  is 
possible  that  an  appeal  in  a  more  pronounced  form  will  have 
to  be  made  presently. 

Mr.  Cooper  seconded  the  proposal,  and 

The  President,  in  putting  the  motion,  said  the  grants 
were  two  of  20/.  and  one  each  of  13/.,  12/.,  10/.,  and  5/. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

The  Library,  Museum,  School,  and  House  Committee. 

The  report  of  this  committee  referred  mainly  to  routine 
matters,  and  a  bill  of  8/.  Is,  Ad.  from  Messrs.  Parkinson  was 
approved  of.  Miss  Renouf,  the  Salters  Fellow,  has  com- 
pleted the  second  part  of  her  investigation,  and  will  present 
the  result  in  a  paper  before  the  Society  in  February. 

The  Treasurer,  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report.  Dr. 
Symes  seconded,  and  it  was  carried. 

Organisation. 

The  President  presented  the  report  of  the  Organisation 
Committee,  which  began  with  a  reference  to  the  meeting 
held  in  Nottingham  last  November.  The  feature  of  that 
meeting  was  the  great  interest  taken  in  the  subject  by  local 
people  other  than  chemists,  which  showed  that  the  Society's 
campaign  is  attracting  attention.  The  local  meetings  are 
to  be  discontinued  for  the  present.  Referring  to  the  new 
Associations  started  in  Kent — the  Isle  of  Thanet  Chemists' 
Association,  the  Folkestone  Chemists'  Association,  the  Ash- 
ford  and  District  Chemists'  Association,  and  the  Canterbury 
and  District  Chemists'  Association — the  President  said 
these  Associations  are  likely  to  form  a  local  federation. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Examination-failures. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  for  England  and 
Wales  was  next  read.  The  report  stated  that  at  the  recent 
examinations  there  were  twelve  Major  candidates,  of  whom 
six  passed.  For  the  Minor  examination  there  were  206  can- 
didates, and  57  passed.  The  report  of  the  examiners  in 
Scotland  was  that  one  out  of  two  candidates  for  the  Major 
passed,  while  of  the  85  Minor  candidates  only  24  passed. 

Fifty-one  preliminary  certificates  were  received. 

The  President  said  he  regretted  to  see  the  large  number 
of  failures.    He  had  conversed  with  members  of  the  Board 
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of  Examiners  on  the  subject,  and  found  that,  given  a  good 
preliminary  education  and  pharmaceutical  training,  young 
men  have  no  difficulty  in  passing  the  examinations.  It 
ought  to  be  known  that  the  chemist's  business  is  not  one 
that  a  person  can  come  into  promiscuously,  and  suddenly 
present  himself  for  examination  :  a  good  preliminary  educa- 
tion and  subsequent  pharmacy  training  are  necessary.  Some 
time  ago  he  (the  President)  was  told  by  a  prominent  surgeon 
that  the  medical  profession  is  not  one  for  poor  persons,  and 
he  is  inclined  to  think  the  same  applies  to  pharmacy.  He 
was  bound  to  say  that  the  examinations  are  not  too  difficult 
for  those  who  have  been  well  trained. 

General  Purposes  Committee. 

This  committee  reported  that  the  judgment  in  the  case  of 
Brcwn  r.  Leggett  had  been  under  consideration,  and  it  was 
resolved  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  Law  and  Parliamentary 
Committee.  The  committee  are  to  be  asked  to  consider 
what  effect  the  judgment  will  have  on  the  Council's  policy, 
and  are  also  to  see  what  steps  can  be  taken  to  promote 
uniformity  in  practice  in  the  sale  of  poisons.  It  was  recom- 
mended that  Mr.  Flux,  the  Society's  solicitor,  who  desired 
to  retire,  be  appointed  "Emeritus  "  solicitor,  and  that 
Messrs.  Flux,  Thompson,  and  Quarrell  be  the  Society's 
solicitors  for  the  future. 

The  President,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report,  said 
the  legal  case  referred  to  was  important,  and  needed  to  be 
considered  without  undue  haste.  He  did  not  conceal  the 
fact  that  it  is  a  difficult  remit  for  the  Law  Committee,  but 
as  the  members  of  that  committee  and  the  Chairman  have 
had  such  exceptional  experience  in  law  matters,  he  had  no 
doubt  they  will  arrive  at  a  proper  conclusion.  The  Presi- 
dent also  said  that  the  title  of  "Emeritus  solicitor"  was 
new,  but  there  is  no  reason  why  the  Council  should  not 
create  it. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Other  Matters. 

The  Treasurer  was  instructed  to  pay  the  annuitants  the 
amount  of  their  pensions  in  quarterly  instalments. 

The  pharmaceutical  chemists  who  have  passed  the  recent 
examinations  were  ordered  to  have  their  diplomas  stamped 
with  the  seal  of  the  Society. 

The  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association  thanked  the  Council 
for  its  offer  of  assistance  in  the  event  of  the  union  of  the 
two  Liverpool  schools  of  pharmacy. 

Dr.  Symes,  in  reply  to  the  Vice-President,  said  no  definite 
arrangement  had  been  come  to,  as  there  are  many  details  to 
arrange. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  wrote 
asking  the  concurrence  of  the  Council  in  the  proposal  that  a 
Congress  of  Chemistry  should  be  held  in  London  in  1909. 

The  Secretary  proposed  that  the  letter  be  sent  to  the 
Library  Committee,  but 

Mr.  Carteighe  said  it  was  hardly  necessary.  The  proper 
answer  to  send  is  that  the  Society  will  give  the  Congress  all 
the  moral  support  possible,  but  the  funds  of  the  Society  do 
not  permit  of  expenditure  for  entertainment-purposes. 

The  President  thought,  however,  that  the  Library  Com- 
mittee ought  to  consider  the  letter,  and  it  was  accordingly 
sent  to  that  committee. 

The  Under-Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies  sent  a  copy 
of  an  Ordinance  to  amend  the  Transvaal  Medical,  Dental, 
and  Pharmacy  Ordinance.  19C4. 

The  President  asked  for  the  copv  of  the  Ordinance,  and 
was  informed  that  it  had  been  sent  to  the  "  Journal." 

The  Secretary  referred  to  the  clause  which  gives  power  to 
transfer  a  poison  from  one  part  of  the  Schedule  to  another. 

Mr.  Carteighe  said  the  Colonies  have  the  advantage  of 
studying  all  the  various  proposals  that  have  been  made  in 
regard  to  the  sale  of  poisons.  The  transfer  proposal  is  not 
new  :  it  was  contained  in  a  Bill  drawn  up  by  the  Privy 
Council  some  years  ago.  but  the  power  was  vested  solelv  in 
the  hands  of  the  Privy  Council. 

The  Scotch  Education  Department  sent  their  report  for 
1903  on  secondary  education  in  Scotland. 

The  Grimsby  Chemists'  Association  wrote  on  December  5 
suggesting  that  the  Council  prepare  a  plain,  intelligent 
statement  of  the  company-pharmacy  question  for  submission 
to  Parliamentary  candidates. 


This  has  been  done,  and  copies  of  the  statement  have  been 
sent  to  the  Grimsby  Association. 

A  copy  of  the  rules  as  to  the  sale  and  storage  of  poisons  in 
Singapore  was  also  received. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Fairchild  Scholarship  scheme  sent  a 
copy  of  the  syllabus  for  1906. 

This  completed  the  public  business.

Adulteration  of  Silk  and  Flannel. — The  "Lancet"  re- 
ports the  examination  of  a  number  of  samples  of  silk  bought 
in  the  ordinary  way  at  West-end  drapery  establishments,  six 
of  which  contained  on- an  average  37.4  per  cent,  of  mineral 
matter.  29.6  of  which  was  stannic  oxid'>.  The  amount  of  silk 
present  averaged  only  £3.8  per  cent.,  tho  balance  being  some 
form  of  cellulose.  Flannel  was  also  examined,  and  consider- 
able proportions  of  Epsom  salt  and  zinc  salts  were  found. 

Comprehensiveness. — A  cutting  from  a  recent  issue  of  the 
"Birmingham  Daily  Mail"  has  boon  sent  us  by  a  Walsall 
correspondent.  It  is  a  yropns  of  quaint  business  announce- 
ments, and  many  are  quoted.  The  gem  of  the  whole  collec- 
tion, however,  is  sent  by  a  Moseloy  correspondent,  who  had 
returned  from  a  holiday  tour  in  Cornwall.  It  is  tho  copy  of  a 
sign  exhibited  over  the  door  of  a  general  store  in  a  little  o'ut-of- 

the-world  village,  and  reads:   "  R.  G.   ,  Surgin.  Parish 

Clark.  Groser  and  Undertaker,  respectably  informs  ladys  and 
gentlemen  that  he  drors  teeth  without  watcing  a  minut,  applys 
leches  every  hour,  blisters  on  the  lowest  terms,  and  visicks  for 
a  penny  apiece.  As  times  is  orul  bad  I  begs  to  say  that  I  have 
beginncd  to  sell  all  sorts  of  stastionary  war;,  eox.  hens,  fowls, 
pigs,  and  all  other  kind  of  nowltry."  I  have  also  laid  in  a 
largo  assortment  of  trypo,  lollipops,  ginger  beer,  and  matches, 
and  other  pikkels,  such  hepsom  salts  and  winzer  sope."  Our 
correspondent  remarks  that  evidently  the  great  Jesse  was 
not  the  first  to  cultivate  the  "  fancy  "  trade. 
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COUNCIL-MEETING. 
THE  Council  met  in  the  Society's  house,  67  Lower  Mount 
J-  Street,  Dublin,  on  Wednesday.  January  3,  at  three 
o'clock.  The  President  (Dr.  Walsh)'  took  the  chair,  and  the 
other  members  present  were  Messrs.  Thomas  Batt,  George  D. 
Beggs,  William  F.  Wells,  Vincent  Johnston,  James  Michie, 
C.  P.  Fairweather,  and  D.  M.  Watson. 


Correspondence  . 

A  presentation  was  received  from  the  Pharmacy  Board  of 
Queensland  consisting  of  a  handsomely  bound  volume,  con- 
taining thirty-six  views  of  Brisbane,  with  an  accompanying 
expression  of  good  will.  On  the  motion  of  the  President, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Beggs,  it  was  ordered  that  a  letter  of 
thanks  for  the  donation  and  reciprocation  of  good  wishes 
should  be  written. 

A  letter  from  Dr.  Whitla  thanked  the  Council  for  their 
expressions  of  condolence  with  him  on  the  occasion  of  the 
death  of  his  brother. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  J.  B.  Dougherty,  Secretary  to  the  Irish 
Privy  Council,  Dublin  Castle,  enclosed  for  observation  from 
the  Council  a  copy  of  a  memorial  which  Mr.  Joseph  J. 
Haughton,  shopkeeper,  of  Ferns,  had  sent  to  the  Lord-Lieu- 
tenant asking  for  the  remission  of  two  fines  of  51.  and  1</. 
which  had  been  imposed  on  him  by  the  Magistrates  at  Ferns 
for  selling  a  tin  of  cattle-ointment  containing  arsenic  without 
being  qualified  to  do  so.  The  memorialist  stated  that  he  had 
carried  on  a  millinery-business  in  Ferns  for  twenty-six  years  ; 
that  he  had  always  been  a  law-abiding  citizen ;  and  that  it 
was  the  first  time  for  fifty  years  that  he  had  been  in  the 
position  of  defendant  in  any  action.  He  had  kept  the  article 
contained  in  the  tin  for  the  use  of  farmers,  believing  that  it 
contained  no  poison,  though  it  had  appeared  on  analysis 
that  it  contained  arsenic.  The  Magistrates  had  put  a  stay  on 
the  conviction  to  enable  him  to  apply  to  the  Lord-Lieutenant. 
—Mr.  Fairweather  :  I  understand  that  he  was  fined  before  ? 
—The  President  :  He  was  cautioned. — Mr.  Wells  said  the 
case  against  this  gentleman  was  a  strong  one,  and  mentioned 
the  facts,  pointing  out  that  the  article  was  distinctly  labelled 
"  Poison."  He  moved  that  a  letter  drafting  the  views  of 
the  Council  with  respect  to  the  case  should  be  sent  to  the 
Privy  Council.  Mr.  Johnston  seconded,  and  the  motion 
was  agreed  to. 

A  letter  from  Messrs.  A.  &  J.  Robinson  notified  that  Mr. 
James  V.  Nevin,  of  Dungarvan.  had  been  fined  101.  for  an 
unauthorised  sale  of  corrosive  sublimate  spirit. 

The  Position  of  Apothecaries'  Assistants. 

The  following  letter,  dated  November  29.  1905,  and 
addressed  to  the  Registrar,  was  received  from  the  Apothe- 
caries' Hall  : 

Dear  Sir, — I  am  instructed  by  the  Court  of  Directors  of 
the  Apothecaries'  Hall  of  Ireland  to  require  a  retraction  of 
the  statement  made  by  Mr.  Wells,  as  President  of  your 
Society,  at  your  annual  meeting  held  on  the  2nd  of  October 
last — viz.,  that  the  certificate  of  assistant  to  an  apothecary 
has  no  legal  standing.  They  further  require  that  retraction 
to  be  published  in  the  same  public  manner  as  his  original 
statement.  E.  N.  Hanrahan,  M.B.,  Secretary. 

The  President  called  on  Mr.  Wells  to  speak  on  the 
subject. 

Mr.  Wells  said  that  as  the  matter  more  nearly  concerned 
him  than  any  other  member  of  the  Council,  it  was  right  that 
he  should  make  some  reply  to  the  letter.  The  statement  to 
which  it  referred  was  made  by  him  in  his  official  capacity  as 
their  President.  He  made  it  after  very  full  consideration, 
and  not  without  legal  assistance;  and  he  made  it  believing 
that  he  was  performing  a  public  duty.  He  believed  at  the 
time  that  it  was  absolutely  true ;  and,  after  further  con- 
sideration and  assistance  since,  he  was  still  of  opinion  that 
what  he  stated  was  absolutely  as  the  law  of  the  land  stood 
at  present.  It  would  be  recollected  that  a  licentiate  of  the 
Society  went  away  from  his  business  leaving  an  apothecary's 
assistant  in  charge  of  it.  For  this  he  was  prosecuted  by  the 
police.  Unfortunately,  the  local  Magistrates  decided  in 
favour  of  the  defendant,  holding  that  his  certificate — which 
was  that  of  an  assistant  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall — was  of 


the  same  standing  as  the  pharmaceutical  licence.  As  he- 
(Mr.  Wells)  explained  at  the  annual  meeting,  the  Council1 
did  not  receive  notice  of  the  decision  until  the  time  had 
elapsed  within  which  it  was  possible  for  them  to  take  an 
appeal ;  but  they  were  nevertheless  advised  by  their  solicitor 
that  the  decision  was  bad,  and  that  if  the  Council  had  been  has 
time  they  could  have  appealed.  Fearing  that  that  would  put 
some  of  the  licentiates  in  an  unfortunate  position,  he  made 
this  statement  at  the  annual  meeting  : 

For  the  information  of  others,  it  may  bo  as  well  again  to- 
point  out  that  the  certificate  of  an  assistant  to  an  apothecary 
has  no  legal  standing,  and  does  not  entitle  the  holder  to  sell1 
poisons  or  conduct  or  manage  a  business. 

That,  he  supposed,  was  what  was  taken  exception  to.  He 
had  been  informed  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Apothecaries' 
Hall  had  expressed  a  desire  that  the  two  Societies  shouldl 
continue  on  the  same  friendly  relations  that  had  existed' 
between  them  hitherto,  but  when  the  report  of  the  annua  J 
meeting  appeared  in  the  journals  he  immediately  wrote  to 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  a  rather  strong  demand — the 
language  of  which  was  not  of  the  sort  calculated  to  bring 
about  friendly  relations — that  the  statement  should  be  with- 
drawn. The  Editor  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  put  to 
his  letter  this  footnote  : 

The  Apothecaries  Act  says  nothing  about  assistants  oi 
assistants'  certificates. 

Their  friend  Dr.  McWalter  then  rushed  into  the  fray,  but  in. 
his  letter  he  gave  the  situation  away,  for  he  candidly  ad- 
mitted that  under  their  Act  they  had  not  got  the  right;  but 
he  said  that  the  Apothecaries'  Hall,  by  a  resolution  passed 
some  time  in  the  last  century — he  did  not  give  the  date  of  it — ■ 
instituted  this  assistants'  certificate.  In  reply  to  that  the- 
Editor  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  said  : 

This  is  interesting  as  showing  that  the  Governor  and' 
Directors  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  of  Ireland  are  cognisant 
of  the  fact  that  their  Act  does  not  authorise  them  to  issue  a. 
certificate  to  assistants,  but  one  to  journeymen.  The  resolu- 
tion of  the  Governor  and  Directors  referred  to  by  Dr.  Mc- 
.   Walter  does  not  override  the  Act  of  Parliament. 

Then,  in  reply  to  some  remarks  in  The  Chemist  and  Drug- 
gist, the  Secretary  said  in  another  letter  : 

I  wish  to  say  that  the  Act  of  1791  conferred  on  the  Gover- 
nor and  Company  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  and  their 
successors  in  perpetual  succession  the  power  to  regulate  the 
profession  of  an  apothecary  in  the  Kingdom  of  Ireland', 
and  for  that  purpose  it  gives  the  Corporation  almost  un- 
limited powers  in  the  making  of  its  by-laws. 

What  he  took  exception  to  in  the  letters  of  Dr.  McWalter 
and  Dr.  Hanrahan  was  that  they  did  not  quote  their  Act  of 
Parliament  correctly.  It  referred  to  by-laws  made  for 
specific  purposes  ;  but  Dr.  Hanrahan,  by  putting  in  the  word 
"its"  before  "by-laws"  instead  of  "such"  in  his  letter, 
altered  the  whole  meaning  of  his  quotation.  He  (Mr.  Wells), 
had  looked  over  the  Act  and  he  could  not  find  a  word  in  it 
from  beginning  to  end  of  it  which  gave  power  to  regulate- 
the  profession  to  the  Apothecaries'  Hall ;  but  he  did  find  at 
the  head  of  the  Act  itself  the  following  words 

An  Act  for  the  more  effectually  preserving  the  health  of 
his  Majesty's  subjects,  for  erecting  an  Apothecaries'  Hall' 
in  the  city  of  Dublin,  and  rer/ulating  the  profession  of  an 
Apothecary  throughout  the  Kingdom  of  Ireland. 

It  was  the  Act  that  was  to  regulate  the  profession,  and  not 
the  Apothecaries'  Hall.  The  first  sixteen  sections  of  the  Act 
had  nothing  to  say  about  the  licences  of  the  Hall  at  all. 
They  were  altogether  concerned  with  the  constituting  of  the 
Hall,  which  was  really  instituting  the  business  of  the  Hall 
in  Mary  Street ;  and  the  Directors,  after  being  constituted, 
v^ere  given  certain  powers  to  make  regulations  which 
appeared  to  be  for  the  conduct  of  the  business  and  of  every- 
thing connected  with  it.    Section  6  gave  them  power  to  make 

by-laws,  ordinances,  rules,  orders,  or  directions  for  the 
government  of  the  said  Corporation,  and  for  any  othej 
affairs  or  business  concerning  the  same — 
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the  reference  all  through  being  to  the  business  of  the  place  in 
Alary  Street— and  Section  16  gave  them  power  to  make 
by-laws  and  ordinances  for  and  relating  to  the  affairs  and 
government  of  the  said  Company,  and  the  imposing  mulcts 
and  amerciaments  upon  the  offenders  against  the  same,  as  to 
them  shall  seem  meet,  so  as  that  such  by-laws  be  not  repug- 
nant to  the  laws  of  the  Kingdom  of  Ireland. 
Then  they  came  to  Section  18,  which  provided  for  two  certi- 
ficates only  :  one  for  having  passed  a  Preliminary  examina- 
tion—which they  did  not  carry  out  at  all  now,  he  believed— 
and  the  other  for  a  journeyman.   The  journeyman  was  to  be 
qualified  to  "  transact  the  business  of  an  apothecary."  He 
believed  that  that  was  the  apothecary's  original  diploma, 
because  there  was  no  other  mentioned  in  the  Act.  Dr. 
McWalter,  in  quoting  it,  put  words  into  it  that  were  not  in 
the  Act,  and  left  out  words  that  were  in  it,  which  made  the 
thing  qui*-e  different.      But  there  was  no  mention  of  an 
"  assistant  "  in  the  section  at  all,  or  anywhere  else  in  the  Act. 

Mr.  Beggs  :  The  certificate  to  a  journeyman  gave  him 
power  to  transact  the  business  of  an  apothecary. 

Mr.  Wells  :  You  must  go  back  to  the  old  days  when  this 
Act  was  passed.    What  do  we  find  in  it?    That  every 
apprentice  was  to  serve  seven  years;  and  that  a  "  journey- 
man" was  a  man  who  had  completed  his  full  and  lawful 
service  of  seven  years'  apprenticeship,  and  that  by  virtue  of 
that  he  had  a  right  to  claim  to  become  a  member  of  the  guild 
and  a  fully  fledged  craftsman.  The  form  of  certificate  for  the 
journeyman  in  the  Act  gave  him  authority  to  "  transact  the 
business  of  an  Apothecary."    Now,  would  it  not  be  rather 
absurd  to  say  he  could  not  do  this  on  his  own  account,  but 
only  on  behalf  of  another  person?    It  seemed  an  extra- 
ordinary contention  for  any  body  of  men  to  make  that  a  man 
who  had  served  only  six  months'  apprenticeship,  or  at  most 
two  years',  in  a  wee  doctor's  shop  in  some  little  country 
village,  where  he  never  saw  any  prescriptions  but  this 
doctor's  own,  could  come  up  to  Dublin  and  be  launched  on 
them  as  fit  to  conduct  pharmaceutical  business.    It  would 
be,  in  the  words  of  the  Apothecaries  Act,  "  to  the  imminent 
hazard  of  the  lives  of  his  Majesty's  faithful  and  loyal  sub- 
jects." Were  they  to  be  told  that  a  man  who  had  served  two 
years  in  a  country  shop  was  as  qualified  to  conduct  a  phar- 
maceutical establishment  as  one  of  their  licentiates  who  had 
been  obliged  by  law  to  serve  four  years,  and  to  be  examined 
as  to  his  fitness  afterwards?    The  whole  point  was  this — 
the  Apothecaries'  Hall  claimed  a  right  to  issue  this  "  assist- 
ants "  certificate,  but  their  Act  did  not  give  them  any  such 
authority  at  all.    They  said,  "  We  have  a  right  to  override 
the  Act  of  Parliament";  but  as  regarded  that  what  had 
happened  in  England?    There,  under  an  Act  of  1815,  an 
apothecary's  assistantship  was  created ;  but  it  only  gave  the 
holder  of  the  qualification  power  to  compound  under  an 
apothecary.   A  gentleman  holding  the  qualification  formed  a 
limited  "  one-man  "  company,  and  himself  managed  the  busi- 
ness.   He  was  prosecuted  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain,  with  the  result  that  he  was  convicted,  and  the 
Judge  who  convicted  him  said  that  the  case  was  a  monstrous 
one,  that  Parliament  ought  to  take  notice  of  it,  and  that 
something  should  be  done  to  prevent  men  from  acting  in  that 
way  to  the  detriment  of  the  public.    The  counsel  for  the 
gentleman  said,  "  Oh,  but  the  certificate  says  that  he  can  do 
so-and-so."    "  Yes,"  said  the  Judge,  "  it  does;  but  the  Act 
of  Parliament  does  not,  which  is  a  very  different  thing." 
That  showed  the  value  of  the  certificate  in  question.   A  case 
was  tried  in  Scotland  [  ?  Bradford]  with  a  similar  result.  It 
did  not  much  matter  to  them  (the  Council)  what  the  status  of 
the  assistant  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  was ;  but  he  would 
like  to  draw  attention  to  one  clause  of  their  Act  which  related 
to  voting,  and  which  showed  how  the  Hall  seemed  to  do 
what  it  liked  with  the  Act.    Each  shareholder  before  he 
could  vote  in  the  general  court  of  the  Hall  was  bound  to 
take  a  solemn  oath  which  wound  up  with  the  following 
words  :  "And  I  will  not  take  an  apprentice  for  a  shorter 
term  than  that  of  seven  years."    Did  every  Governor  of 
the  Apothecaries'  Hall  take  that  oath  to-day?    If  he  did, 
several  of  them  were  taking  apprentices  for  two  and  three 
years ;  if  he  did  not,  any  vote  that  he  gave  would  be  ultra 
vires.    He  was  informed  that  that  part  of  the  oath  was  left 
out  by  a  resolution  of  the  Hall.    They  (the  Pharmaceutical 
Society)  were  superseding  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  to  a  great 
extent;  but  it  struck  him  that  if  the  Hall  had  been  wise  for 
themselves  the  pharmacists  would  never  have  been  there  at 


all.  Twice  to  his  knowledge  during  the  last  half-century 
the  Hall  were  asked  to  grant  the  journeyman  certificate  to 
enable  the  applicants  to  open  medical  halls,  but  not  to 
practice  as  physicians,  and  they  declined  to  do  so.  Had 
they  granted  it,  there  need  never  have  been  a  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  in  Ireland,  for  the  Hall  could  have  then 
supplied  the  wants  of  the  country.  He  had  often  won- 
dered where  the  apothecaries  got  the  power  of  practising 
as  physicians;  and  on  referring  to  an  historical  work  in 
the  Kildare  Street  Library  he  found  a  statement  that  about 
1791  there  was  a  great  complaint  in  Dublin  about  physicians 
charging  too  high  prices,  in  consequence  of  which  apothe- 
caries were  allowed  to  practise  physic  when  it  was  "not 
convenient  to  pay  a  physician."  In  other  words,  the 
physicians  winked  at  the  practice.  That  looked  very  much 
as  if  the  licentiates  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  never  had 
any  legal  power  of  going  about  as  physicians,  but  might 
only  prescribe  behind  their  counters.  He  wished  the 
Apothecaries'  Hall  would  obtain  from  some  good  counsel  an 
opinion  on  the  subject.  If  they  did,  he  predicted  that  the 
replies  would  be  as  follows  : 

1.  Assistants'  certificate  ultra  vires:  no  power  under  Act 
to  issue  such. 

2.  Act  onlv  authorises  two  certificates  (see  Section  18) — 
namely.  Preliminary  and  Journeyman. 

3.  Journeyman  is  one  who  has  served  seven  years'  appren- 
ticeship and  after  examination  is  fully  qualified  to  act  as  an 
apothecary  {vide  certificate  in  Act). 

4.  No  power  is  given  to  override  the  Act. 

But  the  crux  lay  in  Section  17  of  the  Pharmacy  Act 
(Ireland)  Amendment  Act  of  1890,  which  enacted  that 

Every  person  or  persons  lawfully  keeping  open  shop  for 
the  selling  or  retailing  of  poisons  and  dispensing  and  com- 
pounding medical  prescriptions  shall  personally  manage  and 
conduct  such  shop,  and  the  retailing,  dispensing,  and  com- 
pounding of  poisons  and  medical  prescriptions  therein,  or 
shall  employ  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  as  assistant  or 
manager  in  such  shop,  a  duly  qualified  pharmaceutical 
chemist  or  licentiate  apothecary. 
He  was  advised  by  their  solicitor  that  the  words  "every 
person  "  covered  every  man — apothecary  as  well  as  phar- 
maceutical chemist — who  keeps  open  shop  in  Ireland.  It 
was  worthy  of  note  that  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  took  no 
exception  to  that  clause  when  the  Bill  was  before  Parlia- 
ment.   He  was  sorry  for  having  occupied  so  much  of  the 
time  of  the  Council,  but  the  claim  which  the  Apothecaries' 
Hall  were  making  was  a  very  serious  one.    Let  the  Apothe- 
caries' Hall  meet  them  in  a  friendly  manner.    Let  them 
furnish  the  name  of  any  man  keeping  open  shop  for  the 
sale  of  poisons  and  the  compounding  of  prescriptions,  and 
let  that  person  say  he  was  prepared  to  give  them  the  name 
of  an  assistant  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  as  his  qualified 
manager.    The  Council  would  then  send  the  statutory  letter 
demanding  the  name  of  the  manager ;  and  when  they  should 
get  it  their  solicitor  would  be  able  to  do  the  rest.    It  was 
a  pity  that  there  should  be  any  unpleasantness  between 
them.    They  had  worked  in  harmony  with  the  old  Board ; 
but  a  new  one  had  rushed  at  their  throats.    They  sent  a 
letter  to  the  hospitals  practically  conveying  that  the  licen- 
tiates of  the  Society  were  not  competent  to  hold  appoint- 
ments in  the  hospitals.    The  Council  had  to  answer  that ; 
and  now  they  had  the  cool  demand  before  them  that  an 
assistant  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall,  no  matter  what  his 
qualifications  might  be,  was  to  be  deemed  entitled  to  do 
everything  that  a  licentiate  of  the  Society  could. 

The  President  :  I  do  not  think  it  is  the  intention  of  the 
Apothecaries'  Hall  to  press  the  point  that  one  of  their 
assistants  is  qualified  to  manage  a  place.  They  had  no 
cognisance  of  that  case  that  went  on  in  the  country  to 
which  you  have  referred.  I  believe  the  only  point  they 
are  raising  is  as  to  the  legality,  or  otherwise,  of  their 
assistants'  certificate.  I  do  not  think  they  would  maintain 
that  their  assistants  are  qualified  to  manage  shops. 
Mr.  Wells  :  What  is  he  to  do  ? 

The  President  :  To  act  as  assistant  during  the  tempo- 
rary absence  of  the  proprietor. 

Mr.  Wells  :  But  where  do  they  get  that  power  ? 

The  President  :  What  they  are  claiming  is  that  their 
assistant  has  the  same  power  as  the  assistant  of  a  pharma- 
ceutical chemist.  We  do  not  claim  that  our  assistants  are 
qualified  to  manage  a  business. 

Mr.  Beggs  :  If  they  can  produce  their  authority  to  issue  an

assistants'  certificate,  it  would  settle  the  whole  case.  Accord- 
ing to  their  Act,  which  we  have  heard  read,  they  can  only 
issue  two  certificates — one  for  an  apprentice,  which  we  hear 
that  they  do  not  allow  out  at  all,  and  the  other  to  cover  the 
journeyman.  According  to  my  idea,  the  journeyman  is 
actually  in  the  position  of  an  apothecary.  He  can  do  every- 
thing that  an  apothecary  can  do ;  and  if  he  is  able  to  do  the 
business  of  an  apothecary  under  an  apothecary,  surely  he  is 
able  to  do  it  for  himself. 

Mr.  V.  Johnston  :  It  takes  seven  years  for  a  journeyman 
to  qualify,  and  only  three  months  for  an  assistant. 

Mr.  Wells  :  We  claim  that  under  our  Acts,  which  over- 
ride the  Apothecaries  Act.  the  only  man  who  can  manage  the 
shop  of  an  apothecary  or  pharmaceutical  chemist — if  he  does 
not  manage  it  himself — is  a  licentiate  of  this  Society,  or  a 
licentiate  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall,  and  that  their  assistants' 
certificate  has  no  legal  status.  We  do  not  come  into  the 
question  of  what  an  apothecaries'  assistant  may  do  for  an 
apothecary.  They  do  not  have  Preliminary  examinations  at 
all  now ;  but  originally  their  apprentices  had  to  be  educated 
men,  and  were  required  to  have  read  C;esar,  Sallust,  Ovid's 
"  Metamorphoses,''  Virgil,  Horace,  and  the  Four  Gospels  in 
Greek. 

The  President  :  I  have  gone  carefully  into  this  matter 
since  it  came  up.  I  got  the  Apothecaries  Act,  and  I  got  legal 
assistance;  and  I  arrived  at  exactly  the  same  conclusion  as 
Mr.  Wells  has,  and  that  is  that  although  their  examination 
for  an  assistant  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  is  undoubtedly 
authorised  by  custom — they  have  been  giving  it  for  over  a 
hundred  years — still  there  is  nothing  in  their  Act  to  give 
them  the  power  of  conferring  such  a  qualification  as  that  of 
"  assistant."  As  the  matter  has  been  so  lucidly  dealt  with 
by  Mr.  Wells,  it  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  say  more.  The 
Apothecaries'  Hall  assistants'  certificate  is  not  a  qualification 
but  only  a  sort  of  hall-mark — like  a  testimonial  which  a 
master  might  give  to  an  employe  certifying  that  he  knew 
his  business.  On  the  other  hand,  our  assistants'  certificate 
is  recognised  in  our  Pharmacy  Act  Amendment  Act.  The 
President  then  moved  the  following  resolution  : 

That  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland 
is  of  opinion,  and  is  advised,  that  the  statement  made  by 
Mr.  Wells  in  his  position  as  President  of  the.  Society  at  the 
last  annual  meeting,  to  tho  effect  that  "the  certificate  of 
assistant  to  an  apothecary  has  no  legal  standing,"  is  a  true 
statement  of  facts,  and  as  such  needs  no  retraction. 
Mr.  Fairweather  seconded  the  resolution,  which  passed 
unanimously. 

Elections. 

On  the  motion  of  the  President,  seconded  by  Mr.  Beggs, 
the  name  of  Mr.  Henry  S.  Misstear  was  added  to  the  House 
Committee. 

The  following  were  elected  members  of  the  Society  : 
Messrs.  J.  P.  English  (Castlerea).  F.  J.  Fitzpatrick 
(Dublin),  G.  B.  Graham  (Dublin).  T.  Kennedy  (Belfast), 
P.  T.  Cosgrave  (Dublin),  and  P.  Brooke-Kelly  (Ennis- 
corthy). 

The  following  were  nominated  for  membership  :  Mr.  H. 
Harrison  (Dromore,  CO.  Down)  and  Mr.  J.  B.  Morris 
(Templemore) . 

The  Council  then  adjourned.

Trade  Law. 

Claiki's  Ammonia.— Before  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  and 

Lords  Justices  Romer  and  Cozcns-Hardy  on  Thursday, 
January  11,  Mr.  Daniel  Clarke  asked  for  stay  of  an  order  by 
Mr.  Justice  Joyce  for  committal  for  breach  of  an  injunction* 
restraining  him  from  describing  his  goods  as  "  Clarke's  Am- 
monia." Their  Lordships  granted  a  stay  till  Wednesday. 
Ichthyol  Trade  -mark — The  Federal  Tribunal  of  Lausanne,. 
Switzerland,  recently  gave  its  decision  in  an  appeal  against 
tho  decision  of  the  Court  of  Appeal  of  Berne  in  the  action 
brought  by  the  Ichthyol  Co.,  Hamburg,  proprietors  of  the 
trade-mark  "  Ichthyol,"  to  prohibit  Luedy  &  Co.,  Burgclorf, 
from  infringing  the  trade-mark.  Tho  Lausanne  Court  re- 
jected tho  defendants'  appeal  and  confirmed  the  former  judg- 
ment, which  ordered  that  the  defendant  firm  should  no  longer 
use  for  their  products  names  containing  in  any  way  the  char- 
acteristic word  "  Ichthyol."  It  was  proved  that  the  trade- 
mark "Ichthyol"  is  tho  legitimate  property  of  the  Ichthyol 
Co.,  and  that  only  this  company  is  able  to  supply  the  sulphur 
preparation  known  under  the  name  "  Ichthyol."  Tho  defend- 
ants had  pretended  to  supply  the  same  preparation  as  supplied 
by  the  Ichthyol  Co.,  but  the  Court  stated  that  their  product 
differed  essentially  in  composition  from  the  genuine  article. 

Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

Prosecution  under  Section  17. 
At  the  Horsham  Petty  Sessions  on  January  6,  the  Timothy 
White  Co.,  Ltd.,  were  summoned  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  for  an  offence  under  Section  17  of  the  Act.  The 
Magistrates  on  the  Bench  were  Mr.  H.  Padwick  (Chairman), 
Mr.  E.  I.  Bostock,  M.R.C.S.,  Mr.  W.  E.  Hubbard,  Mr, 
H.  A.  Rigg,  and  Mr.  E.  F.  S.  St.  John.  The  Society  was 
represented  by  Mr.  Percy  C.  Burley,  solicitor,  Peters- 
field  ;  and  Mr.  A.  B.  Shaw,  barrister  (instructed  by  Messrs. 
Hobbs  &  Brutton,  solicitors,  Portsmouth),  appeared  for  tho 
defendant  company.  The  offence  stated  in  the  summons 
was  to  the  effect  that  the  defendant  company  on  Novem- 
ber 17,  1905,  sold  in  the  branch  shop,  West  Street,  Horsham, 
a  bottle  of  Dr.  J.  Collis  Browne's  chlorodyne,  containing 
chloroform  and  morphine,  without  having  the  name  and 
address  of  the  seller  upon  it. 

Mr.  Burley  said  he  had  had  the  medicine  analysed,  and 
the  result  showed  there  was  sufficient  poison  in  it  to  prove 
over  and  over  again  more  than  a  fatal  dose.  The  case  was 
taken  up  in  the  interests  of  the  general  public,  and  he  con- 
tended that  it  was  a  serious  matter,  and  not  merely  a 
technical  offence.  In  reply  to  a  question  by  the  Chairman, 
Mr.  Burley  said  this  was  not  a  patent  medicine.  All  pro- 
prietary medicines  require  a  revenue  stamp  upon  them.  The 
bottle  was  marked  "  Poison."  Mr.  Burley  was  going  on  to 
call  witnesses  to  prove  his  case,  when 

Mr.  Shaw  said  there  would  be  no  use  to  take  up  the  time 
of  the  Court  in  hearing  a  lot  of  witnesses.  He  was  prepared 
to  admit  that  the  bottle  contained  poison,  that  it  had  been 
sold  by  their  company — in  fact,  everything  mentioned  in  the 
summons.    He  did  not  set  up  any  defence  at  all. 

The  Chairman  :  There  seems  to  be  no  possible  defence. 

Mr.  Shaw  proceeded  to  say  the  company  regretted  that  the 
offence  had  been  committed.  He  desired  to  state  publicly 
that,  finding  there  was  a  possibility  of  labels  coming  off 
such  bottles,  or  being  knocked  off,  the  company  had  decided 
to  put  rubber  stamps  on  so  that  there  should  be  no  possibility 
of  such  a  thing  recurring.  So  desirous  were  they  of  coming 
within  the  Act  that  they  were  not  for  the  future  going  to 
rely  entirely  upon  their  managers,  but  they  were  going  to 
make  a  monthly  inspection  of  every  branch  to  see  that  the 
thing  was  done.  By  means  of  the  rubber  stamp  and  this 
inspection  they  hoped  to  make  sure  that  the  Act  was  com- 
plied with. 

Mr.  Burley  said  there  was  no  suggestion  of  a  label  having 
come  off.  This  was  by  no  means  an  isolated  case,  for  during 
the  previous  week  similar  proceedings  had  been  taken 
against  the  company  at  Ramsgate. 

In  reply  to  a  question  whether  a  qualified  chemist  was 
kept  at  each  branch,  Mr.  Shaw  said  Mr.  White  is  a  qualified 
chemist. 

Mr.  Rigg  :  But  he  cannot  look  after  more  than  one  shop. 
Mr.  Burley  applied  for  costs. 

The  Bench  inflicted  a  fine  of  40s..  with  5s.  court  costs,  and 
allowed  one  guinea  for  the  costs  of  the  prosecution. 
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Recovering  the  Fine. 
At  Blackburn  County  Court  on  Monday,  January  8.  Mr. 
Risque,  solicitor,  Manchester,  applied,  on  behalf  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  for  the  committal  to  prison  of 
Thomas  Knovvles,  an  assistant  in  the  employ  of  Merrills, 
Ltd.,  cash  chemists  and  artificial-teeth  manufacturers,  who 
have  a  branch  shop  in  Montague  Street,  Blackburn,  and 
whose  offices  as  a  company  were  said  to  be  at  Stacksteads, 
near  Bacup,  for  non-payment  of  a  penalty  of  5/.  and  5/.  10s. 
costs,  incurred  for  illegally  selling  poison.  Mr.  Risque  ex- 
plained that  although  Merrills.  Ltd.,  were  defendant's 
employers,  there  is  no  right  of  action  against  a  limited  com- 
pany, and  to  remedy  this  state  of  things  the  Society  is 
promoting  a  Bill  in  Parliament.  Sometimes  the  Society 
met  with  a  plea  on  the  part  of  persons  summoned  in  this 
way  of  "  want  of  means."  but  he  contended  his  Honour  had 
power  to  make  a  committal  order  without  asking  for  proof 
of  means  within  the  Debtors  Act.  Mr.  Risque  cited  cases 
in  favour  of  his  argument. 

His  Honour  :  How  long  is  it  since  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  asked  for  an  alteration  of  the  law ? 

Mr.  Risque  :  Some  years,  sir ;  but  they  have  never  got  it 
through. 

Something  for  the  new  Government. — Yes,  and  I  hope 
they  get  it  through. 

His  Honour  (to  defendant)  :  How  old  are  you  ? — Twenty. 

He  is  a  minor,  Mr.  Risque. 

Mr.  Risque  :  That  does  not  affect  my  case. 

His  Honour  (to  defendant)  :  How  long  have  you  been 
employed  b"y  the  firm? — About  twelve  months,  sir. 

Did  you  sell  this  over  the  counter  then  ? — Yes,  sir. 

Contrary  to  Act  of  Parliament? — Yes,  sir. 

What  is  the  address  of  the  company? — Coronation  Build- 
ings, Stacksteads. 

Are  you  a  chemist? — No.  sir. 

The  Registrar  :  He  is  not  registered. 

Mr.  Risque  :  You  are  still  in  their  employment  ? — Yes,  sir. 

His  Honour  :  Are  there  any  registered  chemists  in  their 
employment? — Not  at  Blackburn,  sir.  I  do  not  know 
whether  there  are  any  at  Stacksteads  or  not. 

Further  questions  showed  that  witness  had  sold  Mrs. 
Winslow's  soothing-syrup. 

His  Honour  (to  Mr.  Risque)  :  Do  you  suggest  I  should 
commit  this  young  man,  who  is  a  minor  ? — That  is  my  appli- 
cation, sir.  For  this  reason — that  we  think  it  is  the  only 
way  of  getting  at  these  limited  companies.  Mr.  Risque 
added  that  the  object  of  the  prosecution  was  simply  to  pro- 
tect the  interests  of  the  public.  If  his  Honour  wished,  they 
would  be  satisfied  with  an  order  which  should  be  postponed, 
pending  the  payment  of  the  money  by  instalments. 

His  Honour  :  Are  the  bottles  not  labelled  "  Poison"? 

Mr.  Risque  :  Not  always ;  there  have  been  cases  where 
they  were  not  marked  "  Poison." 

His  Honour  :  In  this  case  it  is  marked  "  Poison,"  is  it 
not? 

Defendant  :  Yes,  sir;  all  of  them. 

Mr.  Risque  :  The  public  are  not  fully  warned. 

His  Honour  (to  defendant)  :  How  do  you  propose  to  pay 
this  if  I  make  an  order? — I  cannot  pay  at  all.  sir. 

Have  you  explained  to  your  employers  the  position  you 
are  placed  in  by  them  ? — Yes,  sir. 

What  did  they  say  ? — They  are  not  going  to  take  any  steps 
at  all  in  the  matter,  sir. 

Your  employers  have  refused  to  help  you  ? — Yes,  sir. 
Defendant  added,  in  reply  to  the  Judge,  that  he  is  paid 
18s.  a  week,  but  no  commission.  The  company  had  discon- 
tinued selling  the  syrup.  Witness  mentioned  instances  in 
which  he  refused  to  sell  it  since. 

Asked  if  he  wished  to  put  to  witness  any  further  ques- 
tions, Mr.  Risque  replied  in  the  negative,  adding  that  all 
he  wanted  was  an  order ;  he  did  not  care  how  small  the 
instalments  were. 

His  Honour  said  that  the  defendant  was  a  minor,  and  had 
committed  no  doubt  an  offence  of  which  his  employers  were 
really  guilty,  and  they  protected  themselves  behind  the 
House  of  Lords'  judgment,  which  held  that  a  company  is 
not  a  person  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  .  He  was  bound 
to  uphold  an  order  of  that  Court.  At  the  same  time,  he  did 
not  wish  to  punish  this  young  man,  and  he  therefore  com- 
mitted him  for  the  whole  amount,  but  suspended  the  order 
of  committal  so  long  as  defendant  paid  Is.  every  two  months. 


His  Honour  directed  defendant  to  explain  to  his  employers 
what  he  had  said,  adding  that  some  application  might  pos- 
sibly be  made  to  him  some  time  later,  when  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  got  a  new  Act  of  Parliament  under  the  new 
Government. 


County  Court  Cases. 

Enamel  Formul.e. 
At  Birmingham  nn  January  2,  Charles  Herbert  Thompson, 
consulting  chemist,  Stourbridge,  sued  Robert  Rhodes,  Pro- 
vidential Works,  Lye,  Worcestershire,  for  100/..  balance  due 
on  the  sale  of  certain  formula''  for  the  preparation  of  enamels. 
The  jury  found  for  the  plaintiff. 

A  Drug-account. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  January  6,  before  Judge 
Rentoul.  K.C.,  Messrs.  C.  J.  Hewlett  &  Son,  druggists, 
40  Charlotte  Street,  E.C.,  sought  to  have  Dr.  R.  Irvine, 
150  Palmerston  Road.  Walthamstow.  committed  for  the  non- 
payment of  17/.  for  drugs  supplied.  Plaintiffs'  representa- 
tive said  that  the  debt  was  for  drugs  ordered  professionally. 
Defendant  had  made  many  promises,  and  he  had  a  very 
good  practice.  He  had  property  bringing  him  in  80/.  a  year 
independent  of  his  practice. 

Judge  R«ntoul  :  A  doctor  has  to  make  a  show  with  a  big 
house  or  he  would  not  get  on  at  all.  The  present  are  very 
bad  times  for  doctors.  Plaintiffs'  representative  said  that 
the  fact  was  the  defendant  would  not  pay.  They  had  given 
him  every  opportunity  to  pay.  Judge  Rentoul  ordered  pay- 
ment of  1/.  a  month,  and  said  he  would  commit  the  defen- 
dant if  he  did  not  pay.  He  did  not  like  committing  a 
doctor  if  it  could  be  avoided. 

A  Lady  Traveller's  Claim. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  January  5,  before  Judge 
Rentoul,  K.C.,  an  action  was  brought  by  Mrs.  Dorothy 
Watson,  1  Radnor  Road,  Queen's  Park,  W..  against  Messrs. 
Pollard  &  Co.,  manufacturing  chemists,  10a  Aldgate 
Avenue,  to  recover  the  sum  of  4/.  6s.  8(/.,  commission  and 
salary  in  lieu  of  notice.  Plaintiff  said  she  answered  an 
advertisement  inserted  by  the  defendants,  who  said  they 
wanted  a  lady  traveller  to  sell  soap-powder  and  soouring- 
soap,  and  that  they  would  pay  a  salary  and  commission.  At 
first  they  offered  her  5s.  a  week,  but  she  refused  that,  and 
then  they  agreed  to  give  her  10s.  a  week  and  25  per  cent, 
on  first  orders  and  10  per  cent,  on  repeats.  She  worked  for 
the  defendants  for  four  weeks,  and  from  first  to  last  had 
not  been  paid  a  single  penny.  She  had  circulars  printed, 
for  which  she  paid,  and  she  also  designed  a  little  comical 
sketch  as  a  means  of  introducing  herself  to  people  on  whom 
she  called.  Mr.  Pollard,  one  of  the  defendants,  said  he 
was  willing  to  pay  the  plaintiff  a  commission,  but  she  was 
not  entitled  to  any  salary  at  all,  as  the  arrangement  ex- 
cluded that  payment.  He  also  objected  to  paying  any  of 
the  charges  for  printing,  as  they  had  cards  and  stationery 
specially  made  for  the  plaintiff.  The  plaintiff  added  that 
she  had  taken  orders  for  the  defendants,  and  they  had  not 
been  executed.  Judge  Rentoul  found  for  the  plaintiff  for 
21.  16s.  8d. 

American  Rat  Bis-kit. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  Tuesday,  January  9.  before 
Judge  Rentoul,  K.C.,  an  action  was  brought  by  the 
American  Agencies,  Ltd.,  druggists,  38  Shoe  Lane,  E.C., 
against  Mr.  John  Brown  (trading  as  Francis  &  Co.),  chemist, 
7  Manchester  Road,  Burnley,  to  recover  the  sum  of  1/.  4s. 
for  certain  American  "Rat  Bis-kit"  supplied.  Mr. 
Common,  plaintiffs'  solicitor,  said  the  order  was  not  dis- 
puted, but  the  defendant  raised  a  counterclaim  for  the  same 
amount. 

The  defendant,  Mr.  Brown,  said  they  were  not  drugs,  but 
a  special  article  called  "Rat  Bis-kit."  The  plaintiffs' 
traveller  called  upon  him,  and  he  was  appointed  one  of  the 
plaintiffs'  agents  for  the  sale  of  the  article.  The  plaintiffs 
were  to  send  him  some  dummies  for  showing  in  the  windows, 
but  they  had  not  been  sent.  As  the  plaintiffs  had  not 
carried  out  their  bargain,  he  offered  to  return  the  goods 
sent  him,  but  they  had  preferred  to  bring  him  to  that 
court  instead.  The  arrangement  which  he  made  with  the 
plaintiffs'  traveller  was  that  his  name  was  to  be  advertised 
in  the  Burnley  local  Press  as  selling  the  plaintiffs'  goods, 
and  that  had  not  been  done. 
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Mr.  Common  said  the  goods  sued  for  were  sold  on 
August  1  on  the  terms  of  payment  on  September  1.  No 
question  was  raised  at  all  until  the  end  of  October,  when 
they  asked  the  defendant  for  payment.  It  was  now  sug- 
gested that  their  traveller  had  agreed  to  advertise  the 
defendant's  name  in  the  local  Press  when  he  simply  ordered 
24s.  worth  of  goods.    Such  an  idea  was  an  absurdity. 

The  defendant  said  he  did  not  think  it  was  an  absurdity, 
and,  moreover,  it  was  a  fact  that  that  was  the  arrangement 
which  the  traveller  had  made.  The  order  was  taken  from 
him  verbally.  He  did  not  think  he  ought  to  be  compelled 
to  pay  for  goods  sued  for,  as  the  plaintiffs  had  broken  their 
contract.  The  plaintiffs'  traveller  obtained  the  order  from 
him  when  he  called  by  introducing  the  name  of  Mr.  John 
Morgan  Eichards,  a  gentleman  with  very  large  dealings 
with  the  chemical  profession.  The  result  was  the  traveller 
obtained  a  hearing  which  he  would  not  otherwise  have  done. 
It  then  turned  out  that  Mr.  Eichards  was  one  of  the 
directors  of  the  plaintiff  company,  and  when  the  plaintiffs' 
traveller,  whose  name  was  Hodson,  obtained  the  interview 
he  introduced  the  American  "  Eat  Bis-kit  "  to  his  notice.  The 
system  on  which  the  plaintiffs'  traveller  had  been  doing  his 
business  was  one  which  was  very  much  objected  to  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Burnley,  and  he  (defendant)  had  come 
specially  from  Burnley  to  that  court  simply  out  of  principle, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  profession,  because  he  had  made  up  his 
mind  to  see  the  case  through. 

Judge  Eentoul  :  Quite  so.    Where  is  the  traveller  ? 

Mr.  Common  explained  that  the  traveller  was  not  in 
court,  and  he  had  received  instructions  to  say  he  was  ill. 
The  plaintiffs  had  received  a  copy  of  the  order  from  the 
traveller,  and  he  did  not  understand  that  the  defendant  dis- 
puted that  fact  at  all.  The  only  question  was  whether  they 
had  agreed  to  advertise  the  defendant's  name  for  six  months 
in  the  local  Press,  and  nothing  could  be  produced  in  sup- 
port of  that  assertion. 

The  defendant  said  he  wrote  to  the  plaintiffs  and  told 
them  he  thought  it  would  be  better  if  they  looked  after  their 
salesman  a  little  closer,  and  if  they  could  give  him  any  valid 
reason  why  he  should  pay  for  goods  he  did  not  require. 
Why  travellers  should  be  allowed  to  make  specious  state- 
ments that  a  great  number  of  repeat  orders,  owing  to  the 
amount  of  advertising  done  for  the  chemists  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  Burnley,  had  been  given,  he  could  not  under- 
stand. 

Judge  Eentoul  said  the  question  was  whether  the  plain- 
tiffs' traveller  undertook  to  advertise  or  not.  It  was  an 
awkward  thing  to  happen,  and  the  plaintiffs'  traveller  was 
not  in  court.  He  supposed  the  traveller  promised  to  put  in 
the  paper  the  name  of  every  purchaser  as  an  agent 

The  Defendant  :  Yes,  that  is  so.  I  sent  a  letter  to  the 
plaintiffs  complaining  about  their  traveller. 

Mr.  Common  said  the  plaintiffs  had  never  received  it. 

The  Defendant  :  But  I  have  received  a  reply  from  the 
plaintiffs  to  my  letter  to  the  firm.  I  sent  the  reply  in  all 
innocence  to  a  director  of  the  plaintiff  company  asking 
him  to  return  it  after  perusing  it,  but  he  had  not  done  so, 
although  it  is  my  property. 

Mr.  Common  :  We  never  had  it.  This  story  about 
advertising  in  the  local  Press  was  never  raised  until  we 
threatened  proceedings. 

The  Defendant :  I  wrote  to  the  plaintiffs  about  this 
matter,  and  they  wrote  back  and  said  they  would  advertise 
my  name  if  I  took  up  another  article  which  they  introduced. 
The  value  of  this  American  "Eat  Bis-kit"  is  about  one 
penny,  and  we  are  charged  eightpence  for  it.  Every  sale  we 
make  we  have  to  enter  in  the  poison  register,  and  for  doing 
that  we  have  a  margin  of  fourpence. 

Mr.  Common  :  The  traveller  has  broken  his  leg  and  is 
laid  up. 

The  Defendant  :  I  believe  I  saw  him  in  court  this 
morning.  (Laughter.) 

Judge  Eentoul  :  We  must  inquire  into  this  traveller's 
broken  leg.  It  is  very  awkward  to  instruct  you  to  make  a 
statement  that  he  has  broken  his  leg  unless  he  has.  It  is  a 
very  grave  statement  to  make. 

After  some  further  talk  between  the  parties  and  the  Judge, 
the  latter  said  he  would  adjourn  the  case  for  a  month,  to 
allow  the  traveller  to  be  present,  on  payment  of  the  defen- 
dant's return  railway-fare,  15s.  for  his  hotel-expenses,  and 
10s.  for  his  day's  time. 


Bankruptcies  ant)  failures. 


lie  Walter  Stanley  Scott,  55  Eleanor  Street,  South  Shields, 
lately  carrying  on  business  at  63  Ormonde  Street,  Jarrow^ 
Chemist  and  Druggist. — The  Official  Eeceiver  and  trustee  in 
this  case  (Mr.  Thomas  Gourlay,  30  Moslcy  Street,  Newcastle- 
on-Tyne),  in  applying  for  an  order  for  release,  states  that  the 
net  realisations  on  the  estate  amounted  to  137/.  10s.  Id.,  as 
against  168/.  3s.  lOd.  as  estimated  by  the  debtor.  After 
deducting  total  costs  and  charges,  a  first  and  final  dividend  is 
now  declared  of  Is.  ll^cZ.  in  the  pound. 

Be  Henry  Jenkin  Owen,  Cadoxton,  Barry  Dock,  Chemist 
and  Druggist. — A  meeting  of  the  creditors  of  this  debtor  was 
held  at  the  offices  of  the  Official  Eeceiver  at  Cardiff,  on  Janu- 
ary 4.  The  debtor's  statement  of  affairs  showed  liabilities 
amounting  to  618/.  19s.  9c/.,  and  a  deficiency  of  560/.  lis.  3c/. 
The  Official  Eeceiver  said  the  bankrupt  informed  him  that  he 
was  forty-two  years  of  age,  and  had  been  a  qualified  chemist 
since  1887.  He  went  to  Cadoxton  in  1891,  and  after  managing 
a  business  for  some  months  he  purchased  it  for  525/.,  money 
which  he  borrowed  from  friends  and  relatives.  Of  this  sum 
he  has  since  repaid  150/.  At  the  commencement  of  his  trading 
his  takings  were  about  12/.  per  week,  but  they  subsequently 
fell  to  4/.  in  consequence  of  a  considerable  portion  of  the  popu- 
lation leaving  the  district  on  the  completion  of  the  new  dock 
works.  The  debtor,  finding  he  was  unable  to  live  on  the 
business,  obtained  an  appointment  in  June  1904  as  dispenser  to 
the  outdoor  patients  of  the  Cardiff  Union,  at  a  salary  of  100/. 
a  year.  He  then  engaged  an  assistant  at  30s.  a  week  to  manage 
the  shop.  In  July  last  he  found  he  was  unable  to  continue,  in 
consequence  of  heavy  working-expenses — the  rent,  rates,  and 
taxes  being  60/.  per  annum — and  the  business  was  therefore 
closed.  On  September  13  he  executed  an  assignment  to  a 
trustee  for  the  benefit  of  his  creditors,  and  the  same  month  the 
whole  of  his  effects  were  disposed  of  by  auction.  Some  of  the 
creditors  disapproved  of  the  assignment,  and  lodged  a  petition 
in  bankruptcy.  The  Official  Eeceiver  said  the  unsecured 
creditors  are,  with  the  exception  of  sums  of  348/.  and  70/. 
(loans  to  enable  the  debtor  to  purchase  the  business)  and  a 
sum  of  68/.  due  to  his  bankers,  all  in  respect  of  trade  accounts- 
for  goods  supplied.  The  trustee  under  the  assignment  has 
rendered  an  account,  showing  that  he  has  in  hand  a  sum  of 
48/.  9s.  2c/.  after  paying  the  preferential  claims.  The  house- 
hold furniture  is  claimed  by  the  bankrupt's  wife  as  having 
been  purchased  by  her  friends  and  given  to  her  on  her 
marriage  in  1894.  No  resolutions  were  passed,  and  the  estate 
remains  in  the  hands  of  the  Official  Eeceiver. — The  debtor 
came  up  for  public  examination  at  the  Cardiff  Bankruptcy 
Court  on  January  9.  In  answer  to  the  Official  Eeceiver  (Mr. 
George  David)  he  stated  that  he  purchased  the  business  at 
Cadoxton  in  1892.  His  takings  at  first  wore  from  10/.  to  12/. 
per  week,  and  his  profits  would  bo  roughly  one-third  of  that. 
The  Official  Eeceiver :  Do  not  chemists  make  a  good  deal 
more  than  one-third  profit  ?  Debtor  :  They  used  to  do,  but 
not  to-day.  On  some  articles  they  make  2,000  per  cent.,  but 
on  others  they  do  not  get  5  per  cent.,  and  the  articles  yielding 
the  2,000  are  not  sold  once  in  six  months.  Proceeding,  he 
said  that  when  the  new  dock  was  finished  the  population 
began  to  leave  the  district,  and  his  takings  fell  to  about  9/. 
During  the  last  twelve  months  or  two  years  his  receipts  had 
not  been  more  than  from  5/.  to  71.  per  week.  Debtor  was  then 
examined  as  to  a  statement  which  he  presented  to  the  bank  in 

1903,  in  which  he  reported  the  value  of  his  stock  at  cost  to  be 
300/.,  and  was  asked  to  explain  why  in  his  present  statement 
of  affairs  the  stock  was  only  valued  at  60/.  Debtor  said  that 
as  his  returns  fell  off  he  of  course  bought  considerably  less. 
He  adhered  to  his  statement  that  the  furniture  belonged  to 
his  wife,  and  said  that  she  could  produce  receipts  for  it.  The 
Official  Eeceiver  then  asked  how  it  was,  then,  that  in  a  state- 
ment which  he  made  to  the  bank  in  1898  he  included  the 
furniture  as  being  worth  200/.  ?  Debtor  said  that  was  put  in 
without  consulting  his  wife,  and  when  he  told  her  about  it 
she  was  very  indignant.  Questioned  as  to  a  soda-water  plant 
for  which  he  had  given  120/.,  debtor  said  it  was  sold  under  the 
deed  of  assignment  which  he  executed  in  September,  and 
realised  only  about  10/.  Of  the  525/.  which  was  lent  to  him  by 
his  uncle,  Mr.  Griffiths,  wherewith  to  purchase  the  business, 
there  was  still  owing  370/.  The  last  repayment  he  made  to  his 
uncle  was  about  throe  months  ago,  and  consisted  of  a  sum  of 
12/.  In  answer  to  further  auestions,  ho  stated  that  when  he 
obtained  the  appointment  as  dispenser  to  the  Guardians  in 

1904,  at  a  salary  of  100/.  a  year,  he  removed  his  family  to 
rooms  provided  for  him.  The  reason  he  did  not  sell  his 
business  at  that  time  was  because  he  saw  no  prospect  of  getting 
more  than  150/.  for  it,  and  ho  clung  to  it  in  the  hope  that  trade 
might  improve.    The  examination  was  then  closed.

Roberts,  Edward  Orchard,  Fore  Street,  Fowey,  chemist 
and  Druggist.  Trustee,  John  H.  Sampson,  Truro,  account- 
ant.

The  sparklogene  (3-pint  size)  is  charged 
by  three  "  B  "  sparklets  in  a  similar  way  to  the  pint  sparklet 
syphon,  except  that  the  bulbs  are  removed  from  the  head 
after  piercing,  and  not  left  in,  as  is  the  case  with  the 
sparklet  syphon.  The  inventors  point  out  that  the  points 
of  difference  between  the  sparklogene  and  the  ordinary 
seltzogene  are  that  no  bulky  powders  are  required,  there  is 
no  inner  central  tube,  and  that  the  water  can  be  aerated  in 
three  minutes,  in  place  of  the  hour  or  so  required  in  the 
seltzogene.  The  sparklogene  is  suggested  as  a  ready  means 
of  aerating  any  cold  liquid,  including  medical  prescriptions  ; 
in  fact,  the  possibilities  in  the  way  of  aeration  by  the 
sparklet  method  are  many.  The  apparatus  is  very  neatly 
made  in  nickel,  and  the  vase  of  the  familiar  double-globe 
shape  is  wired  in  a  new  manner.  Following  the  directions 
sent  with  the  sparklogene,  we  have  had  no  difficulty  in  pre- 
paring full-flavoured  aerated  water  in  a  few  minutes,  and 
there  is  no  doubt  that  the  new  sparklogene  will  be  a  good 
seller  for  chemists.  The  retail  price  in  the  United  Kingdom 
is  7s.  9d.,  the  profit  to  the  chemist  being  calculated  on  a 
liberal  scale. 

Souikall's  Laboratory  Report. — It  has  been  said  that 
one  of  the  faults  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 
is  that- the  majority  of  the  communications  made  to  it  are 
from  the  laboratories  of  wholesale  houses,  and  are  (pre- 
sumably for  that  reason)  to  be  regarded  as  advertisements. 
We  have  little  sympathy  with  such  views,  for  the  exigencies 


of  present-day  business  throw  back  upon  the  wholesaler 
much  work  which  in  a  less  specialised  age  was  done  by  a  few 
individual  retailers.  The  changed  conditions  mean  that 
wholesalers  must  more  systematically  and  thoroughly  test 
the  supplies  that  they  distribute  to  many,  and  an  opportune 
example  of  what  this  means  in  the  course  of  a  year  is  fur- 
nished to  us  in  the  fourteenth  annual  laboratory  report  pub- 
lished this  week  by  Messrs.  Southall  Bros.  &  Barclay,  Ltd., 
of  Birmingham.  We  note  that  in  1905  they  examined  in 
their  laboratories  6,839  individual  samples  of  chemicals, 
drugs,  galenical  preparations,  and  allied  products.  This  is 
probably  a  representative  number  for  the  best  wholesale 
drug-houses;  but  the  point  of  the  record  is  that  Messrs. 
Southall  Bros.  &  Barclay,  while  doing  this  work  to  protect 
themselves  and  their  customers,  find  in  the  records  data 
which  enable  them  to  issue  this  annual  report  as 
a  contribution  to  the  improvement  of  pharmacopoeial 
standards.  There  are  forty-eight  pages  in  it.  It 
deals  with  (1)  crude  drugs,  fixed  waxes,  etc.; 
(2)  essential  oils;  (3)  chemical  preparations;  (4)  galenical 
preparations  ;  (5)  physio-toxic  standardisation ;  and  (6)  sug- 
gested standards  for  galenical  preparations.  We  cannot 
venture  into  the  experimental  particulars  and  deductions 
(which  is  unnecessary,  as  any  C.  &  D.  subscriber  can  get  a 
copy  of  the  report  by  writing  to  the  firm),  but  we  have  read 
it  with  pleasure,  have  noted  that  it  contains  "  good  stuff," 
and  while  the  editor  (Mr.  E.  W.  Mann,  Ph.C,  F.C.S.)  has 
not  overlooked  his  firm's,  business  interests,  his  selection  of 
results  is  a  solid  contribution  to  pharmaceutical  research.

A  Graphic  Account  of  an  accident  to  a  Great  Central

passengers.  The  express  from  London  to  Bradford,  Hud- 
dersfield,  etc.,  broke  down  in  the  Catesby  tunnel,  and  the 
passengers  apparently  had  a  thrilling  experience,  happily 
unattended  by  fatal  results.  Mr.  Marris,  who  was  inter- 
viewed on  the  subject,  has  been  a  student  at  the  Metropolitan 
College  of  Pharmacy  for  some  time,  and  is  well  known  in 
pharmacy. 

Mr.  Octavius  C.  Beale,  a  well-known  Australian  legis- 
lator, is  now  in  London  with  Mrs.  Beale  on  holiday ;  but  as 
an  ardent  reformer  and  advocate  of  all  that  makes  for 
social  welfare,  he  has  come  with  the  mandate  of  the  Prime 
Minister  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the  Federal  Cabinet  to 
inquire  into  legislation  and  laws  to  check  and  prevent  the 
sale  of  deleterious  drugs  and  poisons  prepared  under  a 
secret  formula,  especially  with  reference  to  the  mortality  of 
infants  in  other  countries.  Mr.  Beale  was  a  member  of  the 
Royal  Commission  appointed  by  the  New  South  Wales 
Government  to  report  upon  the  birth-rate  in  that  State. 
He  has  been  President  of  the  Australian  Chamber  of  Manu- 
factures, a  Federal  body  representing  the  various  Stale 
Chambers  of  Manufactures,  and  he  has  been  prominent  in 
commercial  life  for  many  years.  We  find  that  Mr.  Beale 
does  not  mince  matters  when  he  begins  to  speak  of  soothing- 
preparations  for  children,  and  headache-cures  for  women  : 
he  is,  in  fact,  a  whole-souled  enthusiast,  who  regards  a 
medicine  which  contains  a  toxic  substance  as  a  pernicious 
drug.  We  gather  that  the  Federal  Cabinet  wants  to  check 
the  sale  of  these,  and  Mr.  Beale  has  got  a  lot  of  information 
from  U.S.  Government  departments,  but  he  does  not  expect 
to  get  much  help  in  Great  Britain,  whose  Government,  he 
sarcastically  remarked,  "takes  12  per  cent,  commission  on 
the  sale  of  quack  medicines."  Mr.  Beale  will  be  with  us 
some  time,  and  we  shall  be  glad  to  forward  any  opinions 
pro  or  con  respecting  his  mission  which  are  addressed  to  us.

The  Pharmacy  Act 

conceived  by  Mr.  Dott,  which  corresponds 

up  to  a  point  with  that  sketched  by  the  Editor  of  this 
journal,  and,  moreover,  almost  realises  that  ideal  state  of  the 
law  which  some  Society  enthusiasts  believe  would  have  been 
secured  in  1868  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  wanton  and  wicked 
opposition  to   the   Bloomsbury   benefactors   which  then 
hoisted  its  evil  flag,  has  every  merit  except  that  it  is  not  the 
measure  which  Queen  Victoria  sanctioned  thirty-seven  years 
ago.    This  is  the  new  construction  of  the  Act  as  I  under- 
stand it.    First,  a  qualified  pharmacist  is  insisted  upon,  and 
he  is  to  be  the  sole  retail  dealer  in  poisons.   He  is  to  know  all 
about  poisons  and  antidotes,  herbs  and  alkaloids,  drugs  and 
chemicals,  and  therefore  whenever  these  are  to  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  public  they  must  pass  through  his  hands.  This 
applies  to  poisons  neat  or  in  combination.    So  said  the  Arm- 
son  case.    But  that  judgment  only  applied  to  Section  15 ;  it 
does  not  follow  that  it  applied  to  Section  17.    The  Lord 
Chief  Justice  said  as  much  as  that,  but  not  much  more. 
Up  to  this  point  we  are  all  agreed ;  but  the  neo-legists  make 
the  pretty  deduction  that,  having  secured  a  competent  seller, 
and  having  given  to  him  the  exclusive  right  to  sell  these 
articles,  the  Act  endows  him  with  discretion  to  exercise 
his  common-sense  as  to  how  he  shall  sell  them. 

Easton's  Syrup 

is  quoted.    Mr.  Dott  says  the  pharmacist, 

interpreting  the  statute  according  to  its  common-sense  mean- 
ing, will  naturally  treat  that  preparation  as  a  Part  2  poison. 
No,  says  the  Editor,  it  is  either  a  preparation  of  strychnine 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Act,  and,  if  so,  must  be  treated 
as  a  Part  1  poison,  or  for  the  purpose  of  Section  17  it  is 
not  a  preparation  of  the  poison  at  all— a  view  which  fits  in 
with  the  essay  on  preparations  which  Sir  John  Simon  wrote 
in  1869.  All  this  is  reasonable  enough  from  the  public- 
safety  point  of  view.  The  competent  man  might  be  trusted 
to  take  proper  precautions  when  they  were  necessary,  and 
not  to  make  the  Act  ridiculous  by  adopting  them  when  they 
were  obviously  uncalled  for.  The  argument  is  more  subtle, 
and  perhaps  more  forcible,  when  it  deals  with  substances 
like  emetic  tartar,  for  example,  the  preparations  of  which 
are  not  mentioned.  I  appreciate  the  superiority  of  the  law 
thus  indicated,  but  there  is  one  important  link  missing.  The 
difficulty  is  to  extract  the  conclusions  suggested  from  the 
Lord  Chief  Justice's  recent  judgment.  The  utmost  that  can 
be  deduced  therefrom  is  that  it  would  not  be  ultra  vires  for 
the  Pharmaceutical  Council,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Privy 
Council,  to  declare  that  a  Part  1  poison — strychnine,  for 
instance — when  compounded  in  a  certain  proportion,  should 
be  treated  as  a  Part  2  poison.  This  is  a  long  way  from 
giving  to  each  chemist  a  right  of  interpreting  the  Act  accord- 
ing to  his  own  judgment  or  common-sense. 

None  of  the  Directors 

know  anything  practically  of  the  busi- 
ness, and  that  is  the  great  weakness  of  the  company.  So 
Mr.  John  Lorimer  is  reported  to  have  said  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  Parke's  Drug-stores,  Ltd.  It  is  an  old-fashioned, 
last-century  sort  of  notion  which  Mr.  Lorimer  has  got  hold 
of,  and  yet  there  seems  something  in  it,  and  one  might  have 
thought  it  would  have  commended  itself  to  the  shareholders 
of  the  company.  But  they  forthwith  proceeded  to  disregard 
the  advice  by  electing  a  new  director  presumably  unfamiliar 
with  the  business  he  is  to  help  direct.  It  is  only  fair  to  add 
that  in  this  particular  company  there  is  an  acting  managing 
director  who  is  a  qualified  chemist,  and  that  in  this  respect, 
and  also  in  that  of  the  title,  it  fulfils  the  requirements 
stipulated  in  the  Pharmacy  Bill. 


A  New  Company 

reported  last  week  was  one  incorporated  for 
the  purpose  of  taking  over  the  business  of  a  deceased  chemist 
from  his  widow.  It  is  not  material  what  the  motive  may 
have  been  in  this  particular  instance,  but  it  is  worth  pointing 
out  that  the  course  here  taken  will  be  the  inevitable  and 
invariable  one  if  ever  the  clamorous  denouncers  of  I  he 
"  widows  clause  "  should  get  their  logical  way.  By  registra- 
tion as  a  company  the  owners  of  businesses  will  secure  a 
"fixity  of  tenure,"  which,  if  it  does  nothing  more,  will  at 
least  enable  them  to  keep  the  property  until  they  can  tell  it 
to  the  best  advantage. 

Illegible  Writing 

is  a  misdemeanour  which  ought  to  be  punish- 
able by  at  least  a  studied  disregard  of  the  culprit's  instruc- 
tions. I  hope  the  gentleman  whose  specimen  appeared  last 
week  is  still  waiting  for  the  bottle  of  carrots,  or  barytes,  or 
whatever  it  was  he  forgot  to  call  for.  Is  it  generally  known 
that  the  ruin  of  Napoleon  at  Waterloo  was  not  improbably 
due  to  illegible  writing  ?  When  the  battle  was  commencing 
the  Emperor  told  Soult  to  send  an  urgent  despatch  to 
Grouchy  to  join  him  and  to  intercept  the  Prussians.  Soult 
wrote  in  pencil,  and  probably  on  horseback.  His  message 
began  "  La  bataille  est  engagee,''  and  then  followed  instruc- 
tions. Grouchy  and  his  Staff  read  the  opening  words  "La 
bataille  est  gagnee,"  and  the  officer  who  brought  the  despatch 
was  so  hopelessly  drunk  that  no  details  could  be  extracted 
from  him.  So  Grouchy  went  the  wrong  way  after  Blucher, 
Blucher  went  to  Waterloo,  and  Napoleon  went  to  St.  Helena. 

The  Foreign  and  Colonial  News 

of  last  week  includes  some 
exceptionally  interesting  items.  It  will  be  observed  that  the 
Wholesale  Drug  Combine  of  Canada  is  aiming  to  ensure 
lower  prices  "as  soon  as  economies  are  effected  to  warrant 
this  course."  I  am  rather  sorry  for  the  combine,  for  its 
disappointment  is  so  probable.  All  previous  combines  in 
various  trades  have  started  with  the  same  philanthropic 
purposes,  but  in  most  cases  these  get  frustrated  or  delayed. 

The  Alaska  crew  who  greased  their  boats,  and  masts, 
and  oars,  and  everything  greasable  with  a  stuff  which  they 
afterwards  discovered  was  ambergris,  only  just  missed  the 
joy  which  we  associate  with  millionairedom.  The  Park 
Lane  magnate  who  eats  porridge  out  of  a  gold  plate  enjoys 
the  luxury  only  because  he  knows  the  value  of  the  plate. 
The  Alaska  fellows  only  knew  when  the  luxury  had  passed 
unnoticed  how  happy  they  ought  to  have  been. 

Stricter  poisons  regulations,  either  in  esse  or  in  posse,  are 
reported  from  Cape  Colony,  New  South  Wales,  Victoria, 
and  the  Straits  Settlements.  Mr.  Winfrey,  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  might  mention  this  to  his  chief  at  the  Board  of 
Agriculture,  as  it  will  give  the  new  President  an  early 
opportunity  of  proving  how  much  wiser  he  is  than  his 
predecessor.  The  rest  of  the  British  Empire  will  excuse 
me,  I  hope,  if  I  especially  compliment  the  Straits  Settle- 
ments on  their  well-thought-out  schedule.  The  Straits  are 
a  wonderful  little  Colony.  The  most  prosperous  section  of 
the  British  dominions  in  proportion  to  its  population,  they 
have  managed  their  affairs  ever  since  they  came  together 
with  such  intelligence  that  it  is  almost  difficult  to  believe 
that  they  belong  to  us. 

Messrs.  Kempthorne,  Prosser  &  Co.  should  regard  the 
40?.  10s.  wrung  from  them  by  the  New  Zealand  Customs 
with  the  sanction  of  the  New  Zealand  Courts,  because  they 
fancied  that  compound  spirit  of  lavender  was  a  medicine 
and  not  a  perfume,  as  a  contribution  to  the  funds  of  the 
local  Cobden  Club,  if  there  is  one.  Such  senseless  decisions 
make  a  lot  of  free-traders.

Ebitodat  Comments* 


St.  Stephen's. 

Members  of  Parliament  have  for  the  moment  ceased  to  exist 
in  the  United  Kingdom,  and  there  is  a  brief  period  of  pro- 
mise which  most  of  those  who  want  anything  are  taking 
advantage  of.  Chemists,  we  are  pleased  to  notice,  are  among 
the  seekers,  and  the  Parliamentary  Committee  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Council  has  done  good  service  by  providing  them 
with  appropriate  arguments  for  amendment  of  pharmacy 
law  so  as  to  cover  company  trading  more  effectually  than  is 
done  at  present.  The  document  was  printed  in  our  last 
issue  (p.  21),  and  we  have  a  limited  number  of  reprints 
which  we  can  supply  to  applicants.  The  Parliamentary 
Committee  was  anticipated  by  Mr.  Jesse  Boot,  Chairman  of 
the  Drug  Companies'  Association,  comprising —

Mr.  Boot  sent  a  letter  to  Parliamentary  candidates  (see 
p.  62),  asking  them  not  to  give  pledges  to  chemists  repre- 
senting the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The  letter,  short 
though  it  is,  contains  one  or  two  statements  which  are  not 
quite  accurate — to  put  it  mildly.  Mr.  Boot  says  companies 
are  compelled  by  the  Pharmacy  Acts  to  employ  a  qualified 
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chemist  in  each  branch.  There  is  not  a  word  in  the  Acts 
or  their  provisions  about  companies  or  branches,  and  the 
employment  of  qualified  chemists  by  the  comparatively 
few  companies  who  employ  any  is  a  mere  trading  con- 
venience, and  not  a  legal  requirement.  The  Acts  provide 
no  remedy  against  companies  who  sell  poisons  by  the 
hands  of  unqualified  persons,  and  do  not  require  com- 
panies to  be  qualified  according  to  the  law.  Unqualified 
persons  may  be  prosecuted  for  selling  or  keeping  open 
shop  for  selling  poisons,  but  companies  of  unqualified 
persons  are  immune  from  prosecution.  It  has  been 
reported  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  this  week  that 
proceedings  had  to  be  taken  against  thirty  unqualified 
managers  employed  by  one  limited  company  to  sell  poisons 
in  the  company's  branches.  It  ought  to  interest  prospective 
M.P.s  to  know  that  there  is  in  the  statute-book  an  Act  which 
permits  employers,  whether  companies  or  persons,  to  go 
scot-free  for  providing,  contrary  to  public  safety,  unquali- 
fied employes  to  perform  illegal  acts.  Perhaps  chemists 
will  push  this  fact  home  to  the  candidates  in  their  own 
districts,  and  they  might  as  well  point  out  at  the  same  time 
that,  in  addition  to  repairing  the  omission  in  the  Act  as 
regards  companies,  which  Lord  Chancellor  Halsbury  on  two 
occasions  attempted,  the  new  trading  provisions  of  the 
Pharmacy  Bill  are  applicable  equally  to  individuals  and 
companies.  Mr.  Boot  gives  the  impression  that  it  is  an 
Anti-company  Pro-person  Bill. 

The  Medico-political  Committee  of  the  British  Medical 
Association  has  published  a  synopsis  of  the  Bill  to  amend 
the  Medical  Acts  which  was  prepared  last  Session,  but  was 
not  introduced  into  Parliament.  It  is  to  be  gone  on  with. 
The  synopsis  will  be  found  in  the  last  issue  of  the  Associa- 
tion's journal.    The  Bill  proposes  reforms  : 

(A)  In  the  composition  and  mode  of  election  of  the  General 

Medical  Council. 

(B)  In  the  administrative  arrangements  of  the  Council. 

(C)  In  the  control  of  education  by  the  Council. 

(D)  In  the  registration  of  medical  and  dental  practitioners. 

(E)  In  the  disciplinary  powers  of  the  General  Medical 

Council. 

(F)  In  the  legal  position  of  the  practice  of  medicine  and 

surgery  by  unqualified  persons,  and  the  rights  of  regis- 
tered practitioners. 

The  principal  reform  under  (A)  is  the  proposal  to  alter 
individual  representation  of  examining  bodies  which  are  no 
longer  educating  bodies;  they  would  get  instead  reduced 
representation.  Further  direct  representation  (including 
dentists)  equal  to  all  tho  rest  is  demanded.  Under  (D)  it 
is  proposed  to  substitute  for  one  registration-fee  of  51.  an 
annual  fee  of  11.,  and  to  legalise  the  students'  register, 
bringing  students  under  the  General  Medical  Council's 
penal  powers.  In  regard  to  examinations  it  is  proposed 
to  institute  the  "  one-portal "  system  by  creating  final  State 
examinations  for  registration  as  dentists  and  medical  prac- 
titioners. The  proposals  as  a  whole  are  revolutionary  in 
character,  as  might  be  expected  from  such  a  zealous  reformer 
as  Dr.  Cochrane  Buist,  the  Chairman  of  the  Medico-political 
Committee. 

Cinchona. 

Mr.  David  Howard's  fascinating  lecture  before  the 
Society  of  Chemical  Industry  this  week,  on  the  history  of 
cinchona  and  its  cultivation  in  the  East  Indies  and  else- 
where, was  one  of  those  rare  expositions  which  cannot  be 
adequately  reproduced  in  printing-ink.  Some  of  the  interest 
depended  upon  the  lecturer  and  his  association  as  a  quin- 
ologist  with  the  original  quinine-manufacturers  in  England, 
and  his  relationship  with  John  £liot  Howard,  whose  ser- 
vices to  quinology  in  helping  on  the  cultivation  of  cinchona 


were  recognised  by  the  Royal  Society  as  well  as  by  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society.  Cinchona-cultivation  has  now  almost 
ceased  to  be  a  British  industry,  chiefly  owing  to  the  fact 
that  the  pioneering  work  done  in  India  and  Ceylon  was  with 
species  which  generally  are  unprofitable  as  alkaloid-pro- 
ducers. Java  has  been  more  fortunate  in  rejecting  these  in 
favour  of  the  quinine-rich  Ledger  cinchona,  and  her  methods 
of  cultivation  are  more  painstaking  than  those  followed  in 
India  and  Ceylon;  but  we  cannot  forget  that  Java  has  pro- 
fited much  by  the  experience  of  cultivators  in  our  own 
dependencies.  The  Dutch  almost  began  where  the  British 
left  off,  and  we  dare  say  the  latter  would  have  been  in  it 
yet  if  cinchona-growing  had  continued  to  pay.  The  years 
1895-96  were  the  deciding-point  on  that  score.  Then  the 
unit,  which  is  the  price  per  lb.  or  half-kilo,  of  each  unit 
percentage  of  quinine  sulphate  in  the  bark,  reached  and 
there  was  general  agreement  that  Java  could  have  the  busi- 
ness at  that.  They  have  kept  the  market  since.  We  repro- 
duce on  p.  68  an  interesting  diagram  by  Mr.  Gust.  Briegleb, 
of  Amsterdam,  showing  the  position  since  1891  as  regards 
Java  bark.  One  of  the  points  of  Mr.  Howard's  lecture  was 
the  enormous  proportion  of  alkaloids  which  cinchona  manages 
to  secrete  in  its  bark — 10  percent,  is  a  common  enough  figure, 
and  15  per  cent,  or  more  has  been  reached — in  fact,  the  dust 
that  rises  from  such  bark  may  almost  be  regarded  as 
alkaloid.  Mr.  Briegleb's  diagram  contains  figures  which 
show  the  steady  improvement  in  the  alkaloidal  content  of 
Java  bark,  due  in  part  to  the  elimination  of  practically  all 
species  except  Ledgeriana.  We  give  these  figures,  with  the 
Java  exports  of  bark  in  kilos.  (1  kilo.  =  2j  lb.)  and  the 
unit  in  cents  per  half-kilo.  (5c.  =1(7.)  :

The  highest  average  value  reached  was  12.25  cents  per  unit 
(=  2^d.  per  unit  lb.)  in  September  1900.  We  do  not  attempt 
to  discuss  the  causes  for  the  fluctuation  in  prices,  except 
to  say  that  extraction  from  tho  1895-96  slough  was  due  to 
combination  among  the  sellers,  and  experience  has  demon- 
strated that  there  is  a  limit  to  the  beneficial  influence  of 
such  combination.  That  limit  was  cogently  put  by  Mr. 
Howard  when  he  said  that  the  world's  capacity  for  swallow- 
ing quinine  is  fixed,  and  manufacturers  cannot  sell  more 
than  is  required,  and  the  law  of  supply  and  demand  fixes 
the  price  of  the  bark.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  quinine- 
quality  of  Java  bark  is  well  maintained,  and  has  not  gone 
below  the  average  of  5  per  cent,  since  1894,  when  other 
bark  than  Ledger  ceased  to  bulk  largely  in  the  exports. 


Trade  in  1905. 

The  export  and  import  business  of  Great  Britain  and  Ire- 
land during  the  past  year  has  been  going  upward  so  steadily 
that  it  was  no  surprise  to  learn,  when  the  Board  of  Trade 
returns  for  the  year  were  issued  last  Saturday,  that  the 
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figures  beat  all  previous  records.  The  value  of  the  exports  was 
530,023,467/.  (apart  from  77,798,521/.  of  colonial  and  foreign 
merchandise  re-exported),  and  the  imports  were  valued  at 
565,279,402/.  Altogether  the  goods  passing  through  the 
ports  of  the  United  Kingdom  reached  the  grand  total  of 
972  millions  sterling,  or  fifty  millions  more  than  in 
1904,  and  nearly  seventy  millions  more  than  in  1903. 
The  nature  of  the  commodities  handled  is  fairly  shown  by 
a  contrast  of  the  four  groups  into  which  the  goods  are 
arranged  in  the  official  returns,  the  figures  representing 
millions  of  pounds  sterling  :

In  imports  there  is  a  million  increase  over  1904  on  the  first 
item,  about  six  millions  on  the  second,  and  seven  on  the 
third.  In  exports  of  food,  etc.,  there  was  2j  millions  more, 
and  twenty-six  millions  more  of  goods  manufactured  in  the 
United  Kingdom.  It  is  satisfactory  to  know  that  the 
volume  of  trade  has  gone  up  with  values.  Official  figures 
are  not  yet  available,  but  a  statistical  correspondent  of  the 
"  Times"  has  gone  into  the  matter  thoroughly  and,  among 
other  interesting  data,  gives  the  following  table  of

This  puts  the  matter  in  a  nutshell,  and  gives  the  basic  com- 
parison so  frequently  neglected  in  considering  the  figures 
for  national  trade.  In  regard  to  chemicals  the  comparison 
cannot  be  absolute,  for  all  the  data  are  not  available,  but  the 
figures  are  sufficiently  near  to  be  reliable.  We  give  else- 
where in  this  issue  an  analysis  of  the  items  which  occur 
under  chemicals,  and  also  of  other  goods  which  more 
directly  interest  our  readers.  It  is  satisfactory  to  observe 
that  of  the  14,535,195/.  worth  of  the  chemical  group  of 
goods  exported  in  1905,  no  less  than  10  per  cent,  consisted 
of  medicines,  which  means,  substantially,  pharmaceutical 
preparations  and  fine  chemicals  (exclusive  of  quinine) 
handled  by  manufacturing  chemists  and  wholesale  druggists. 
This  is  an  excellent  record.  Not  many  years  ago  there  was 
a  downward  tendency  in  this  department  of  our  trade,  but 
happily  British  houses  have  become  thoroughly  alive  to  the 
importance  of  export  business,  and  there  is  now  no  disposi- 
tion to  go  back  upon  it;  the  legalisation  of  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  in  the  greater  part  of  the  Empire  ensuring 
that  linkage  with  the  Mother  Country  which  is  so  essential 
to  intimate  business  relations.

South  African  Shipping  Freights.

Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical 

Society. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Montgomery  Hall  on  Wednes- 
day last,  Mr.  A.  Russell  Fox  (President)  in  the  chair.

The  business  of  the 
evening  was  a  paper  on 

The  Preservation  of  Medicinal  and  Chemical 
Properties. 
By  Mr.  F.  A.  Upsher-Smith. 
The  difficulty  of  preserving  medicinal  and  chemical  sub- 
stances in  their  original  condition  cannot  be  overrated.  At 
present  far  too  little  attention  is  paid  to  the  subject.  In  an 
earlier  paper  read  before  this  Association  (C.  <£■  D.,  lxiv., 
pp.  647  and  693),  a  list  of  substances  which  are  prone  to 
deteriorate  on  keeping  was  given,  and  several  recommenda 
tions  were  made,  based  on  a  more  general  use  of  amber-glass 
bottles.  Quite  recently  Mr.  F.  H.  Alcock,  in  a  paper  on 
"The  Instability  of  Solutions  "  {€'.  dbD.,  lxvii.,  p.  801),  gave 
many  instances  of  instability  in  medicinal  and  chemical  sub- 
stances and  the  methods  of  overcoming  them.  The  new 
U.S.  Pharmacopoeia  contains  copious  notes  on  the  best 
methods  of  preserving  medicinal  and  chemical  substances. 
A  contribution  on  the  subject  has  also  been  made  by  Madsen. 
He  used  bottles  of  red,  white,  yellow,  and  green 
glass,  and  exposed  various  substances  in  them  for 
a  given  time,  and  he  found  that  most  of  them 
were  protected  better  by  orange  and  red  glass  than 
by  white.  Some  experiments  made  by  Moller  on  the 
protection  afforded  by  differently  coloured  glass  confirm  the 
view  that  black,  red,  orange,  dark-yellow,  and  brown  glass 
protect  best;  that  ordinary  brownish-yellow,  dark-green, 
and  dark  brownish-green  glass  protect  well ;  and  that  bluish- 
green,  violet,  opal,  blue,  and  colourless  glass  protect  very 
little  or  not  at  all.  Since  the  publication  of  the  author's 
first  paper  he  has  had  several  inquiries  from  pharmacists  as 
to  the  fitting-up  of  a  pharmacy  with  bottles  of  amber  glass. 
One  chemist — Mr.  R.  Robertson,  of  Musselburgh — states 
that  after  more  than  a  year's  trial  he  is  thoroughly  satisfied 
with  his  amber  shop-rounds,  which  are  very  much  admired. 
The  labels  show  a  white  ground  with  a  red-and-gold  border 
for  the  sake  of  contrast.  They  stand  on  shelves  backed  with 
plate  glass.  Mr.  Robertson  also  has  the  windows  of  his 
storeroom  fitted  with  amber  muranese  glass.  The  lecturer 
then  gave  a  list  of  the  substances  directed  in  the  U.S. P.  to 
be  preserved  in  amber  glass  ;  these  are—

Altogether  in  the  new  U.S. P.  about  110  medicinal  sub- 
stances are  directed  to  be  preserved  in  amber  glass.  In  the 
1890  edition  only  twenty-nine  medicinal  substances  were 
ordered  to  be  preserved  in  this  way.  The  new  Pharmacopoeia 
also  directs  a  large  number  of  other  substances  to  be  pro- 
tected from  light,  and  this  may  be  taken  as  almost  equiva- 
lent to  ordering  the  use  of  amber  glass.  The  special  pre- 
cautions were  stated,  the  notes  including  test-solutions  as 
well  as  galenicals.  In  regard  to  cod-liver  oil,  the  following 
experiment  was  made  in  order  to  test  the  value  or  other- 
wise of  amber  glass.  In  June  1904  samples  of  finest 
Norwegian  cod-liver  oil  from  a  full  Winchester  of  newly 
imported  oil  were  placed  in  a  white-glass  vial  and  a.  dark- 
amber  glass  bottle.  These  were  well  corked  and  sealed  by 
dipping  the  necks  in  melted  paraffin  wax.  They  were  then 
exposed  to  a  strong  light  in  a  window  facing  south,  without 
interruption  until  December  1905.  The  oil  in  the  white-glass 
bottle  was  completely  bleached  by  the  end  of  the  summer 
of  1904,  and  when  the  bottle  was  opened  in  December  1905 
the  oil  had  a  rancid,  unpleasant  odour ;  while  the  oil  pre- 
served in  the  amber  bottle  had  retained  both  the  colour  and 
characteristic  odour  of  cod-liver  oil. 

With  few  exceptions  it  may  be  taken  as  a  general  rule 
that  all  medicinal  and  chemical  substances  should  be  stored 
in  a  cool  place,  protected  from  light,  in  well-closed  bottles. 
Protection  from  light — i.e.,  the  chemical  or  actinic  rays  of 
light,  whether  their  source  is  the  sun  or  artificial  light — ■ 
is  attainable  by  the  use  of  amber-glass  bottles.  A  dark  rich 
reddish-amber  glass  affords  a  more  perfect  protection  from 
actinic  light  than  does  light-coloured  amber  glass.  The  use 
of  preservatives  is  seldom  ordered  in  official  pharmacy.  It 
is  far  better  to  do  without  preservatives  when  possible. 
Bottles  should  be  as  small  as  is  convenient,  and  should  be 
quite  emptied  before  they  are  re-filled. 

There  is  ample  evidence  that  when  a  substance  is  liable 
to  undergo  change  the  action  of  light  tends  to  hasten  that 
change.  It  is  safer,  therefore,  to  presume  danger  from  light 
in  the  case  of  all  vegetable  drugs  and  their  preparations, 
the  animal  preparations,  and  all  chemical  preparations  which 
are  known  to  undergo  change  on  keeping  by  oxidisation  or 
other  causes,  excepting,  perhaps,  those  changes  due  to  such 
purely  physical  causes  as  efflorescence  and  deliquescence. 
Animal  and  vegetable  fats  are  very  prone  to  become  rancid, 
volatile  oils  to  resinify  and  lose  their  characteristic  odour, 
and  colours  are  often  bleached  under  the  influence  of  light. 
From  these  facts  it  may  be  concluded  that  ointments  con- 
taining animal  and  vegetable  fats,  all  aqueous  and  spirituous 
solutions  of  volatile  oils,  including  waters,  spirits,  _  per- 
fumes, and  tinctures,  in  addition  to  tinctures  containing 
colouring-matter,  should  be  stored  in  amber-glass  bottles. 
The  danger  of  lead-contamination  from  glass  bottles  is 
avoided  in  the  case  of  amber  glass,  because  it  is  free  from 
lead.   This  point  is  of  importance — e.g.,  in  the  case  of  solu- 
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tions  of  ammonium  acetate  and  citrate.  It  is  desirable  that 
the  wholesale  houses  should  more  generally  adopt  the  use  of 
amber-glass  bottles.  The  adoption  of  amber  window-glass 
in  storerooms  is  to  be  recommended,  particularly  owing  to 
the  fact  that  the  majority  of  wholesale  houses  send  out 
pharmaceutical  and  chemical  substances  in  white,  green,  or 
blue  glass  bottles.  At  the  conclusion ■  of  the  paper  the 
lecturer  said  that  in  advocating  the  wider  use  of  amber  glass 
he  is  aware  that  in  certain  cases  amber  glass  may  not  be 
desirable.  Eucalyptus  oil  affords  an  instance  of  a  drug  about 
which  there  are  two  opinions.  Mr.  Cuthbert  Hall,  who  has 
carried  out  a  bacteriological  examination  of  the  constituents 
of  the  oil  in  the  physiological  laboratory  of  the  University 
of  Sydney,  under  the  supervision  of  Professor  D.  A.  Walsh, 
recommends  that  the  rectified  oil  be  stored  at  least  two 
months  in  open  vessels,  plugged  with  cotton-wool,  and 
shaken  frequently,  in  order  to  expose  fresh  layers  of  the 
oil  to  the  action  of  the  atmosphere.  Mr.  Hall  points  out 
that  the  action  of  sunlight  is  important  and  desirable,  seeing 
that  it  promotes  the  formation  of  ozone.  The  pinene  con- 
stituents of  the  oil  are  the  source  of  the  ozone. 

Discussion. 

The  President,  in  moving  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr. 
Upsher-Smith,  stated  that  the  American  firms  sent  out  their 
vegetable-fluid  extracts  in  amber  bottles.  He  had  noticed 
that  Mr.  Smith  did  not  refer  to  castor  oil.  It  had  been  the 
practice  in  the  past  to  expose  this  on  the  tops  of  buildings 
to  bleach  it,  and  he  wondered  whether  Mr.  Upsher-Smith 
had  found  any  deterioration  by  this  method. 

Mr.  Antcliffe,  in  seconding,  asked  if  in  decolourising 
cod-liver  oil  he  found  any  deposit.  If  so,  whether  he  had 
examined  it,  and  what  he  found  ? 

Mr.  Percy  Carr  mentioned  that  when  logwood  is  delivered 
to  him  in  half-ton  lots  it  has  a  slimy  metallic  appearance. 
If  it  had  not  this  appearance  the  dyers  to  whom  it  is  sup- 
plied would  not  have  it.  Some  time  ago  he  had  occasion  to 
buy  a  quantity  of  oil  of  euclayptus,  and  one  of  the  coppers 
had  a  very  dark  colour  and  not  a  nice  smell.  He  exposed 
it  on  the  roof  for  six  months,  and  upon  taking  it  into  stock 
he  found  the  oil  much  better  in  aroma,  bleached  to  the 
normal  condition,  and  much  improved.  Linseed  oil  could 
not  be  stored  in  amber  bottles  owing  to  the  quantity.  He 
ran  it  off  in  pipes,  and  at  the  end  of  three  years  he  found 
there  was  a  thick  deposit  which  was  much  sought  after  by 
boatbuilders  for  caulking-purposes. 

Mr.  Squire  suggested  that  in  view  of  the  late  hour  the 
discussion  on  the  paper  should  be  adjourned,  and  a  number 
of  the  members  appearing  to  be  armed  with  questions,  this 
course  was  adopted. 

The  vote  of  thanks  was  then  put  and  carried.

Some  Particulars  about  Parliamentary  Candidates  who  are 
connected  with  the  Chemical  and  Drug  Trades. 


THE  thunder  of  electoral  warfare  is  around  us,  and  there 
are  various  friends  of  pharmacy  at  the  front.  Pharma- 
cists will  be  interested  in  the  return  of  old  Parliamentary 
hands  like  Mr.  John  Burns  (Battersea),  Mr.  Thomas  Lough 
(Islington  W.),  Mr.  J.  Tomkinson  (Crewe),  Mr.  Ernest  Gray 
.(West  Ham),  Mr.  G.  McCrae  (Edinburgh  E.),  Mr.  W. 
O'Malley  (Connemara),  Mr.  J.  F.  Remnant  (Holborn),  Mr. 
James  Reid  (Greenock),  Mr.  E.  Marshall  Hall  (Southport). 
Mr.  Henniker  Heaton  (Canterbury),  Mr.  Ellis  Griffith 
(Anglesey),  Mr.  R.  C.  Munro  Ferguson  (Leith),  Mr.  Osmond 
Williams  (Merionethshire),  Mr.  W.  Crooks  (Woolwich), 
and  the  knightly  trio  Sir  Gilbert  Parker  (Gravesend),  Sir 
M.  M.  Bhownagree  (Bethnal  Green  N.E.),  and  Sir  Henry 
Kimber  (Wandsworth) — all  of  whom,  irrespective  of  party, 
chave  spoken  in  favour  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill.  They  will 
ciot,  on  the  other  hand,  be  overwhelmingly  sad  if  Sir  James 
Bailey  (Walworth),  Mr.  Batty  Langley  (Attercliffe),  Mr. 
Alexander  Cross  (Camlachie),  Sir  Mark  Stewart  (Kirk- 
cudbright), and  the  Hon.  Alban  Gibbs  (City),  who  have 
persistently  blocked  the  Bill,  are  not  returned  to  the  new 
Parliament! 

There  are  a  number  of  new  candidates  more  or  less 
directly  interested  in  the  drug  and  chemical  trades  who  are 
.offering  themselves  for  election.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
(pharmacists  in  the  various  constituencies  in  which  they  are 
standing  will  see  to  it  that  their  views  regarding  the  rights 
of  pharmacy  are  sound.  Of  the  bona  fides  of  one  or  two  of 
these  we  are  already  assured.  Mr.  T.  H.  W.  Idris,  who  is 
the  Liberal  candidate  for  Flint  Burghs,  is  as  well  known  in 
(pharmacy  as  the  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
Mr.  Idris  was  in  business  as  a  chemist  in  Camden  Town 
long  before  he  conceived  the  gigantic  aerated-water  business 
of  which  he  is  now  the  head.  He  has  always  been  keenly 
interested  in  public  affairs.  A  year  or  two  ago  he  was 
Mayor  of  St.  Pancras.  He  is  a  member  of  the  London 
County  Council,  and  is  thoroughly  conversant  with  the 
conduct  of  public  business.  He  has  by  no  means  lost  touch 
with  pharmacy,  however,  and  the  stress  of  public  work  has 
not  prevented  him  from  acting  as  President  of  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference,  President  of  the  London 
Chemists'  Association,  and  President  of  the  Public  Dis- 
pensers' Association.  He  has  the  interests  of  pharmacy  at 
heart.  Mr.  Idris  is  opposed  at  Flint  by  Mr.  Eldon  Bankes, 
X.C.,  who  has  considerable  local  influence  owing  to  family 
connections  ;  but  Mr.  Idris's  chances  are  said  to  be  good,  and 
pharmacists  will  welcome  his  success  as  the  entree  by  direct 
representation  of  pharmacy  into  Parliament. 

Mr.  Charles  Goddard  Clarke,  J. P.,  L.C.C.,  may  be  said 
to  be  another  direct  representative.  As  an  active  partner 
in  the  firm  of  Potter  &  Clarke,  manufacturing  chemists  and 
wholesale  druggists,  of  Artillery  Lane,  E.,  Mr.  Goddard 
Clarke  is  known  to  the  drug-trade  of  the  country  generally, 
either  personally  or  by  repute.  He  is  the  Liberal  candidate 
for  Peckham,  opposing  Sir  F.  G.  Banbury,  who  had  a 
'majority  of  over  1,000  at  the  last  election.  Mr.  Goddard 
Clarke's  task  is  therefore  not  a  very  easy  one,  but  he  has 
ibeen  a  very  active  man  in  public  affairs  for  many  years. 
Moreover,  he  is  a  local  man,  having  been  born  in  the  con- 
stituency he  seeks  to  represent  in  Parliament.  He  has 
resided  in  Peckham  for  forty-two  years,  and  for  twenty 
years  he  has  been  manager  of  the  Sumner  Road  group  of 
Board  schools,  and  he  is  also  Chairman  of  the  Committee. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  Camberwell  Board  of  Guardians, 
was  created  a  J. P.  in  1895,  and  was  Mayor  of  Peckham 
1902-3.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the  London  County 
Council  since  1898.  He  has  already  had  electioneering  ex- 
perience, having  unsuccessfully  contested  Dulwich  in  the 
Liberal  interest  in  1895. 

Another  candidate  who  is  proud  of  his  London  origin  is 
Mr.  William  Pearce,  J. P.,  the  Liberal  opponent  of  Sir 
Harry  Samuel  in  Limehouse.  "I  belong  to  the  East-end 
hy  birth  and  family,"  says  Mr.  Pearce  in  his  election 
-address,  and  his  constituents  will  like  him  none  the 
worse  for  that.  Mr.  Pearce  is  a  director  of  William 
Pearce   &    Sons,   Ltd.,   and   of   Spencer,    Chapman  & 


Messel,  Ltd.,  chemical-manufacturers,  Bow  Common, 
E.  The  business  of  W.  Pearce  &  Sons  was  established 
seventy  years  ago  by  Mr.  William  Pearce's  father,  who  was 
a  member  of  the  first  London  School  Board.  Mr.  Pearce 
was  educated  in  science  at  the  School  of  Mines  and  at  the 
College  of  Chemistry.  He  is  a  Fellow  of  the  Chemical 
Society  and  a  member  of  the  London  Committee  of  the 
Society  of  Chemical  Industry.  He  represented  Limehouto 
on  the  London  County  Council  from  1892  until  1901,  and 
was  a  member  of  the  Technical  Education  Board.  He  is 
a  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  the  County  of  London.  This 
is  Mr.  Pearce's  second  essay,  for  he  fought  Limehouse  at  the 
General  Election  of  1900. 

Sir  John  Tomlinson  Brunner,  Bart.,  D.L..  has  represented 
the  Northwich  division  of  Cheshire  in  Parliament  since 
1887.  He  is  chairman  of  Brunner,  Mond  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
alkali-manufacturers,  whose  products  are  world-known.  Sir 
John  was  born  at  Everton,  Liverpool,  in  1842,  where  his 
father,  the  Rev.  John  Brunner  (of  Canton  Zurich,  Switzer- 
land), was  a  schoolmaster.  After  being  educated  at  his 
father's  school,  he  entered  mercantile  life  in  Liverpool,  and 
becoming  associated  with  Mr.  Ludwig  Mond,  F.R.S.,  they 
established  in  1873  the  alkali-works  at  Northwich  which 
have  since  become  the  largest  of  the  kind  in  the  world.  Sir 
John's  career  outside  his  business  has  been  a  record  of 
political  and  philanthropic  usefulness.  He  presented  North- 
wich with  a  public  library,  Runcorn  and  Wins  ford  with 
Guildhalls  for  the  use  of  trade  unions,  friendly  and  other 
societies.  He  has  endowed  a  Chair  of  Economics  at  Uni- 
vesity  College,  Liverpool,  and  has  made  substantial  bene- 
factions to  Farnworth  and  Witton  Grammar-schools  and  to 
various  public  libraries.  He  has  the  reputation  of  being  a 
model  employer  of  labour,  and  does  all  he  can  to  make  the 
employes  of  the  company  comfortable.  His  recreation  is 
golf.  He  is  an  ardent  Liberal,  and  is  said  to  have  refused 
a  peerage  on  at  least  one  occasion.  This  year  he  is  opposed 
by  Lieut. -Colonel  Brodrigge  North,  of  Newton  Hall, 
Kirkby  Lonsdale. 

The"  Unionist  candidate  for  the  Gorton  division  of  Lan- 
cashire is  Mr.  S.  W.  Royse,  head  of  the  firm  of  S.  W. 
Royse  &  Co.,  chemical,  mineral,  and  metal  merchants,  Man- 
chester. Mr.  Royse's  business-relations  have  brought  him 
into  touch  with  every  European  country,  with  America, 
Canada,  India,  and  Australia.  He  has  travelled  the  Con- 
tinent from  Portugal  to  Russia,  from  Finland  to 
Greece.  His  firm  have  extensive  business  connections 
with  Canada,  and  he  has  visited  the  Dominion,  crossed 
the  Rockies,  and  travelled  through  the  Western  Pro- 
vinces on  the  shores  of  the  Pacific  on  various  occa- 
sions. He  has  been  identified  with  Manchester  since  the 
days  of  his  youth.  He  is  a  director  of  the  Manchester 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  In  conjunction  with  Mr.  Ivan 
Levinstein,  Mr.  Royse  has  urged  the  necessity  of  amend- 
ment of  the  Patent  Laws.  He  is  looked  upon  as  an 
authority  on  canals  and  inland  waterways  as  a  means  of 
cheap  transit,  and  an  article  by  him  on  this  subject  in  the 
Engineering  Supplement  of  the  "Times"  was  referred  to 
in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  September  9  (p.  448). 
For  a  quarter  of  a  century  Mr.  Royse  has  lived  at  Tamworth 
House,  Burnage,  near  Gorton.  At  the  age  of  twenty-eight 
he  became  a  member  of  the  Withington  Local  Board  ;  for 
three  years  he  sat  in  the  Manchester  City  Council,  and  he  is 
a  magistrate  for  the  city  of  Manchester  and  also  for  the 
county  of  Lancashire.  Mr.  Royse  is  opposed  by  Mr.  John 
Hodge,  a  Labour  candidate. 

Mr.  Alfred  F.  Bird,  the  Unionist  candidate  for  Wednes- 
bury,  is  a  Birmingham  man  and  a  son  of  the  late  Mr.  Alfred 
Bird.  F.C.S.,  the  well-known  analytical  and  manufacturing 
chemist,  whose  business  in  Worcester  Road,  Birmingham, 
was  acquired  by  Mr.  T.  L.  Reeve.  Mr.  A.  F.  Bird  is 
Chairman  o  f  the  directors  of  Alfred  Bird  &  Sons,  Ltd.. 
manufacturers  of  baking-powders,  custard-powders,  and 
other  culinary  necessities.  Mr.  Bird's  great-grandfather 
was  the  distinguished  inventor  of  navigating  and  astrono- 
mical instruments  whose  memory  is  perpetuated  on  the  bas- 
relief  of  the  Albert  Memorial;  while  his  grandfather,  Mr. 
John  Bird,  was  professor  of  astronomy  at  Eton  and  a  con- 
temporary and  friend  of  Sir  John  Herschell.  Mr.  A.  F. 
Bird  was' born  at  Birmingham  in  1849,  and  was  educated  at 
King  Edward's  Grammar-school.  He  was  originally 
destined  for  a  legal  career,  but  he  joined  his  father  and

brother  in  the  business  in  1873.  Five  years  later  his  father 
died,  and  on  his  brother's  subsequent  retirement  and  death 
he  became  head  of  the  business  of  Alfred  Bird  &  Sons,  which 
was  ultimately  converted  into  a  limited  company.  Mr. 
Bird  is  a  supporter  of  Mr.  Chamberlain,  and  although  he  is 
opposed  by  a  strong  Liberal  candidate — Mr.  C.  G.  Hyde — 
Mr.  Bird's  supporters  are  confident  of  his  success  at  the 
poll. 

The  Wirral  Division  of  Cheshire  has  hitherto  returned 
a  Conservative,  but  the  election  that  is  imminent  may  re- 
verse this  condition  of  things,  as  the  Liberal  candidate, 
Mr.  W.  H.  Lever,  is  a  strong  man.  Mr.  William  Hesketh 
Lever  is  the  son  of  Mr.  James  Lever,  a  wholesale  grocer, 
of  Bolton.  He  was  born  in  1851,  and  after  ueing  educated 
at  the  Church  Institute,  Bolton,  he  commenced  his  business 
career  in  his  father's  office  when  sixteen  years  of  age.  In 
1877  Mr.  Lever  began  business  on  his  own  account  as  a 
wholesale  grocer  in  Wigan.    Nine  years  later  he  commenced

pursue,  if  elected  to  the  House  of  Commons,  regarding, 
pharmaceutical  legislation.  Besides  Mr.  Duckworth,  who 
is  a  Liberal,  there  are  one  Labour  and  two  Conservative 
candidates  for  the  two  seats.  Mr.  Duckworth  is  a  J. P.  uml 
chairman  of  the  National  Tea  Union,  as  well  as  chairman 
of  J.  Duckworth.  Ltd.,  and  of  Belflelcl,  Ltd.  He  was  Mayor 
of  Rochdale  1891-2,  and  contested  Warwick  and  Leamingtoin 
in  1895.  He  sat  in  the  House  of  Commons  for  the  Mid- 
dleton  Division  of  Lancashire  from  1897  to  1900.  He  has 
travelled  extensively,  and  is  a  Fellow  of  the  Geographical 
Society. 

Sir  Walter  Foster  has  represented  the  Ilkeston  division 
of  Derbyshire  since  1887.  He  is  a  distinguished  medical 
knight,  and  has  been  a  guest  at  the  annual  dinners  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  The  Conservative  candidate  is 
Mr.  Lawrence  Clarke  Tipper,  whose  portrait  we  give.  Mr. 
Tipper  is  senior  partner  in  the  firm  of  B.  C.  Tipper  &  Son, 
Veterinary  Chemical-works,  Balsall  Heath,  Birmingham.

the  manufacture  of  "Sunlight  Soap,"  which  has  made  its 
proprietor  a  rich  man,  and  has  gained  a  world-wide  reputa- 
tion. The  soap-business  was  started  at  Warrington,  but  it 
grew  so  rapidly  that  in  a  few  years  the  fine  works  at  Port 
Sunlight,  near  Birkenhead,  were  built.  Mr.  Lever  has 
always  been  a  model  employer  of  labour,  and  to  that  he 
attributes  in  a  great  measure  the  phenomenal  success  of  his 
business.  Port  Sunlight  is  one  of  the  model  villages  of  the 
country,  with  dining-rooms,  reading-rooms,  and  cottage 
gardens.  The  Conservative  candidate  is  Mr.  Joseph  Hoult, 
a  Liverpool  shipowner,  who  has  represented  the  division  for 
some  years. 

The  main  objection  that  pharmacists  will  have  to  the  can- 
didature of  Mr.  James  Duckworth,  of  Rochdale,  is  the  fact 
that  he  is  a  director  of  Boots,  Ltd.,  and  therefore  may  be 
inclined  to  regard  the  claims  of  orthodox  pharmacy  with  a 
jaundiced  eye.  It  remains  for  the  chemists  of  Stockport — 
for  which  constituency  Mr.  Duckworth  is  standing— to  get 
a  clear  pronouncement  from  him  on  the  course  he  would 


Mr.  Tipper  was  educated  at  King  Edward's  Grammar- 
school,  Birmingham,  afterwards  studying  chemistry  and 
botany  at  the  Midland  Institute.  On  leaving  school  he  wend 
to  the  Royal  Veterinary  College,  London,  where  he  iocis  Ms 
diploma  with  high  honours,  having  won  the  Fitz-Wygrann 
scholarship  of  his  year.  Returning  to  Birmingham,  he? 
joined  his  father  in  the  Balsall  Heath  business,  which  is 
known  to  pharmacists  for  the  manufacture  of  animaE 
medicines,  condiments,  poultry-foods,  sheep-dips,  and  dis- 
infectants. Mr.  Tipper  is  a  member  of  the  Warwickshire 
Chamber  of  Agriculture  and  of  the  Royal  Agricultural 
Society  of  England.  He  has  been  an  ardent  politician  all 
his  life,  working  strenuously  in  the  Conservative  eanse  ira 
Birmingham.  His  association  with  agricultural  affairs  will1 
make  his  opinion  on  the  sale  of  agricultural  poisons  and  the- 
proposed  third  schedule  a  matter  of  interest  to  chemists.

Hofkin. — At  Fernbrae,  Brondesbury  Park,  N.W.,  on 
January  10,  Mr.  William  King  Hopkin,  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  aged  seventy-eight.    By  the  death  of  Mr.  Hopkin 
the  last  remaining  personal  link  of  an  honoured  association 
of  two  English  pharmacists  of  the  fine  old  school  is  severed. 
John   Williams,  his   partner  in   the   firm  of  Hopkin  & 
Williams,  was  better  known  to  chemists  than  Mr.  Hopkin, 
but  the  remarkable  business  which  they  built  up  in  the 
manufacture  of  fine  chemicals  was  the  result  of  their  com- 
bined energy.    After  an  apprenticeship  to  a  pharmacist  in 
Doncaster,  Mr.  Hopkin  came  to  London  in  the  'forties,  and 
was  an  assistant  with  Mr.  T.  N.  R.  Morson.    It  was  there 
he  met  Mr.  Williams  (his  senior  by  two  years),  then  an 
assistant  in  the  laboratory.    After  being  a  fellow-assistant 
with  him  for  some  time,  they  decided  to  start  in  business 
together  at  10  New  Cavendish  Street,  W.    This  was  on 
November  22,  1850,  and  their  object  was  to  develop  a  manu- 
facturing business,  but  they  had  an  opportunity  for  doing 
a  lot  of  good  dispensing,  and  they  did  not  neglect  it. 
Their  aim,  however,  was  to  make  chemicals,  and  they  were 
the  first  photographic  chemists  properly  so-called  in  London. 
It  was  Mr.  John  Williams  who  gave  the  founders  of  several 
well-known  West-end  photographic  businesses  their  first 
lessons  in  the  art,  and  the  firm  supplied  them  with  the 
materials.      Among  their  customers  and  friends  on  the 
scientific  side  were  the  late  Marquis  of  Salisbury  (an  ardent 
chemist)  and  Sir  William  Crookes.    They  were  keen  on 
producing   out-of-the-way   chemicals,    and   one   of  Mr. 
Hopkin's  most  cherished  possessions  was  a  easeful  of 
medals  awarded  to  his  firm  for  a  series  of  rare  cerium  salts 
exhibited  at  various  exhibitions.    The  business  in  New 
Cavendish  Street  developed  well,  and  a  factory  was  secured 
in  the  old  chapel  in  Cross  Street,  Hatton  Garden,  E.C., 
where    Edward    Irving   preached,  and    later  Hopkin  & 
Williams  also  had  a  factory  in  the  East-end.    The  late  Mr. 
William  Martindale  acquired  the  dispensing  business  on 
May  23,  1873,  and  from  that  time  Messrs.   Hopkin  & 
Williams  devoted  themselves  solely  to  manufacturing,  until 
they  disposed  of  the  business  to  Messrs.  Howards  &  Sons  in 
1888.    Mr.  Williams  died  in  the  following  year.  Mr. 
Hopkin  became  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  in  1853,  and  after 
his  retirement  from  business  he  served  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  as  an  auditor.    He  was  a  widower,  and  had  no 
children. 

Joly. — On  January  4,  at  the  Observatory,  Dunscrik,  Ire- 
land, Charles  Jasper  Joly,  D.Sc,  F.R.S.,  Royal  Astronomer 
of  Ireland,  aged  forty-one.  Mr.  Joly  was,  perhaps,  best 
known  to  chemists  from  the  system  of  coloiir-photography 
which  he  devised.  In  the  Joly  system  the  selective  screen 
is  made  by  ruling  very  fine  alternate  lines  of  red,  blue,  and 
green  on  plates  coated  with  gelatin.  Mr.  Joly's  death  was 
due  to  typhoid  fever. 

Knox. — At  Cardiff,  on  January  5,  Mr.  Nathaniel  Knox, 
chemist  and  druggist,  aged  seventy-five.    Mr.  Knox,  who 


was  a  native  of  Edinburgh,  after  serving  an  apprenticeship 
with  Dr.  Tom  Evans,  of  Crockherbtown,  Cardiff,  went  to 
London  to  pursue  his  medical  studies  at  a  hospital.  Through 
the  death  of  his  father,  however,  he  had  to  abandon  a 
medical  career,  and  he  subsequently  took  up  an  appointment 
as  assistant  doctor  to  the  workmen  employed  at  the  Ply- 
mouth Ironworks,  near  Merthyr.  Afterwards  he  entered 
into  business  in  Cardiff  as  a  chemist,  and  subsequently  was 
appointed  dispenser  to  the  Cardiff  Union — a  position  he  held 
for  seventeen  years.  He  retired  on  a  superannuation  allow- 
ance some  years  ago.  He  was  a  grandson  of  the  late  Colonel 
Knox,  of  the  Madras  Native  Light  Infantry. 

Oppenheimer. — Mr.  William  Oppenheimer,  to  whose 
death  we  briefly  referred  last  week  (p.  20),  was  born  at 
Manchester  fifty-seven  years  ago.  He  first  started  business 
in  London  along  with  his  brothers  Henry  and  George  as 
drug-exporters  and  general  mer- 
chants, the  bulk  of  their  busi- 
ness being  done  with  South 
America,  where  their  father  had 
considerable  landed  interests  and 

a    good    commercial  standing. 

The  firm-name  then  was  "  Op- 
penheimer Bros.  &  Co.,"  and  the 

headquarters  was  in  Sun  Street, 

Finsbury.   One  of  the  catalogues 

of  the  firm,  dated  October  14, 

1889,  is  before  us  as  we  write. 

It  is  in  Spanish,  and  shows  that 

the   staples   of   the   firm  were 

drugs,  chemicals,  and  galenicals, 

with  a  large  assortment  of  drug- 
gists' sundries  and  perfumery. 

In  1891  the  business  was.  as 

Oppenheimer  Sons  &  Co.,  Ltd., 

converted  into  a  limited-liability 

company,    with    Mr.  William 

Oppenheimer  as  sole  director.  Mr.  Henry  Oppenheimer 
died  two  years  ago  in  Paris,  and  Mr.  George  Oppenheimer 
retired  from  the  business  some  years  ago.  One  of 
the  principal  shareholders  at  the  present  day  is  Lord 
Ashton.  The  company  started  operations  in  Worship 
Street,  E.C.  Mr.  William  Oppenheimer,  although  not  a 
trained  chemist,  knew  the  practical  part  of  the  business  well, 
and  in  1891  produced,  at  the  British  Medical  Association's 
exhibition,  the  first  specimens  of  the  palatinoid — "one  of 
the  sensations  of  the  exhibition,"  to  quote  our  report  of  the 
time.  The  palatinoid  was  an  adaptation  of  the  French  perle 
for  the  purpose  of  administering  solid  drugs  in  a  dry 
powdered  state.  The  membrane,  instead  of  being  gelatin 
as  in  capsules,  was  gum  and  sugar.  One  point  which  Mr. 
Oppenheimer  made  on  its  introduction  was  that  when 
swallowed  the  membrane  swells,  the  palatinoid  opens  like  an 
oyster,  and  the  contents  are  discharged.  The  bipalatinoid 
has  the  two  halves  divided  by  a  septum,  so  that  two  drugs 
(as  in  Blaud's  pill)  may  be  kept  separate  until  ingestion. 
The  introduction  of  this  form  of  medication  initiated  a  new 
era  in  the  Oppenheimer  business,  and  it  rapidly  came  to  be 
well  known  to  medical  men  at  home  and  abroad.  The  busi- 
ness so  developed  that  a  removal  was  made  to  Queen  Vic- 
toria Street  some  years  ago,  and  a  factory  was  started  at 
Kennington.  Mr.  Oppenheimer  was  a  tall  and  handsome 
man,  vivacious  and  enterprising.  He  took  no  active  part  in 
public  affairs,  but  was  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the 
Hackney  Horse  Society,  and  in  his  fine  stables  at  The  Castle, 
Ewell,  he  generally  had  some  prize-winners,  as  he  was  an 
intelligent  breeder  of  these  horses.  Mr.  Oppenheimer  is 
survived  by  a  widow  and  three  children.  His  only  son, 
Mr.  Kenneth  Oppenheimer,  has  been  engaged  in  the  factory 
at  Kennington  for  the  past  two  years,  but  entered  upon  the 
commercial  part  of  the  business  at  the  City  office  on  Jan- 
uary 1.  The  funeral  service  took  place  at  St.  Mary's 
Church,  Ewell,  on  January  8,  amid  signs  of  universal 
mourning  in  the  town.  Many  of  the  shops  in  the  prin- 
cipal streets  through  which  the  cortege  passed  were 
closed  as  a  mark  of  respect,  and  there  was  a  large  gather- 
ing of  mourners  in  the  church  and  at  the  graveside. 
The  flowers  were  profuse  and  choice,  and  included  wreaths 
from  Mr.  Oppenheimer's  fellow-director  and  from  the  staff. 
The  service,  which  was  fully  choral,  was  conducted  by  the 
Vicar,  the  Rev.  R.  C.  Hunt. 
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Strachan. — At  136  Rosemount  Place,  Aberdeen,  on  Jan- 
uary 6,  Mr.  Alexander  Strachan,  pharmaceutical  chemist, 
aged  fifty-six.  The  deceased  gentle- 
,  -\  man  was  one  of  the  best-known  phar- 
macists in  the  North  of  Scotland, 
and  his  death  (not  unlooked-for,  as 
he  had  long  suffered  from  cardiac 
trouble)  makes  a  blank  in  Scottish 
pharmacy.  Mr.  Strachan  was  a 
native  of  Kirkhill,  Ellon,  Aberdeen- 
shire, and  served  his  apprenticeship 
with  Mr.  D.  M.  Mackay,  chemist, 
Exchequer  Row,  Aberdeen,  after 
which  he  had  experience  in  London. 
He  passed  the  Minor  examination  in 
1870  and  the  Major  the  following 
year.  While  in  London  he  met  with 
an  injury  to  one  of  his  legs  which 
induced  necrosis  of  the  bone,  giving 
him  much  trouble  until  he  had  the  lower  part  of  the  leg 
amputated — an  ordeal  which  he  went  through  with  a  cheer- 
fulness that  was  characteristic  of  him.  He  returned  to 
Aberdeen  to  take  charge  of  Mr.  Mackay's  business,  but  some 
twenty-five  years  ago  started  a  pharmacy  on  his  own  account 
in  what  was  then  a  new  district  of  the  Granite  City,  Rose- 
mount,  building  up  a  good  family  business.  Mr.  Strachan 
at  that  time  was  Secretary  of  the  Aberdeen  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  holding  the  office  for  twenty  years.  When  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  visited  the  city  in  1885 
he  acted  as  Hon.  Local  Secretary.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Council  of  the  North  British  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  and  of  the  Executive  when  the  Branch  was  recon- 
structed, and  served  in  the  office  of  Vice-Chairman  of  the 
Branch  for  a  term.  Mr.  Strachan  was  a  man  of  considerable 
culture  and  most  amiable  disposition,  with  whom  it  was 
always  a  pleasure  to  chat  about  pharmacy  and  the  unique 
associations  of  the  craft  in  Aberdeen.  He  is  survived  by 
Mrs.  Strachan  and  four  children. 

Wyles. — At  Folkestone,  on  January  4,  Mr.  William 
Wyles,  pharmaceutical  chemist.  Mr.  Wyles,  whose  sad 
end  we  refer  to  elsewhere,  was  well  known  to  many  pharma- 
cists. He  was  at  one  time  an  assistant  at  Messrs.  John 
Bell  &  Sons,  and  about  twenty-five  years  ago  he  commenced 
business  in  Dover,  having  acquired  from  Mr.  Peake  a  busi- 
ness at  New  Bridge.  He  shortly  afterwards  acquired  the 
business  at  the  Shaft  belonging  to  Mr.  Didford.  The  Dover 
businesses  were  apparently  unsuccessful,  for  about  fourteen 
years  ago  Messrs.  Long  Bros,  acquired  the  New  Bridge 
business,  while  the  Shaft  branch  was  taken  over  by  Mr. 
Atkins.  From  Dover  Mr.  Wyles  went  to  Yarmouth,  where 
he  was  likewise  unsuccessful,  and  of  late  years  he  has  been 
doing  locum  work,  his  last  situation  being  the  management 
of  a  widow's  business  at  Hawkhurst.

Zbe  Week's  jpensomnos. 

NINETEEN  fatalities  from  poisons  have  been  reported 
during  the  week,  four  being  misadventures.  A 
Tredegar  labourer,  Garrett  Hayes,  drank  weed-killer  in 
mistake  and  died  in  great  agony. — George  Foley  Shaw 
(49),  a  retired  officer  of  the  Royal  Irish  Constabulary,  was 
found  dead  in  bed  in  an  hotel  at  Great  Portland  Street,  W. 
Beside  the  body  a  bottle  labelled  "Chloroform — Poison" 
was  found,  and  Dr.  Grant,  who  was  called  in,  said  death 
was  doubtless  due  to  an  overdose  of  chloroform.  Mr. 
Frederick  Webb,  chemist,  Great  Portland  Street,  deposed 
to  the  purchase  at  his  shop  of  2  oz.  of  pure  chloroform  by 
deceased,  who  said  he  required  it  to  poison  a  dog. — Joseph 
Butler,  who  was  found  dead  near  Manchester,  had 
taken  a  fatal  overdose  of  chlorodyne  by  misadventure. — 
The  remaining  misadventure  occurred  at  Boston, 
where  a  man  named  Ward  took  an  overdose  of 
laudanum  for  insomnia. — Three  other  laudanum  fatalities 
are  recorded,  the  poison  being  taken  with  fatal  results  by 
Mary  Foster  (63),  a  Manchester  woman;  by  James  Gillard 
(43),  a  travelling  greengrocer,  at  Bolton;  and  by  Thomas 
Robertson,  of  Glasgow.  Oxalic  acid  was  taken  by  two  dis- 
appointed lovers— Harry  Dent,  of  Huddersfield,  and 
Thomas  Evans,  of  Ebbw  Bridge.  Vermin-killer  was  the 
poison  selected  for  suicide  by  Albert  John  Plantmason  (19), 
a  grocer's  assistant,  at  Hornsey,  and  by  Mary  Telling  (14), 
a  domestic  servant,  at  Ashton  Keynes.  Plantmason  ob- 
tained a  packet  of  Battle's  vermin-killer  from  Mr.  R,  W. 
Williams,  chemist,  after  signing  the  poisons-book  in  a  false 
name  and  saying  it  was  wanted  to  kill  rats. — Three  suicides 
bv  prussic  acid  have  taken  place.  The  body  of  Mr.  William 
Wyles,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  formerly  in  business  at 
Dover,  was  found  in  a  lavatory  at  Folkestone  Junction 
station.  An  empty  bottle  by  the  side  of  the  body,  and  the 
medical  evidence  a*t  the  inquest,  showed  that  death  was  clue 
to  prussic-acid  poisoning.— John  Stevens,  a  retired  trades^ 
man  at  Ramsgate,  poisoned  himself  with  prussic  acid ;  and 
William  Prudames,  who  was  engaged  in  the  Gasworks  at 
Bournemouth,  also  took  the  same  poison.  In  the  latter  case 
Prudames  obtained  the  poison  from  Mr.  W.  T.  Gardner, 
chemist  and  druggist  (who  is  an  analyst  at  the  works),  on 
the  pretence  that  it  was  wanted  to  poison  a  cat, — At  Lambeth 
a  carpenter  named  Yerbury  poisoned  himself  by  drinking  a 
solution  of  perchloride  of  mercury.— Potassium  cyanide  was 
taken  by  John  Frederick  Dunton  (70),  an  artificial-flower 
maker,  at  Finsbury  Park,  who  was  troubled  with  business 
worries. — The  unscheduled  poisons  used  were  salt  of  lemon 
(taken  with  fatal  effect  by  a  Folkstone  builder,  named 
Newton,  and  by  Miss  Nancy  Smith,  of  Bury)  and  hydro- 
chloric acid  (taken  with  suicidal  intent  by  Edward  Ford,  of 
Tottenham).

They  may  thereby 
"benefit  themselves,  and  certainly  will  be  doing  their  very 
fcest  to  get  this  Bill  its  proper  attention  when  it  dees  receive 
a  public  recognition  in  the  House.  All  that  chemists  require 
is  that  the  Pharmacy  Bill  be  discussed  in  the  House.

Mr.  W.  H.  Fisher,  the  Unionist  candidate  and  late  sitting 
member  for  Fulham,  in  reply  to  Mr.  0.  Routley.  chemist, 
606  Fulham  Road,  S.W.,  who  wrote  to  him  about  the  Phar- 
macy Bill,  says  : 

I  sincerclv  sympathise  with  the  position  of  qualified 
chemists,  and  I  think  that  their  adequate  recognition  is  neces- 
sary no  less  for  themselves  than  for  the  protection  of  the 
public.  With  regard  to  limited  companies  acting  as  chemists. 
I  observe  already  that  a  large  number  employ  qualified 
assistants,  and  that  the  sale  of  poisons  by  an  unqualified 
assistant  of  such  companies  would  bo  contrary  to  law  ;  but, 
further  than  this.  I  would  support  Mr.  Lough  or  anybody 
else  who  sought  to  prevent  the  making  up  of  prescriptions  by 
any  other  than  a  qualified  person  totally  illegal;  and  I  am  of 
opinion  that  any  defects  in  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1868  should 
be  at  once  remedied. 


Manchester  pharmacists  are  evidently  making  the  most  of 
the  opportunities,  writes  a  correspondent,  which  the  election 
offers.  Almost  every  candidate,  Liberal  and  Conservative, 
has  been  interviewed,  and  the  result  seems  to  be  very  satis- 
factory. Even  Mr.  Balfour  admitted  the  justice  of  chemists' 
demands,  and  others  of  the  candidates  gave  a  ready  assent 
to  the  list  of  questions  submitted  to  them. 

Mr.  Jesse  Boot,  as  chairman  of  the  Drug  Companies 
Association,  Ltd.,  has  sent  the  following  circular  letter  to 
candidates  for  Parliament,  with  a  stamped  envelope  for 
reply  : 

December  28,  1905. 

Dear  Sir, — We  know  you  must  be  much  pressed  for  time 
now  that  the  General  Election  is  so  near  at  hand,  but  would 
like  a  line  from  you  to  say  if  you  would  be  willing  to  decline 
to  pledge  yourself  to  support  the  Pharmacy  Bill  which  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  is  promoting  in  order  to  embarrass 
companies  trading  as  chemists  and  druggists,  and  to  which 
private  chemists  representing  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
are  asking  candidates  to  pledge  themselves. 

The  object  of  the  Bill  is  carefully  concealed  by  its  being 
drafted  so  as  to  imply  that  the  safety  of  the  public  is  con- 
cerned thereby,  but  this  is  not  so,  as  every  company  doing 
business  as  chemists  and  druggists  is  compelled  by  the  pro- 
visions of  the  existing  Pharmacy  Acts  to  employ  a  qualified 
chemist  to  manage  each  shop  or  cease  to  do  such  a  business. 
Against  any  company  infringing  these  enactments  there 
exists  the  same  remedy  as  against  a  private  chemist.  This 
being  so,  I  trust  you  will  see  your  way  to  decline  to 
vote  for  such  a  Bill,  or  at  the  least  to  decline  to  pledge 
yourself  to  support  it  if  pressed  to-  do  so  by  the  private 
chemists  of  the  constituency  to  which  you  are  appealing. 
We  have  tens  of  thousands  of  shareholders  spread  over  the 
country,  and  those  in  most  constituencies  far  outnumber  the 
small  number  of  votes  at  the  disposal  of  private  chemists. 
Our  shareholders  will  without  doubt  desire  to  support  those 
gentlemen  whose  candidature  docs  not  involve  a  gratuitous 
pledge  to  prejudice  their  interests  as  investors.  The  pro- 
posed Pharmacy  Bdl  in  its  essence  means  wholly  to  be 
liberal  to  the  private  chemists  at  the  expense  of  the  public 
who  appreciate  and  benefit  so  much  by  the  existence  of  the 
companies  doing  business  as  chemists  and  druggists.

The  Pharmacy  Bill. 

Sir, — It  seems  to  me  that  the  prospects  of  amendment  of 
the  Pharmacy  Acts  have  not,  since  the  shattering  blow  was 
delivered  in  the  London  and  Provincial  Supply  Association 
case,  been  so  rosy  as  they  are  at  present.  There  is  a  general 
feeling  among  the  people  that  there  is  something  wrong  some- 
where, and  in  the  House  of  Commons  the  various  points  are 
fairly  well  understood.  In  the  new  Cabinet  there  are 
several  men  who  are  our  declared  friends,  and  others  who 
have  expressed  sympathy  with  our  efforts.  The  Bill  as  it 
stands  now  is  reasonable  and  fair,  and  is,  in  fact,  an  ex- 
pression of  the  minimum  terms  on  which  we  think 
we  can  discharge  our  duty  to  the  people.  It  is  plain, 
however,  that  the  age  of  dreamers  in  this  case  is 
not  over.  We  have  still  those  with  us  who  cry 
loudly  for  "drastic  measures,"  "terms  worth  having," 
"  radical  reform,"  etc.,  and  when  we  look  into  their  dreams 
of  reform,  we  find  that  purging  the  register  of  those  found 
guilty  of  unprofessional  conduct  is  about  the  mildest  of 
them.  I  hope  those  in  charge  of  the  Bill  will  not  be  led 
aside  by  those  dreamers.  We  have  traced  a  weary  track  in 
the  dry  sands  of  the  wilderness  long  enough,  and  we  are 
fools  if  we  allow  ourselves  to  be  forced  to  begin  all  over 
again  by  a  few  men  who  never  will  waken  up  to  take  a  look 
around  and  see  the  real  facts  of  the  case.  It  is  far  more 
likely  that  such  professions  as  the  medical  profession  will 
lose  the  power  of  purging  their  registers,  than  it  is  that  we 
shall  get  that  power.  We  see  clearly  enough  that  it  is  in 
the  interest  of  the  people  that  a  profession  be  empowered 
to  purge  its  register,  but  the  people  think  this  power  is 
exercised  in  the  interest  of  the  profession.  So  important 
a  man  as  Mr.  Chamberlain  has  expressed  this  opinion  in 
somewhat  vague  terms  in  the  House  of  Commons.  I  am  not 
sure  that  this  power  has  not  damaged  some  professions,  by 
raising  ignorant  prejudice  among  the  people.  There  is  one 
point  upon  which  I  have  my  doubts.  The  Parliamentary 
Committee  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  say  [C.  ct-  D., 
January  6.  p.  21)  : 

The  Bill  further  seeks  to  ensure  that  only  qualified  persons 

shall  compound  physicians'  prescriptions  in  open  shops ;  and 
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it  further  aims  to  secure  more  satisfactory  training  for 

future  pharmacists. 
I  do  not  think  that  difficulties  will  be  raised  on  the  dispens- 
ing clause,  but  the  latter  clause  evidently  points  in  the 
direction  of  a  compulsory  curriculum.  Now,  this  is  an  old 
friend  which  has  done  as  much  in  its  day  as  most  enemies  in 
the  direction  of  wrecking  Bills.  I  would  like  to  see  a  com- 
pulsory curriculum  as  much  as  any  man  in  pharmacy,  but  the 
very  words  appear  to  raise  opposition  in  the  House  of 
Commons,  particularly  from  professional  men.  There  are 
men  involved  in  the  company  question,  too,  who  might  be 
willing  to  consider  the  question  of  a  qualified  managing 
director,  who  would  not  be  willing  to  accept  a  compulsory 
curriculum.  It  is  not  an  urgent  question.  We  cannot, 
without  great  damage  to  pharmacy,  put  a  compulsory  cur- 
riculum in  force  until  the  conditions  under  which  we  work 
are  greatly  improved.  I  have  never  considered  limited  com- 
panies our  greatest  opponents  in  the  House  of  Commons. 
Our  real  opponents  there  are  the  Army  and  Navy  and  Civil 
Service  Stores,  and  it  was  probably  these  stores  we  had  to 
thank  for  the  1880  decision.  We  must  remember  them  in 
dealing  with  this  question  of  education.  So  far  from  doing 
ns  any  harm  in  the  House  of  Commons,  it  is  probable  that 
the  noisy  agitation  of  men  of  the  Boot  type  has  done  much 
to  open  the  eyes  of  members  to  the  fact  that  there  is  really 
something  far  wrong  in  the  world  of  pharmacy.

Sir, — It  would  seem  that  many  M.P.s  would  consider  that 
so  long  as  unqualified  companies  were  compelled  to  employ 
registered  men  for  the  sale  of  poisons  and  dispensing  pre- 
scriptions our  grievances  ought  to  end,  while  the  public- 
would  be  safeguarded.  This  is  also  the  public  view.  But 
as  far  as  I  can  see,  such  legislation  would  not  exclude 
foreigners  or  criminals  from  directing  the  chemists'  concerns 
of  this  country.  And  if,  "through  Parliamentary  inter- 
ference to  secure  a  monopoly  for  the  old-fashioned  chemist," 
Mr.  Jesse  Boot  and  others  are  compelled  to  substitute  the 
words  "Drug-stores"  for  the  more  honourable  title  "  Cash 
Chemists."  I  do  not  see  how  chemists  will  be  much  better 
off,  unless  the  public  are  educated  to  the  farce  that  is  now 
being  played.  A  few  million  leaflets,  with  a  reprint  of  the 
Council's  official  declaration  as  appeared  on  p.  21  of  your 
last  issue,  distributed  by  chemists  throughout  the  country, 
would  stagger  a  great  many  who  otherwise  will  still  cherish 
the  idea  that  Boots  are,  after  all,  chemists — cheap  chemists.

The  Poison  Schedule. 

Sir, — The  opinion  expressed  by  Mr.  Dott  that  in  his 
"humble  judgment"  the  decision  in  the  Leggett  case  "is 
indisputably  sound,"  seems  strangely  at  variance  with  his 
arguments  in  objection  to  the  "too  ingeniously  logical" 
views  of  the  Judges  and  of  "  Xrayser."  Certainly  an  article 
included  in  Part  I.  of  the  Schedule  only  "  by  inference  "  is 
not  on  the  same  footing  as  an  alkaloid  there  specifically 
named  or  described,  consequently  a  mixture  of  veratrin'e 
with  something  else  would  be  different  from  a  poisonous 
vegetable  alkaloid,  and  that  mixture  would  be  only  inferen- 
tially  an  article  in  Part  I.  until  the  Order  in  Council  of  1869 
did  away  with  occasion  for  such  inference  by  definitely 
placing  "vermin-killers"  containing  any  "poison"  in 
Part  II.  of  the  Schedule. 

The  assumption  of  transferability  of  any  scheduled  article 
from  Part  I.  to  Part  II.  seems  perversely  gratuitous,  and  to 
ignore  the  fact  that  "  vermin-killer"  was  not  an  article  in- 
cluded in  Schedule  A  until  so  named  and  described  by  the 
Orel  er  in  Council  in  conformity  with  the  clear  language  of  the 
statute. 

Mr.  Dott's  supposed  "  legal  invention,"  that  a  preparation 
of  a  "  Part  I.  poison  is  that  poison,"  is  really  an  invention 
of  his  own  that  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  division  of 
Schedule  A.  That  division  is  in  no  way  affected  by  the 
proposition  that  a  mixture  of  a  poison  with  something  else 
is  cle  facto  to  be  regarded  as  that  poison — for  a  particular 
purpose.  Nor  has  that  proposition  anything  to  do  with  the 
plain  meaning  and  basal  idea  of  the  classification  of 
scheduled  articles  in  regard  to  their  retail  sale. 

A  common-sense  interpretation  of  the  Poison  Schedule  in 
its  practical  bearing  upon  public  safety  presupposes  technical 
knowledge  and  consideration  of  circumstances  that  are  not  to 
be  expected  of  any  persons  but  qualified  pharmacists,  and 


it  is  by  their  discreet  exercise  of  ability  to  deal  with  parti- 
cular questions  that  the  value  and  importance  of  their  quali- 
fication become  manifest.  That  questions  of  law  should  not 
be  subject  to  the  influence  of  ingenious  legal  logic  is  to  ask 
for  more  than  is  reasonable ;  but  the  question  may  perhaps 
be  asked  whether  the  superabundance  of  that  commodity  in 
connection  with  pharmacy  law  might  not  have  been  with 
advantage  much  reduced  if  the  plain  meaning  of  the  Poison 
Schedule,  and  of  the  entire  Act,  had  been  more  carefully  anc3 
more  harmoniously  considered  by  the  class  whose  utility 
and  well-being  depends  upon  its  efficiency.

Weighing-machines. 
Sir, — Referring  to  your  reply  to  "  A.  W.  A."  re  weighing- 
machine,  I  have  a  personal  weighing-machine  in  use  for 
which  I  make  a  charge  of  2d.  In  a  conversation  with  the- 
weights  and  measures  inspector  about  the  need  for  having  it 
stamped,  he  told  me  that  it  was  doubtful  whether  it  could  be 
insisted  upon,  as  the  weighing  of  a  person  was  not  a  sale,  anc3 
that  some  inspectors  actually  refused  to  stamp  the  type  ot 
machine  I  have.  I  ordered  my  machine  and  weights  to  be- 
stamped  before  delivery.  I  found  the  14-lb.  weight  was  un- 
stamped, and  I  returned  it.  It  was  returned  again  to  me 
with  a  note  to  say  it  was  not  necessary  to  stamp  the  propor- 
tional weights.  These  machines  are  very  useful  when  weigh- 
ing such  things  as  7  lb.  of  hypo,  or  pulv.  lini;  but  if  the 
unstamped  weights  were  used  by  a  chemist  because  the  in- 
spector says  he  will  not  stamp  proportional  weights,  I  fancy- 
he  would  "  catch  it."  Yours  truly.

Sir, — We  note  your  remarks  on  the  question  of  the  effect 
of  tropical  climates  on  sugar-coated  goods,  and  in  reply  wilH 
say  that  the  point  is  perfectly  familiar  to  everyone  doing, 
business  in  East  Africa  and  the  East  Indies,  and,  in  fact, 
wherever  there  is  a  moist  warm  climate.  In  such  conditions- 
sugar-coated  goods  are  inadmissible,  and,  generally  speak- 
ing, the  custom  is  to  supply  uncoated  tablets  unless  other- 
wise ordered,  quinine  bisulphate  being  no  exception  to  the 
rule.

The  Apothecaries'  Assistant. 
Sir, — It  is  very  gratifying  to  find  that  Mr.  Howell's 
efforts  to  found  an  association  to  watch  the  interests  of  the 
apothecaries'  assistant  is  meeting  with  such  success.  The 
present  is  a  very  opportune  time  to  inaugurate  such  an 
association,  as  legislation  is  likely  to  be  introduced  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  which  will  require  careful  watching 
unless  the  interest  of  the  apothecaries'  assistant  is  to  be 
jeopardised.  It  appears  to  me  that  the  conditions  to-day 
differ  materially  from  those  prevailing  years  ago,  as,  owing 
to  altered  conditions  of  medical  education,  fewer  medical 
men  take  the  diploma  of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries,  and 
if  the  assistant  can  only  act  as  assistant  to  an  apothecary 
the  field  of  employment  is  considerably  smaller  than  it  was, 
say,  in  1868,  when  the  Pharmacy  Act  was  passed,  as  at 
that  time  practically  all  general  practitioners  in  the  country 
were  L.S.A.s.  Owing  to  the  combination  of  the  Royal 
Colleges  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  the  Apothecaries' 
Society  were  compelled  to  take  steps  to  obtain  a  complete 
medical  qualification  for  their  Licentiates,  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  action  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  con- 
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tending  that  only  those  who  have  obtained  its  qualification 
are  qualified  to  dispense  will  result  in  the  combination  of 
apothecaries'  assistants  to  maintain  their  rights  and  im- 
prove their  status,  as  the  licentiates  did  when  their  ancient 
privileges  were  threatened  years  ago.  The  sympathy  of  the 
Society  of  Apothecaries  in  this  will  materially  assist  in  the 
effort,  but  it  will  require  the  support  of  all  those  affected  to 
bring  the  matter  to  a  successful  issue.  It  appears  absurd 
to  contend  that  a  qualification  that  is  sufficient  to  dispense 
for  one  practitioner  is  insufficient  for  another;  and  after 
twenty-five  years'  experience  as  a  dispenser  to  medical  men, 
and  having  passed,  in  addition,  the  examination  in  materia 
tnedica,  pharmacy,  physics,  and  chemistry  of  the  Conjoint 
Examining  Board  of  the  Royal  Colleges  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  (the  only  part  of  the  examination  a  medical  man 
has  to  pass  which  bears  on  dispensing),  I  consider  myself 
well  qualified  to  dispense  to  the  satisfaction  of  any  medical 
man,  and  also  to  the  safety  of  the  public.

Qualified  Directors  Wanted. 

Sir. — It  struck  me  on  looking  through  your  paper  last

Poz,  and  Other  Suggestions. 
Sir, — I  shall  be  obliged  if  you  will  allow  me  a  little  space 
in  your  journal  to  make  a  few  requests  of  the  drug-trade 
in  general,  the  granting  of  which  would  save  time,  trouble, 
and  annoyance  to  many  of  us. 

1.  That  we  should  adopt  the  abbreviation  "  foz  "  for  fluid 
ounce — e.g.,  in  quoting  prices  in  lists,  in  marking  prices  in 
shop  or  warehouse  for  the  guidance  of  assistants,  members 
of  family,  etc. 

2.  That  in  price-lists,  on  labels,  etc.,  we  should  use  tin1 
English  language — e.g.,  "Liquid  extract  of  sacred  bark" 
and  "  Sacred  bark  tablets,"  instead  of  "  Liquid  extract  of 
caseara  sagrada  "  and  "  Cascara  sagrada  tahlots  " — trans- 
lated by  one  of  my  customers  into  "  Sarah  O'Grady  tablets." 

3.  That  wholesale  firms  should  label  all  upright  parcels — 
say,  7,  14,  and  28  lb. — at  the  foot  of  the  parcel  instead  of 
almost  at  the  top.  With  every  parcel  I  receive,  when  I 
have  filled  up  a  drawer  out  of  it,  I  have  to  relabel. 

4.  That  binoxalate  of  potash  should  be  so  labelled,  quite 
plainly.  Nothing  will  quite  convince  me  that  a  man  who 
labels  it  "  Salt  of  lemon  "  is  sincerely  desirous  of  instructing 
and  protecting  the  public.  Of  course,  I  am  not  asserting 
that  every  chemist  and  drug-store  proprietor  supplies  potass, 
binox.  when  asked  for  "salt  of  lemon." 

5.  That  chemists,  in  particular,  should  show  some  results 
of  scientific  training,  in  correct  nomenclature;  not  describ- 
ing, as  I  have  often  noticed,  a  salt  of  hydrochloric  acid  as  a 
"  hydrochloride,"  or  eucalyptus  oil  as  "  cuclayptus."  I  have 
always  thought  my  own  customers  particularly  ignorant  or 
slovenly  for  the  latter  offence  ;  imagine,  then,  my  surprise 
to  find  you  guilty  of  the  same  carelessness  in  your  report  of 
the  poisoning  case  at  Derby.  [They  said  "  Eucalyptus"  m 
the  Coroner's  Court. — Editor.] 

6.  That  the  entire  trade  should  use  the  proper  gill 
measure,  instead  of  helping  tokeep  up  the  miserable  system 
of  calling  two  gills  one  gill  throughout  the  North  of 
England.  I  find  it  a  big  nuisance  here  to  be  continually 
correcting  people,  and  can  imagine  it  to  be  much  worse 
where  the  right  and  wrong  measures  meet  each  other,  as  I 
suppose  they  must  somewhere  on  the  journey  south.

Oil,  Cod-liver. — The  prospects  for  the  new  codfishing 
are  considered  very  favourable  at  present  (our  Bergen  corre- 
spondent writes  on  January  8).  The  weather  is  calm,  there 
is  plenty  of  fish  in  the  sea.  and  the  condition  of  the  livers 
as  excellent.  The  first  offers  of  new  unrefined  cod-liver 
oil  are  now  on  the  market,  at  prices  corresponding  to  70s. 
per  barrel,  f.o.b.  Bergen,  for  non-congealing  oil.  Only 
little  business  is  doing,  however,  and  buyers  are  holding 
back  until  the  character  of  the  fishing  has  become  more 
evident.  The  exports  from  Bergen  up  to  date  amount  to 
25  barrels,  against  38  barrels  at  the  corresponding  date  of 
last  year.  A  Bergen  firm  of  exporters  write  that  the 
news  from  the  fishing-places  states  that  the  cod  is  not 
equal  to  last  year  as  regards  the  yield  of  livers.  During 
last  year's  campaign  from  250  to  300  cod  yielded  one  hecto- 
litre of  liver.  At  present  from  300  to  500  cod  yield  the  same 
quantity.  Of  course  it  is  impossible  to  anticipate  what  the 
fish  will  be  like  in  March  when  the  chief  catch  takes  place. 
Producers  of  steam-refined  were  repeatedly  deceived  last 
season.  The  quantity  was  much  larger  than  expected,  as 
natural  yellow  oils  actually  brought  as  high  and  even  higher 
prices  than  steam-refined  quality.  Consequently,  the  pro- 
duction of  yellow  oil  will  this  season  proportionately 
increase  and  steam-refined  oil  will  be  proportionately 
reduced.  At  present,  finest  non-freezing  1905  Norwegian 
oil  is  quoted  75s.  per  barrel  net,  c.i.f.,  Hull  or  Newcastle, 
and  for  not  less  than  ten  barrels  73s.  per  barrel  is  quoted. 

Oil,  Lemon,  has  again  advanced  in  Sicily,  new  crop  being 
quoted  at  2s.  6d.  per  lb.,  c.i.f. 

Oil,  Linaloe. — The  Mexican  variety  has  advanced  to 
about  7s.  6d.  per  lb. 

Oil,  Neroli. — The  finer  qualities  of  new  crop  are  still 
quoted  at  high  prices,  and  for  a  genuine  pure  French  oil 
from  14s.  to  15s.  per  oz.  would  have  to  be  paid.  The  cost 
of  the  orange-blossoms  this  season  is  much  greater,  and  in 
consequence  present  prices,  the  distillers  state,  show  little 
profit.  The  existence  of  stocks  from  1904  and  1903.  which 
are  obtainable  at  a  shilling  or  two  less  than  the  above  prices, 
prevents  the  market  from  rising  to  any  extent.

Java  Cinchona. 

From  a  review  of  the  Java  cinchona  cultivation  it  appears 
there  are  seventy-five  limited  companies  and  six  private  under- 
takings at  work  in  the  island.  A  considerable  difference  exists 
with  regard  to  the  financial  results  of  the  various  under- 
takings. Taking  into  account  two  largo  companies,  tho 
Patnancekan-Tjiiassomlands  and  the  Pondok-Gcdeh,  which 
have  only  a  small  share  in  the  cultivation  of  cinchona,  tho 
total  capital  is  18  million  guilders.  The  majority  of  the  com- 
panies, however,  are  not  ablcto  pay  any  dividend,  while  somo 
pa_v  well,  and  one  even  a  dividend  of  200  per  cent.  The  latter 
is  the  company  "  Gabes,"  which  has  only  a  capital  of  fl.  50,000 
with  a  production  of  573,027  kilos.,  and  it  is  worked  under 
extraordinarily  favourable  circumstances.  From  a  compara- 
tive statement  it  is  further  shown  that  the  production  in  Java 
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has  increased  from  4,000,000  kilos,  in  1897  to  7,225,000  kilos,  in 
1904,  and  in  the  other  producing  countries  the  production  has 
decreased  from  2,000,000  kilos,  in  1898  to  705,000  kilos,  in  1904. 

A  Sugar-of-milk  Convention. 

A  convention  for  the  production  and  sale  of  sugar  of  milk 
has  been  formed  between  the  largest  German  and  Dutch 
manufacturers  as  from  January  1,  which  has  brought  about  an 
increase  in  price  and  stricter  conditions.  The  following  firms 
have  joined  the  combination :  Messrs.  C.  Bolle,  Berlin ; 
Chemische  Fabrik  Gielow  i.  M. ;  Dr.  Albert  Hillringhaus, 
Gielow,  i.  M. ;  Chemische  Fabrik  Gustrow  Dr.  Hillringhaus 
&  Dr.  Heilmann,  Gustrow  I.  M. ;  Dampfmolkerei  und  Milch- 
zuckerfabrik  "  Germania  "  ;  Otto  Evers,  Molln  i.  L. ;  and  the 
Xaamlooze  Vennootschap  Hollandscho  Melksuikerfabriek, 
Amsterdam.  The  sales  will  be  undertaken  by  the  Verkauf- 
stelle  fiir  Milchzucker  G.m.b.H.,  Gustrow,  but  the  existing 
contracts  with  buyers  will  be  carried  out  by  the  individual 
firms  in  question. 

West  Coast  African  Products. 

_  Two  Colonial  Office  reports  on  the  trade  of  the  Gold  Coast 
and  Sierra  Leone  during  1904  have  been  recently  issued. 
That  of  the  Gold  Coast  shows  exports  amounting  to  1,340,026/., 
being  the  largest  on  record  in  any  year.  The  principal  heads 
of  increase  were:  Rubber  164, 150/.,  cocoa  113,800/.,  gold 
91,000/.,  and  kola  4,202/.  Palm-kernels  decreased  by  18,700/. 
and  palm  oil  by  17,150/.  The  trade  in  kola  has  shown  a 
steady  improvement  since  1902,  the  total  value  exported  being 
54,763/.  in  1904,  as  against  50,560/.  in  1903  and  37,474/.  in  1902. 
The  principal  market  for  this  product  is  Lagos,  to  which 
kola  to  the  value  of  52,400/.  was  shipped  during  the  year.  The 
shipments  to  Germany  also  show  a  marked  increase,  while  a 
small  quantity,  amounting  in  value  to  334/.,  was  for  the  first 
time  sent  to  the  United  Kingdom.  Large  quantities  are  also 
exported  into  the  hinterland,  whenco  they  wore  carried  to 
Northern  Nigeria.  The  decrease  in  palm  oil  and  palm-kernels 
is  probably  due  to  the  exceptionally  small  rainfall,  which  was 
oven  less  than  in  1903.  As  regards  Sierra  Leone,  the  exportB 
of  kola  last  year  were  778  tons  (80,742/.),  against  759  tons 
(76,354/.)  in  1903;  and  of  ginger  885  tons  (12,743/.)  was  ex- 
ported,  against  878  tons  (15,900/.)  in  1903.  The  kola  grown  in 
the  Protectorate  meets  with  a  ready  sale  at  remunerative 


prices,  principally  locally  and  in  the  neighbouring  Colonies. 
No  statistics  are  available  to  show  tho  area  under  cultiva- 
tion of  ginger,  but,  judging  from  tho  quantity  exported,  the 
area  is  yearly  increasing,  in  spite  of  the  continuous  decline 
in  its  price,  which  in  1904  was  tho  lowest  for  some  years. 
Copal  gum  is  a  declining  export,  only  42  tons  (4,000/.)  being 
shipped  last  year,  whereas  five  years  ago  the  exports  wero 
115  tons.  Other  exports  included  53  tons  of  pepper,  68  tons  of 
rubber,  25,000  tons  of  palm-kernels,  and  241,000  gals,  of  palm 
oil.  _  Among  the  imports  wero  5,914/.  worth  of  drugs  and 
medicines,  against  5,612/.  in  1903;  also  perfumery  vauled  at 
5,041/.,  against  3,886/.  in  1903. 

Quebracho  in  Argentine. 

The  German  Consul  at  Buenos  Ayres  reports  that  great 
interest  is  at  present  being  takon  in  the  exploitation  of 
quebracho  in  Argentine.  A  company  has  been  formed  under 
the  name  of  "La  Palometa,"  which  has  acquired  rich  and 
extensivo  lands  in  the  Chaco  of  tho  Province  of  Santa  Fe, 
Reconquista.  Tho  capital  of  tho  company  is  fixed  at 
800,000  paper  pesos  (about  75,000/.),  in  1,600  shares  of  500  pesos 
each.  Another  company  has  also  been  established  under  tho 
name  "Las  Solvas  del  Chaco"  for  tho  purpose  of  exploiting 
about  60,000  hectares  in  the  Austral  Chaco.  Tho  capital  is 
fixed  at  500,000  pesos  gold  (about  100,000/.),  in  20,000  shares  of 
25  pesos  gold  each. 

Cablegrams. 

Hamburg,  January  11  : — Refined  camphor  is  scarce. 
Lycopodium  is  quiet  at  430m.  per  100  kilos.,  and  castor  oil 
is  firmer. 

New  York,  January  11  : — The  drug-market  is  quiet. 
Druggists'  opium  is  slow  of  sale  at  $3.00  per  lb.  by  single 
cases.  Refined  camphor  is  3c.  dearer,  at  91c.  per  lb.  for 
American,  in  barrels.  Copaiba  is  active  at  29c.  per  lb. 
Menthol  is  easy  at  $2.30  per  lb.  Ergot  is  dull  of  sale 
at  45c.  per  lb.  for  Russian,  and  peppermint  oil  is  slow  at 
$2.30c.  per  lb.  for  oil  in  bulk. 

At  the  time  of  closing  for  press  our  Amsterdam  cinchona- 
telegram  had  not  arrived.  The  opening  price  was  4c,  sub- 
sequently declining  to  3.75c.

Divers,  Sir  George  Watts,  Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson,  Mr.  E.  M.

Nitric  Acid  from  the  Air. 

The  Chairman  began  the  meeting  by  referring  to  the  pro- 
duction of  nitric  acid  from  the  air  (C .  &•  D.,  December  16, 
1905,  p.  945).  The  syndicate  with  works  at  Notodden, 
Norway,  are  at  the  present  time  producing  one  and  a  half 
ton  of  nitric  acid  daily.  There  are  also  being  made  nitrites 
and  calcium  nitrate.  Calcium  nitrate  is  used  as  a  fertiliser, 
but  has  the  disadvantage  of  being  deliquescent.  At  the  sug- 
gestion of  Dr.  Messel,  a  basic  nitrate  (2CaO.N205)  is  now 
being  made  which  is  not  deliquescent,  and  which  has  been 
successfully  applied  in  agriculture.  Dr.  O.  N.  Witt,  in  a 
paper  calling  attention  to  production  of  the  basic  nitrate, 
had  omitted  to  state  that  it  was  Dr.  Messel  who  devised  the 
process,  and  he  (the  Chairman)  thought  it  only  justice  that 
the  author  of  a  method  which  is  destined  to  have  far- 
reaching  effects  should  be  publicly  stated.  On  the  sugges- 
tion of  Dr.  Divers  and  Mr.  Reid,  a  short  account  of  the 
process  is  to  be  given  in  the  Society's  "Journal,"  and  Dr. 
Messel,  who  was  present,  thanked  the  Chairman  for  his 
kind  references  to  him. 

Cinchona-barks. 

The  rest  of  the  evening  was  taken  up  with  a  most  interest- 
ing chat  by  Mr.  David  Howard  on  "  Cinchona-barks  and 
their  Cultivation."  Mr.  Howard,  referring  to  the  synthesis 
of  nitrates,  which  follows  Nature  a  long  way  after,  said  that 
in  cinchona  the  object  has  been  to  get  Nature  to  do  the  manu- 
facturing of  quinine.  The  subject  of  cinchona  is  a  large 
one,  and  its  importance  can  be  gauged  from  the  fact  that 
this  week  62  tons  of  cinchona  is  to  be  offered  at  auction  at 
Amsterdam.  Who  first  found  out  the  properties  of  quinine 
it  is  not  possible  to  say.  The  Spanish  after  their  conquest 
of  South  America  soon  became  acquainted  with  cinchona, 
probably  through  the  Indian  aborigines.  The  wife  of  the 
Spanish  Governor,  the  Count  of  Chinchon,  was  cured  of  a 
fever  by  a  decoction  of  the  bark,  and  devoted  the  rest  of  her 
life  to  exploiting  the  virtues  of  cinchona — as  it  is  now  called. 
Forty  years  ago  the  importations  of  cinchona-bark  had  to 
be  very  carefully  examined  for  false  barks,  although  science 
was  enriched  very  largely  by  native  collectors  including 
specimens  of  other  barks  containing  little  or  no  quinine. 
The  three  barks  are  Cinchona  officinalis  or  crown  bark,  and 
red  and  yellow  bark — the  last  named  having  for  years  been 
the  richest  and  most  valuable  source  of  quinine.  Mr. 
Howard  then  from  some  very  fine  specimens  on  the  table 
pointed  out  the  characteristic  lichens  and  cracks  of  the 
epidermis  of  original  bark.  Cinchonine  was  discovered  in 
cinchona-bark  in  1816.  and  was  thought  to  be  the  active 
principle  until  in  1820  Pelletier  and  Caventou  isolated 
quinine.  These  last  two  chemists  were  the  first  to  make 
quinine  on  a  commercial  scale,  his  (the  speaker's)  grand- 
father beginning  the  manufacture  in  England  about  1825. 
The  other  alkaloids  of  cinchona  are  quinidine  and  cinchoni- 
dine.  Pasteur,  as  a  side-line  to  his  numerous  attainments, 
worked  out  the  relationship  of  the  four  alkaloids  of  quinine 
chiefly  as  to  their  optical  properties.  He  was  not  quite 
correct  in  the  formula  he  assigned  to  the  alkaloids,  the  differ- 
ence being  a  more  fundamental  one  than  an  atom  of  oxygen 
as  he  supposed.  It  is  a  noticeable  fact,  however,  that  moist 
acid  quinine  or  cinchonidine  salts  readily  change  on  heating 
into  the  less  soluble  quinicine  or  cinchonicine.  The  valency 
of  quinine  is  such  that  neutral  and  acid  salts  can  be  made 
as  well  as  tetra  salts,  but  the  speaker  has  never  been  able 
to  produce  a  tri-sulphate.  Another  source  of  quinine  is 
remijia  or  cuprea-bark.  It  contains  2  to  3  per  cent, 
of  quinine  and  also  cupreine,  the  two  alkaloids  having  a 


curious  tendency  to  form  double  compounds.  From 
cupreine,  an  outlying  cinchona  alkaloid,  it  is  possible  to 
construct  quinine — the  only  synthesis  that  has  been  made 
of  quinine.  It  was  in  the  search  for  synthetic  quinine  that 
Perkin  hit  upon  his  famous  mauve  and  laid  the  foundation 
of  the  aniline-colour  industry.  Mr.  Howard  said  that 
many  endeavours  to  synthesise  quinine  have  been  made, 
and  often  with  curious  results.  His  firm  have  many  times 
been  offered  patents  for  synthetic  quinine,  and  in  one  case 
the  sample  sent  seemed  to  be  genuine  enough  until  they 
came  across  a  bit  of  sealing-wax  upon  which  the  letter 
"w"  was  detected,  and  on  comparing  this  with  the  seal 
usually  put  on  the  cork  of  quinine-bottles  it  was  found  to 
be  part  of  the  word  "  Howard."  "  Now,"  said  Mr.  Howard, 
"  I  always  try  the  samples  of  synthetic  quinine  offered  me, 
on  platinum  foil,  as  calcium  sulphate  when  crystallised  from 
spirit  is  almost  exactly  like  quinine  sulphate  in  appearance." 
The  lecturer  next  referred  to  the  enterprise  of  the  Indian 
Government  in  obtaining  cinchona-seed  from  South  America 
and  growing  the  bark  in  India  and  Ceylon.  Sir  Clement 
Markham's  book  on  "  Cinchona,"  which  recounts  that  ex- 
plorer's adventures,  is  intensely  interesting.  John  Eliot 
Howard  (the  speaker's  uncle)  took  great  interest  in  the 
expedition,  and  when  seeds  were  finally  obtained  was  able 
to  cultivate  the  plants  in  hothouses.  The  cinchonas  were 
then  sent  out  to  India  and  successfully  grown,  mainly 
through  the  loving  care  of  a  Scotch  gardener,  named 
MacTvor.  Mr.  Howard,  having  drawn  attention  to  some 
engravings  of  cinchona  which  were  displayed  on  the  walls, 
referred  to  the  distribution  of  the  alkaloids  in  the  bark. 
Succirubra  bark  contains  quinine,  cinchonine,  and  cinchoni- 
dine, while  officinalis  contains  a  greater  proportion  of 
quinine,  with  cinchonine,  cinchonidine,  and  quinidine.  The 
root-bark  contains  the  greatest  proportion  of  alkaloids,  the 
percentage  decreasing  in  the  bark  the  higher  up  one  gets. 
The  process  of  stripping  and  the  meaning  of  "renewed" 
bark  were  then  explained,  it  being  mentioned  that  the  rela- 
tive proportion  of  the  alkaloids  varies  iii  the  original  bark 
and  the  renewed  bark  of  the  same  tree — the  proportion  of 
quinine  being  increased  in  the  renewed  bark.  High  alti- 
tude is  needed  for  producing  quinine,  cinchona  grown  in 
England  showing  but  a  small  quantity  of  alkaloid.  The 
more  robust  the  plants,  the  more  is  the  yield  of  quinine. 
Nitrogenous  manures  also  contribute  to  increasing  the 
yield  of  alkaloid.  Cinchona-plants  yield  any  number  of 
hybrids,  some  of  these  being  very  strong  and  consequently 
good  quinine-yielders.  The  Indian  plantations  have  now 
taken  a  secondary  position,  owing  to  the  competition  of  the 
Java  barks.  The  seed  which  the  Dutch  Government  used 
in  Java  was  obtained  by  Ledger,  and  by  careful  selection  of 
the  plants  grown  from  the  seed  cinchonas  yielding  10  per 
cent,  of  quinine  are  produced.  As  it  costs  no  more  to  grow 
10-per-cent.  bark  than  the  3-per-cent.  bark  produced  in 
India,  the  Indian  bark  has  in  consequence  been  pressed  out 
of  the  market.  Forty  years  ago  the  production  of  India 
was  a  million  ounces  of  quinine,  while  at  the  present  time 
twelve  million  pounds  of  bark  is  produced  in  Java,  of  an 
average  yield  of  5  per  cent,  of  quinine.  This  is  a  striking 
instance  of  the  disadvantage  of  success,  for  whereas  for- 
merly the  price  of  cinchona  was  Is.  to  2s.  per  unit  (the  cost 
per  lb.  of  1  per  cent,  quinine  bark),  the  price  went  down 
and  down  until  it  reached  0.4  of  a  penny.  Since  then  it  has 
fluctuated  to  2d.,  the  bark  to  be  sold  at  Amsterdam  on 
Thursday  probably  fetching  fcZ.  per  unit.  The  whole  diffi- 
culty is  that  there  is  no  market  for  a  product  which  has  a 
limited  field.  People  do  not  take  quinine  because  of  its 
taste — they  only  take  it  when  needed  as  a  medicine.  The 
limited  market  for  cinchona  has  discouraged  the  cultivation 
in  other  places,  although  splendid  bark  can  be  grown  in 
Jamaica  and  on  the  West  African  coast. 

Discussion. 

Dr.  E.  Divers  confirmed  Mr.  Howard's  remarks  as  to  the 
discovery  of  aniline  mauve  by  Perkin  while  he  was 
endeavouring  to  synthesise  quinine. 

Sir  George  Watt  said  he  had  no  personal  knowledge  of  the 
Indian  quinine  plantations  although  he  had  spent  twenty- 
five  years  in  India.  His  position  as  reporter  on  economic 
products  was  a  commercial  one — his  assistant,  Mr. 
Hooper,  being  largely  engaged  in  assaying  cinchona  for 
merchants.    Sir  George  gave  some  interesting  personal 
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reminiscences  of  his  experience  of  quinine  in  the  treatment 
of  ague.  He  suffered  for  years,  and  was  eventually  cured 
by  the  subcutaneous  injection  of  5  grains  of  quinine  into  the 
shoulder.  At  one  time  when  travelling  in  the  Nilgiris 
the  keeper  of  the  cinchona-plantation  called  his  attention  to 
what  the  keeper  thought  were  nitrating  warts  on  the  roots 
of  the  cinchona-trees.  They  were,  however,  eel-worms. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr.  E.  A.  Robinson,  Pres.  P.S.G.B.,  next  called  upon, 
said  the  gold  medal  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  given 
to  John  Eliot  Howard  and  De  Vrij  for  their  work  on 
cinchona  

Mr.  Howard  :  And  to  Dr.  Hesse. 

Mr.  Robinson  acknowledged,  and  added  that  he  hoped 
the  Indian  plantations  had  not  been  ruined  by  the  competi- 
tion. It  is  no  benefit  to  the  community  to  produce  larger 
quantities  of  an  article  than  are  required. 

Mr.  Hanbury  asked  if  it  was  not  usual  to  find  greater 
strength  in  the  hybrid  trees,  especially  when  transplanted  to 
other  countries. 

Mr.  E.  M.  Holmes  referred  to  the  exceptionally  complete 
collection  of  cinchonas  possessed  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.  The  collection  is  quite  historical,  and  was  largely 
contributed  by  John  Eliot  Howard  and  David  Howard.  The 
analysis  of  the  barks  by  Dr.  Paul  increases  the  value  of  the 
collection.  Mr.  Holmes  asked  whether  the  practice  of 
' '  mossing  "  barks  had  not  been  discontinued  owing  to  the 
attacks  of  insects.  He  also  suggested  that  the  yield  of 
quinine  might  depend  on  the  oxygen-supply.  The  superior 
yield  of  quinine  at  high  elevation  points  to  this.  It  is 
possible,  too,  that  the  soil  is  ferruginous  :  hydrated  oxide 
of  iron  would  promote  oxidation  in  the  roots.  Would  it  not 
be  better  to  reproduce  the  trees  by  grafting,  as  it  is  impossible 
to  tell  which  is  the  male  and  female  source  of  hybrids  ?  The 
low  price  to  which  quinine  was  forced  was,  he  thought,  due 
to  the  competition  of  cuprea-bark.  In  regard  to  the  Java 
plantations  he  understood  that  they  are  largely  owned  by 
Englishmen. 

Dr.  Passmore  said  his  first  experience  of  chemistry  was  in 
the  analysis  of  cinchona.  For  five  years  he  did  nothing  else, 
and  considered  it  excellent  practice  in  chemical-analysis  to 
have  to  separate  all  the  alkaloids  from  cinchona-bark.  It 
was  Dr.  Paul  who  first  separated  homo-quinine  into  quinine 
and  cupreine.  Subsequently  Hesse  showed  that  cupreine 
stands  in  the  relation  to  quinine  that  a  phenol  does  to  its 
ether.  He  remembered  the  synthetic-quinine  boom  of  1885, 
and  although  no  artificial  quinine  has  been  produced  the 
study  of  organic  chemistry  relating  to  the  constitution  of  the 
alkaloids  has  produced  many  other  useful  results — anti- 
pyrin  and  other  synthetic  remedies.  Cinchonamine  is  of 
nterest  as  a  reagent  for  nitric  acid,  the  nitrate  being 
insoluble  in  water. 

Dr.  Power  alluded  to  the  romantic  history  of  cinchona 
and  the  part  taken  by  Mr.  Howard's  family  in  the  chemical 
and  botanical  investigations  of  the  subject.  Two  Peruvian 
botanists  in  1821-25  did  a  lot  of  work  on  the  botany  of 
cinchona  which  was  lost  sight  of  till  thirty  years  after- 
wards the  work  came  into  the  hands  of  John  Eliot  Howard. 
He  published  the  treatise,  embellishing  the  work  with  some 
twenty-eight  beautiful  plates. 

Mr.  MacEwan  was  also  called  upon  by  the  Chairman,  but 
contented  himself  with  saying  that  the  Section  had  done 
those  interested  in  this  subject  a  service  by  getting  Mr. 
Howard  to  recall  from  his  own  experience  what  is  histori- 
cally interesting. 

Dr.  Jowett  said  that  with  the  example  of  synthetic  indigo 
before  them  it  was  not  impossible  that  artificial  quinine 
would  be  produced  and  be  able  to  compete  with  the  product 
of  Nature's  laboratory. 

Mr.  Tyrer  said  the  thanks  of  the  Society  were  due  to  Mr. 
Howard  for  sparing  an  evening  from  his  electioneering 
duties  to  give  a  lecture  on  cinchona. 

Mr.  Howard,  in  reply,  said  that  acid  hydrochloride  of 
quinine  is  now  used  in  fairly  large  quantities  for  injection. 
There  is  no  fear  of  the  cultivation  of  succirubra  dying  out, 
as  good  looks  tell  in  cinchona-barks  almost  as  much  as  in 
matrimony.  Succirubra-bark  is  cultivated  especially  for 
pharmaceutical  use,  but  the  difficulty  is  that  the  yield  of 
alkaloid  is  greater  than  that  required  by  the  Pharmacopoeia. 
The  wholesale  price  of  German  quinine  was  at  one  time  as 
low  as  l^d.  an  ounce.    Grafting  has  been  practised  very 


largely  in  Java,  but  the  result  has  been  unmistakably 
succirubra,  full  of  cinchonine  and  cinchonidine.  There  is 
an  element  of  sport  in  the  analysis  of  Java  hybrids,  as  one 
never  knows  what  the  relative  proportion  of  alkaloids  will 
be.  The  mossed  barks  consist  chiefly  of  the  intermediate 
strip  and  are  quite  as  rich  in  alkaloid  as  the  renewed  bark. 
Cuprea-bark  no  doubt  brought  down  the  price  of  quinine, 
but  Ceylon  and  Java  competition  was  also  a  cause. 
A  vote  of  thanks  was  given  to  Mr.  Howard  for  his  paper.

TRANSVAAL  PHARMACY  BOARD. 

The  ordinary  monthly  meeting  of  the  Transvaal  Pharmacy 
Board  was  held  in  Johannesburg  on  December  15,  under  the 
presidency  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Dinwoodie,  the  other  members 
present  being  Dr.  van  Niekerk,  Messrs.  R.  Butters,  B.  0. 
Jones,  J.  R.  Jones,  and  W.  T.  Skinn. 

The  opium  question  was  again  under  consideration.  A 
communication  was  read  from  the  Transvaal  Medical 
Council  on  the  subject  of  the  prescribing  of  opium,  where 
found  necessary  to  the  health  of  the  patient,  by  medical 
practitioners,  in  which  the  Council  inquired  whether  the 
Board  would  assist  in  eliminating  any  risk  of  abuse  atten- 
dant on  the  issue  of  such  prescriptions  by  recommending 
the  chemists  in  the  Colony  to  retain  all  prescriptions  for 
opium,  by  this  means  making  it  impossible  for  prescriptions 
to  be  repeated  too  frequently. 

It  was  decided  by  the  Board  to  adopt  the  suggestion  of 
the  Council,  and  to  request  all  chemists  who  may  be  called 
upon  to  dispense  prescriptions  presented  by  Asiatics  for 
opium  to  retain  and  file  the  prescriptions. 

Much  satisfaction  was  expressed  at  the  recent  action  of 
the  Boksburg  Town  Council  in  refusing  to  grant  licences 
for  Kaffir  eating-houses  to  several  persons  who  had  been 
convicted  of  carrying  on  an  illicit  traffic  in  opium. 

Applications  for  registration  from  the  following  were 
approved  :  Messrs.  E.  H.  Bradfield,  P.  R.  Roux,  W.  C. 
Godding,  and  Geo.  Mack.  

It  may  not  be  generally  known  that  the  membership  of  the 
Society  of  Apothecaries  is  not  a  medical  qualification.

South  African  Prospects. — Mr.  Patterson,  President  of 
the  National  Cash  Register  Co.,  in  a  recent  speech  at  New 
York,  said  : 

I  have  just  returned  from  a  three  or  four  months'  trip  to 
South  Africa.  That,  I  presume,  is  what  may  be  termed  a 
black  man's  country.  There  are  750,000  whites  there  against 
6,000,000  blacks.  I  am  now  speaking  of  British  South  Africa 
and  not  of  North  Africa.  I  must  say  frankly  that  I  am  not 
enthusiastic  over  the  prospects  of  a  great  nation  in  South 
Africa.  I  made  the  trip  across  the  country  in  a  motor-car. 
But  about  all  I  saw  was  stones,  kopjes,  and  skeletons  of  dead 
animals.  The  mining  interests  of  South  Africa  at  the  pre- 
sent time  are  the  only  things  worth  going  to  see  or  to  get 
hold  of  out  there.  The  agricultural  interest  is  very  small— 
in  fact,  I  saw  very  little  of  it.  They  have  no  water  for  eight 
months  of  the  year.  As  far  as  manufacturing  is  concerned, 
it  is  too  far  from  the  great  markets  of  the  world  to  consider 
seriously.

"  BRAIN-BROKERS." 

We  are  indebted  to  an  assistant,  who  has  obtained  several 
good  situations  through  the  C .  D.  Supplement,  for  some 
particulars  of  a  refreshing  experience  he  has  had  this  week. 
He  replied  to  an  advertisement  for  a  chemist's  assistant, 
and  received  a  letter  from  Hapgoods,  Ltd.,  23-28  Fleet 
Street,  E.G.,  asking  him  to  call  at  a  particular  time,  which 
he  did.  He  was  received  courteously  by  a  well-groomed 
and  polite  gentleman,  and  quickly  learned  that  he  was  deal- 
ing with  "an  international  organization  of  brain-workers," 
and  was  asked  to  sign  a  "  subscription  and  agreement"  and 
pay  a  guinea  (as  subscription,  to  include  "  Hapgoods'  Oppor- 
tunities"). He  learnt  that  for  this  guinea  his  name,  etc., 
would  be  filed  by  the  international  organization 
of  brain  brokers,  and  when  they  got  him  a  situa- 
tion (no  undertaking  of  an  immediate  vacancy  being 
given)  be  would  pay  them  5  per  cent,  of  one 
year's  salary,  or  10  per  cent,  (and  not  less  than  21.) 
of  the  income  of  any  temporary  position,  or  10  per  cent,  of 
any  increase  of  salary  from  present  employer  consequent  on 
him  receiving  "an  offer  of  a  position  through  Hapgoods." 
Our  informant  kept  his  guinea  and  took  all  the  literature 
about  Hapgoods  that  was  offered  to  him.  If  any  of  our 
subscribers  want  a  lot  of  tall  American  talk  about  brain- 
brokers,  employment  experts,  "the  new  idea  in  business," 
the  search  for  brains,  the  brain  force  of  Hapgoods,  and 
things  of  that  sort,  they  cannot  do  better  than  write  to  the 
above  address ;  but  for  getting  situations  in  pharmacy  and 
the  drug-trade  and  filling  them,  our  confidence  in  the  C.  cf>  D .

PROPRIETARIES  IN  GERMANY. 

A  Strasburg  Correspondent,  referring  to  the  interdict  on 
the  sale  of  Pink  pills  (C.  d*  D.,  January  6,  p.  9),  informs  us 
that  the  order  needs  a  little  further  explanation.  On 
May  23,  1903,  a  Bundesratsbeschluss  (corresponding  to  the 
British  Order  in  Council)  was  issued  under  the  title  of 
Geheimmettelgesetz  (secret-remedy  law  regulations).  This 
order,  which  came  into  force  on  January  1,  1904,  had  two 
lists  of  pharmaceutical  specialities.  The  products  men- 
tioned in  the  first  one  may  not  be  sold  unless  the  exact 
formula  is  given  on  the  package,  with  the  name  of  the  maker 
and  seller  and  the  price.  It  is  also  forbidden  to  adver- 
tise these  remedies  in  the  newspapers,  and  the  complaints 
for  which  the  proprietaries  are  intended  may  not  be  men- 
tioned on  the  label.  The  five  articles  named  in  the  second 
list  may  only  be  sold  as  ingredients  in  prescriptions.  The 
first  list  includes  Battle  &  Co.'s  Bromidia,  Ayer's  cathartic 
pills,  Elliman's  embrocation,  Mother  Seigel's  pills  and  syrup, 
Albert's  Remedy,  Morison's  pills,  Thierry's  balsam,  arid 
Warner's  Safe  Cure.  This  matter  has  been  referred  to  in 
the  C.  <b  D.  before,  but  it  is  necessary  to  recapitulate  to  show 
the  curious  complication  that  has  been  caused  in  Alsace- 
Lorraine.  The  Bundesratsbeschluss  was  duly  published  in 
the  two  divisions  of  the  annexed  provinces,  but  besides  these 
regulations  there  is  another  law  in  Alsace-Lorraine  of  the 
21  Germinal  XL  (April  11,  1803)  forbidding  the  sale  of  all 
pharmaceutical  products  not  contained  in  the  Pharma- 
copoeia. This  law,  long  fallen  into  disuse,  has  been  resus- 
citated, and  the  chief  of  police  of  Strasburg  on  Decem- 
ber 1,  1905,  issued  an  order  forbidding  the  sale  of  Pink 
pills  in  the  city  of  Strasburg.  The  pills  may  be  sold  in 
the  suburbs,  but  instead  of  petitioning  the  authorities  to 
withdraw  the  order,  one  of  the  city  chemists  has  asked  that 
the  order  be  extended  to  the  whole  of  Alsace-Lorraine. 
The  majority  of  the  Strasburg  chemists,  who  recognise  that 
the  present-day  conditions  of  pharmacy  are  not  amenable  to 
the  antiquated  law  of  1803,  are  doing  their  best  to  get  the 
order  withdrawn.  The  new  German  Tariff,  referring  to  the 
admission  of  secret  medicines  into  Germany,  has  just  been 
published.  It  imposes  a  duty  of  500m.  (!)  on  the  proprie- 
taries mentioned  above.  The  order  excludes  Pharmaco- 
poeia preparations,  disinfectants,  cosmetics,  and  foods. 

Since  1900  forty-six  women  have  qualified  as  doctors  in 
Germany,  and  six  as  dentists.

Improved  Methods  of  packing  patent-medicines  have 
been  decided  upon  by  Japanese  druggists,  and  attempts  are 
being  made  to  bring  proprietaries  more  up  to  European 
standards. 

A  Considerable  Number  of  representatives  of  patent- 
medicine  houses  have,  it  is  said,  been  fairly  successful,  so 
far  as  placing  orders  is  concerned,  in  the  interior  of  Korea. 
Others  went  to  Manchuria  through  Korea  with  toilet- 
articles,  soaps,  perfumes,  and  drugs.  Government  is  en- 
couraging this  enterprise. 

A  Respite. — The  U.S.A.  Internal  Revenue  Bureau's 
regulation  respecting  alcoholic  medicines  will  not  become 
effective  until  April  1  so  far  as  retail  druggists  are  con- 
cerned. Retail  dealers  have  stated  that  large  losses  would 
occur  to  them  if  the  ruling  were  made  effective  sooner,  as 
they  must  have  time  to  clear  old  stock. 

A  Chartered  Drug-company. — The  Secretary  of  State 
has  granted  a  charter  to  the  Eastern  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.,  with 
its  head  office  in  Montreal,  and  a  capital  of  $75,000.  The 
company  has  secured  offices  and  warehouse  accommodation 
at  No.  4  St.  Lambert  Street.  Retail  druggists  are  offered 
an  opportunity  of  subscribing  for  stock.  The  system  to  be 
inaugurated  offers  to  divide  the  profits  in  the  business  with 
the  company's  customers  issuing  dividend  cheques  quarterly. 
Free  packages  and  the  free  delivery  of  goods  are  also  em- 
bodied in  the  plan.  The  special  objects  of  the  company  are 
set  forth  as  follows  : 

We  seek  two  objects  apart  from  securing  definitely  an  in- 
dependent channel  for  distributing  proprietary  goods : 
first,  a  fair  interest  on  the  capital  invested ;  second,  an 
increase    in    the    profit    to   the    retail    merchant.  The 
drug  and   proprietary  trade   in  Canada   is   in  a  most 
unusual  position  at  the  present  time.    We  beg  to  draw  your 
attention  to  the  fact  that  we  have  no  trade  alliances  or 
relation  with  any  organised  trade  interest  or  combine. 
Mr.  Charles  Underhill  will  be  the  president  of  the  company, 
Mr.  G.  D.  Evans  treasurer,  and  Mr.  Henry  Miles  managing 
director. 

Japanese  Jottings.— It  is  reported  that  the  Osaka 
Alkah  Company  are  trying  to  raise  a  foreign  loan  to  extend 
the  business  of  the  company,  through  Messrs.  Samuel-  & 
Samuel,  of  Kobe.— Mr.  S.  Suzuki,  of  the  Eastern  Asiatic 
Co.,  is  about  to  establish  in  Corea  a  commercial  museum  for 
exhibiting  general  goods,  educational  apparatus,  natural 
products,  machines,  chemicals,  and  drugs.  He  also  intends 
to  despatch  agents  and  representatives  to  the  interior  of 
Corea  and  China  to  push  foreign  goods,  and  to  establish 
branches  in  all  the  principal  Corean  towns. — The  new  phar- 
macopoeia of  Japan  will  be  discussed  this  session  in  National 
Diet. — The  soap-factories  of  Osaka  are  to  amalgamate  in 
the  near  future.— The  Tokyo  Imperial  Medical  University 
have  begun  to  give  prescriptions  to  the  patients  in  order  that 
the  medicines  may  be  obtained  from  any  chemist  the  patient 
pleases. _  This  is  the  first  time  that  this  practice  has  been  per- 
mitted in  Japan.  Most  of  the  physicians  and  surgeons  pre- 
scribe and  dispense  their  own  prescriptions.— At  the  gradua- 
tion ceremony  of  the  Nagasaki  College  of  Medicine  on 
November  11,  102  graduated  in  the  medical  course,  and  13 
in  the  pharmaceutical  course. — The  Osaka  Druggists'  and 
Chemists'  Association  have  elected  Messrs.  K.  Ikeda, 
T.  Imamura,  N.  Uchibayashi,  C.  Ando,  and  T.  Higuchi  as 
inspectors  under  regulation  77  of  the  Pharmacy  Ordinance. 
One  of  the  largest  firms  of  patent-medicine  vendors  in  the 
city  of  Osaka,  Tampei  &  Co.,  has  united  with  Yanagisawa 
Chemical  Co.,  and  they  are  now  selling  patent-medicines 
at  very  low  prices. 


The  Veno  Drug  Co.'s  (Cedar  Street,  Hulme,  Manchester) 
first  annual  banquet,  concert,  and  dance  took  place  on 
December  28, 1905,  at  the  Technical  Institute,  Old  Trafford. 
Proceedings  commenced  at  5.45,  when  the  staff  sat  down  to 
a  dinner  provided  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Veno  :  ample  justice  was 
done  to  the  spread.  After  dinner  toasts  were  given.  Mr.
